Petre Roberts (Kaw) was the winner in 
the final round of the Latin American 
Supercross Championship Series, held 
in San Jose, Costa Rica, December 12. 
The San Jose native topped Americans 
Derek Natvig (Kaw) and Mike 
Chamberlain (Kaw). Jim Holley (Yam) 
was the Vet class winner. 


According to reports from Europe, the 
Raymond Roche-managed factory 
Ducati team that will contest the World 
Championship Superbike Series will 
consist of Brits Carl Fogarty and Jamie 
Whitham. A second, Italian-run team 
will likely feature Giancarlo Falappa 
and Fabrizio Pirovano. Fogarty fin- 
ished second in the 1993 World 
Superbike Series; Whitham, who com- 
peted part-time in the series, finished 
16th; Falappa and his Ducati were fifth; 
and Pirovano was fourth on a factory 
Yamaha. 


While we're on the subject of the World 
Championship Superbike Series, a 
new schedule was released by the FIM 
on December 13, featuring many 
changes from the original schedule. 
Now featuring 13 events, rather than the 
original 14, the schedule is as follows: 
May 1 - Donington Park, England; May 
8 - Hockenheim, West Germany; May 22 
- Misano, Italy; June 12 - Estoril, 
Portugal; June 19 - Albacete, Spain; July 
17 - Osterreichring, Austria; August 21 - 
Johor, Malaysia; August 28 - Sugo, 
Japan; September 11 - Mugello, Italy; 
October 9 - Jerez, Spain; October 30 - 
Sentul, Indonesia; November 6 - Buenos 
Aires, Argentina. The original schedule 
had dates for Monza, Italy; Misano, 
Italy; Anderstorp, Sweden; Spa- 
Francorchamps, Belgium; and Mexico 
City, Mexico. 


Things look set for dirt tracker Ronnie 
Jones to spend the entire 1994 Grand 
National Championship Series aboard 
the Loral Lake Racing Honda RS750. In 
‘93, Jones split his time aboard three dif- 
ferent Hondas belonging to the Loral 
Lake team, George Garvis and Mike 
Morr. “Everything looks like a go for 
next year,” said Jones. “I’m really excit- 
ed to spend the whole season aboard the 
same bikes. Last year was tough because 
1 would have to get used to riding a dif- 
ferent bike each week. It seemed like I 
spent the entire practice session at each 
race learning how to ride again." Jones 
hinted that the ‘94 season would be his 
last, as he would like to pursue a career 
in car racing. "There's no reason that I 
shouldn't finish in the top five next 
year," Jones said. "I hope to do well, 
especially in my last year. I went to a 
NASCAR driving school this winter and 
I'd like to get into car racing soon. At 33, 
I can still make the switch and be con- 
Sidered young in car racing, whereas 
I'm an old guy as far as motorcycle rac- 
ing goes." Jones also added that he 
would continue to promote the 
Oklahoma City Half Mile National. 


According to tuner and bike owner 
Eddie Adkins, he and Rodney Farris 
will again team up for the 1994 AMA 
Grand National Championship Series. 
"Rodney was really hot last year, and 
my goal is to see him win his first 
National next year," said Adkins. "He's 
very focused and fired up to go racing. I 
expect great things in '94." Adkins 
added that he is currently working on 
several promising sponsorship opportu- 
nities. Farris will again be mounted on 
Harley-Davidson XR750s. 


In our conversation with Eddie Adkins, 
the name of AMA 250cc Grand Prix 
National Champion Jimmy Filice came 
up. Filice raced Adkins' Harleys to sev- 





eral dirt track National wins in the early 
‘80s before making the transition into 
road racing. Though he captured this 
year's 250cc championship in runaway 
fashion, the diminutive Californian has 
yet to secure a road race ride for '94. "Its 
a shame that someone of Jimmy's cal- 
iber hasn't been offered a ride yet," said 
Adkins. "I've told him many times 
before, and I told him again recently, 
that he's always welcome to ride one of 
my Harleys. He's an extraordinary dirt 
tracker, and I'd love to see him come 
back and race a few of the choice miles. 
Rodney (Farris) and he are friends, and 
there would be no problem whatsoever 
if Jimmy wanted to hit a few races." 


Four-time Grand National Champion 
Scott Parker reports that although he 
hasn't signed a contract yet, he and Bill 
Werner will again campaign the AMA 
Grand National Championship Series 
for Team Harley-Davidson. "Things will 
be the same for '94. I talked to my boss 
at Harley-Davidson and, basically, the 
contract is in the mail," said Parker. 
“Other than that, there's not too much 
going on here. I'm just waiting for the 
lakes to freeze up so we can go ice rid- 
ing." When asked what his plans and 
intentions for '94 were, Parker replied, 
"To win my fifth championship, what 
else? I think that Chris Carr will be 
tough, especially since there are more 
short tracks and TTs. I’m not sure about 
Ricky Graham, though. If he rides his 
own stuff I think he might be taking a 
step backwards and he'll be back where 
he was before." 


Road racer Dave Sadowski said at the 
recent Dunlop tire test at Daytona 
International Speedway that he would 
be riding a Mike Velasco-tuned Honda 
CBR900 for Team Labelle in the WERA 
F-USA series and the AMA GTO 
Endurance series. He said that the team 
was looking at Jacques Guenette as a 
second rider for the GTO class, but he 
was hoping to persuade Tom Kipp to 
join him. He also said he hoped to get 
into the Daytona and Loudon superbike 
races aboard a Honda RC30. Sadowski 
was hoping to get some laps in at 
Daytona aboard one of the Fast By 
Ferracci Ducati superbikes, but never 
got the chance when the bike that he 
planned to ride developed mechanical 
troubles. 


Australian Kevin Magee will carry the 
number "23" on his Smokin' Joe's 
Racing Honda RC45 superbike this year, 
the same number that Mike Hale will 
use on his Honda CBR600 supersport 
machine. "The reason we're using the 
number 23 this year is that it's R.J 
Reynolds' 23rd year in motorsports," 
team owner Martin Adams said. "The 
NASCAR team will use the same num- 
ber. Doug Polen granted us this request. 
Instead of changing numbers every 
year, the AMA has given us some conti- 
nuity with the rider numbers." 


The Muzzy Kawasaki team will be run- 
ning the AMA/CCS GTO Endurance 
Series with the newly-introduced ZX9. 
Takahiro Sohwa will be one of the rid- 
ers, with the second yet to be deter- 
mined. 


Kawasaki Team Green riders Larry 
Roeseler and Danny Hamel have both 
signed with THOR Motorsports for 
1994. Roeseler, who was sponsored by 
the company before switching to Xtreme 
in ‘93, has a five-year deal that will see 
him involved in public relations and 
product development following his 
retirement. Hamel's one-year contract 
with THOR ended his long-time associa- 
tion with Answer.

Swede Jorgen Nilsson, who finished 
second in the ‘93 World Championship 
500cc MX Series, damaged two verte- 
brae in a November 27 crash while com- 
peting at a supercross in Stuttgart, 
Germany. Nilsson was initially para- 
lyzed from the waist down, but has 
since regained some feeling in his legs. 
Doctors say that the vital core of the ver- 
tebrae was not damaged. Six days fol- 
lowing the crash, the 30-year-old Swede 
was flown back to Goteborg, Sweden, 
where he hopes to get back on his feet in 
eight weeks. Nilsson is still planning to 
return to action for next year’s 500cc GP 
season. He has already finalized terms 
with Georges Jobe to ride an HRC 
Honda in ‘94. 
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At the December 4-5 Geneva 
Supercross, former 125cc National MX 
Champion Ron Lechien actually 
showed up for the race on time. So, 
what's the big deal, you ask? Well, for 
Lechien it apparently is a big deal. This 
was the first time since his debut year 
there in 1987 that he wasn't tardy. 
According to an event promoter, "Ron 
asked us if he could ride (this year, 
despite turning in a late entry). We said 
yes, but that he had to pay his own air 
ticket and we would reimburse him if 
he arrived on time. He got here a day 
early and we let him ride the track for 
an hour, as he has not competed in a 
supercross at this level for a long, long 
time. His appearance also created 
tremendous interest in the local press." 
Lechien, the winningest rider in the 
event, once turned up halfway through 
the evening and was still invited to start 
the main event after practicing during 
the last chance qualifier. On another 
occasion, he arrived late, again, but this 
time without his riding gear. The pro- 
moters made a desperate search to find 
boots big enough for him. At this year's 
event, Lechien finished 12th on Friday 
night and third on Saturday night. 


Guy Cooper, the recently crowned 
World Supercross Champion, will be 
unable to attend the FIM World 
Champions Award Ceremony on 

Becker 17 in France. The new champ 
fad already scheduled an appointment 
for December 16 to have the metal rods 
in both his legs removed. Ironically, the 
ceremony had been delayed to 
December in order to include the World 
Supercross title winner, as this was the 
only series not already completed earlier 
in the year. Had Cooper decided not to 
keep his December 16 appointment, 
however, it would have delayed his 
plans to start his off-road career early 
next year. 


Maico is back. British rider Brian 
Wheeler signed a two-year contract 
through a U.K. importer to contest the 
World Championship 500cc MX Series 
aboard the German-made motorcycle. 
Wheeler, who finished 10th in the ‘93 
series, recently made his debut on a 
Maico in England, at a local race, and 
won all his motos. 


Belgian Axel Holvoet will be saying 
good-bye to the 250cc MX GP circuit in 
order to compete in the U.S. for 1994. 
Holvoet, 23, plans to contest the 
Western Regional 125cc Supercross 
Series as well as the 125cc Nationals, 
and will stay at factory Yamaha MXer 
Mike Craig’s house in El Cajon, 





California. “I’m basically setting him up 
with everything,” said Craig of his new 
tenant. "He'll ride Yamahas through 
Kearney Mesa Yamaha, the same shop 
that helped me out when I first started." 


Michelin conducted two days of tire 
testing at Daytona International 
Speedway on December 9-10 in prepara- 
tion for the March 4-13 running of 
Camel Motorcycle Week. Three teams, 
Dutchman Racing with Ray Yoder and 
Scott Gray; Valvoline Suzuki with 
Michael Martin and Chuck Graves; and 
Team Moto Hypersport of Canada with 
Lynnley Clark and Neil Jenkens, were 
involved in the session. “Scott Gray got 
down to 55.1 (one-minute, 55.1-second 
lap times) on our endurance bike and 
that's better than what we ran here in 
March," Dutchman Racing team owner 
Dave Schlosser said.

Though the 
rentals are aimed primarily at foreign 
riders, they are also an option for people 
who don't want to put their own bike 
through the tortures of a 2000-mile 
event. Sunset is offering a wide variety 
of brands and models, including both 
two- and four-strokes, and all are bro- 
ken in and rally-prepped with large 
tanks, road-book holders, odometers, 
etc.. Rental prices range from $3200 to 
$3800, and include technical support 
throughout the race. A $1000 deposit is 
required by May 15. Those with their 
own bikes can purchase technical assis- 
tance only for $300. For more informa-

An 11-member advisory committee to 
Federal Transportation Secretary 
Frederico Pena passed 13 recommenda- 
tions December 3 aimed at strengthen- 
ing the National Recreational Trails 
Funding Program, despite the lack of 
federal money for the current year, 
according to the MIC. The program is 
authorized at $30 million annually 
under the National Recreational Trails 
Fund Act of 1991, but received only $7.5 
million in fiscal year 1993. Congress 





failed to appropriate any funds for 1994. 
Key among the recommendations are 
requests that the Department of 
Transportation provide interim admin- 
istrative funding for fiscal year 1994 and 
seek permanent funding authority for 
the program in the next session of 
Congress. Another recommendation 
states that the DOT should withhold 
National Recreational Trails Fund Act 
monies from California until the state 
fully complies with the intent of the 
Trails Act. The entire package of recom- 
mendations will go to Secretary Pena 
through the Federal Highway 
Administration, which administers the 
trails program. 


Japan's Kohji Ohkawara will return to 
the U.S. to compete on the AMA Camel 
Supercross and 250cc National MX cir- 
cuits for 1994. Once again, Ohkawara 
will ride a Jim Holley Racing-backed 
Yamaha YZ250 with added backing 
from Yamaha of Japan and U.S. 
Yamaha. Al Holley, Jim Holley's father, 
will be Ohkawara's tuner. Last year, 
Ohkawara qualified for six Camel 
Supercross main events until breaking 
both arms in a heat-race crash at the last 
round of the series in Las Vegas. He will 
be sporting national number 83 in 1994. 


Eight-year-old pee-wee racer Sidney 
Burrows, of Brentwood, California, 
passed away on Sunday, December 12. 
Burrows crashed and suffered a neck 
injury earlier that day at Sandhill Ranch 
in Brentwood, California.

GFI Racing North has changed its 
name to the California Motocross 
Association (CMA). Beginning on 
December 15, Pat Pipes will run the 
CMA and all GFI North membership 
cards will be replaced with CMA, 
cards prior to January 1, 1994. Tim 
Quinn will continue as marketing 
director for the CMA. 


Good news, Steve Morehead fans! The 
wily 38-year-old from Findlay, Ohio, 
reports that he will definitely campaign 
the 1994 AMA Grand National 
Championship Series. "Retire? Heck no, 
I've been training three days a week in 
my workout room, and on my days off 
I've been moving hay out in the barn. 
I'm as fit as ever," said Morehead. “I'll 
have basically the same program for 
next year: I'll be racing my own Harley- 
Davidsons and Skip Eaken will be 
building my motors. I've already started 
working on the equipment; we already 
have the new paint jobs all done." The 
“94 season will mark Morehead’s 20th 
year of Grand National competition, 
and Morehead plans to have a 20th 
anniversary logo painted atop his hel- 
met. “That would be neat, wouldn't it?" 
Morehead said. "I have 17 National 
wins under my belt and I hope to get 
some more next year. Heck, if it hadn't 
been for Ricky Graham, I would have 
won three Nationals last year!" 


And speaking of veterans, three-time 
Grand National Champion Jay 
Springsteen will also spend at least one 
more season on the oval tracks. 
“Nothing's different for '94," said 
Springsteen, who has for the past few 
years competed under the Bartels' 
Harley-Davidson banner. ^We finished 
the '93 season real strong, and I'm fired 
up for next year." When asked if he had 
been spending the off season preparing 
for '94, Springsteen laughed and replied, 
"Heck no! I've been hunting! I'm still 
waiting for the lakes to freeze up so we 








can fire up our ice bikes. They just start- 
ed to freeze up a few days ago, but it's 
still not solid enough. I threw a stick out 
onto the lake and sent my dog out after 
it, but it started to creak and crack a lit- 
tle. Not thick enough yet!" 


The 103rd Congress adjourned its first 
session at Thanksgiving, with a number 
of bills that are important to the motor- 
cycle industry still pending. The MIC's 
government relations office reports that 
it continues to monitor over 40 bills in 
both houses of Congress that affect 
motorcycle businesses and consumers. 
All the bills carry over into the second 
session, which begins January 25. 
Among the most important carry-over 
bills is The California Desert Protection 
Act (S.21), which passed the Senate 
Energy and Natural Resources 
Committee in October, and could go to a 
full Senate vote in 1994. The version that 
came out of committee contains amend- 
ments that will allow OHV use to con- 
tinue in some desert riding areas. A 
companion bill, H.R.518, remained in 
the House National Parks, Forests & 
Public Lands Subcommittee following 
one hearing last June. Over 11 million 
acres in seven states are under consider- 
ation for Federal wilderness designation 
in seven carry-over bills. Another bill, 
designating over 600,000 acres in 
Colorado as wilderness, passed the 
Congress in August, but the final ver- 
sion preserved access to several notable 
OHV routes. Eight bills dealing with 
endangered species and "biodiversity" 
that could adversely affect land access 
for OHVs also carry over. 


The Southern California Flat Track 
Association has scheduled another open 
practice session on the short track at 
Sunrise Cycle Park near Adelanto, 
California, for Sunday, January 2. The 
December 11 session met with a poor 
turnout due to the threat of rain. 
Practice starts at 10:00 a.m., and the cost 
to enter the park is $20. For more infor- 
mation contact Dennis Voll at 714/956- 
0556. 


The entire eight-race MTEG Stadium 
Off-Road Series will be broadcast on 
ESPN, with the initial airing of each 
show being aired during prime time. 
All airings are reportedly confirmed 
and will remain permanent for the 
entire year, unlike in past years. “We 
are elated about our television package 
with ESPN for next season,” said MTEG 
President Gary Campbell. “We feel that 
with our new dates in Detroit and 
Kansas City, as well as our show being 
aired in prime time, we will be expos- 
ing our product and sponsors to a 
greater number of off-road fans nation- 
wide." The “94 season marks the 15th 
anniversary of MTEG, which was 
founded in 1979 by the late Mickey 


Thompson. 


A commemorative video of the 1993 
BMW Battle of the Legends is now 
available. The 45-minute video, pro- 
duced by Bob Lenk of Missing Lenk 
Productions, includes all the highlights 
of the second annual Legends race, 
which pitted 15 champions of North 
American and international motorcycle 
racing on identically prepared 1993 
BMW R100Rs.

Enough is enough 


When a manager of a motorcycle-related 
product decides to sponsor a rider, an 
event, or a series, it is for several reasons. 
The number one reason is publicity. We, 
at Continental, are very committed to 
the Harley-Davidson market, and when 
we heard of the AMA having a five dirt 
track/five road race Grand National- 
type series, we were excited to become 
the series sponsor. Unlike some of the 
much larger tire manufacturers, we do 
not have the luxury of a huge promo- 
tional budget, but we felt that $22,000 
paid directly to the riders would gener- 
ate excitement not only among the rac- 
ers, but also among the Harley-Davidson 
dealers who support 883 racing. 

The contingency requirements were 
simple, extremely reasonable, and 
spelled-out clearly in writing before the 
Continental 883 series began. Since 
Continental is somewhat new to the rac- 
ing community, I was personally at the 
first few riders meetings to explain our 
requirements: Run Continental decals 
and you get paid; Don't run “em and 
you don’t. 

We felt we were being very flexible 
in allowing the riders to use any tire 
they wanted and still get paid. 
Practically every company requires 
decal placement for eligibility, and we 
were no exception. 

Mr. Mike Morio, you are dead wrong 
in saying that our product did not work. 
At every dirt track event we had riders 
on Continental tires. Jason Fletcher gave 
us our best finish with a second place at 
Lima, Ohio. I also personally hand-cut 
dozens of tires and never charged a sin- 
gle rider one penny for a tire! 

As a former AMA dirt track and road 





race competitor (20 years worth), I am 
proud that we were able to put some- 
thing back into motorcycle racing. I 
stand by our contingency requirements, 
and look forward to being involved in 
future racing programs.

3 INTERVIEW Cycle News Rider of the Year Ricky Graham — —

sky outside is ; dark and 
grey. The wind has been 
blowing for hours, and the 


air is nippy and cold. A 

gloomy day indeed, but it 

would take more than that 
to phase Ricky Graham. 

Clad in a pair of blue Wranglers 
and a red flannel shirt, something 
about Graham is different. As he sips 
on his mug of coffee and gazes out the 
window of his Salinas, California, 
ranch house, a look of content settles 


over his face. When he speaks, Gra- 
ham often smiles. And it’s a genuine 
smile. For the first time in years, Ricky 
Graham is truly happy. 

And why shouldn’t he be? At 34 - 
an age at which many riders begin to 
ponder retirement - Graham has 
returned to the pinnacle of his sport 
and performed what can only be 
described as the most awesome come- 
back in the history of motorcycle rac- 
ing. That alone would make any man 
happy, but for Graham, there’s more. 

After a highly publicized battle 
with alcohol in the early 90s, Graham 


saw the light, came clean, and per- 
formed a 180-degree turnaround that 
not only bettered his personal life, but 
his on-track performances as well. 
Now, it’s been over two years since 
Graham's lips have touched a drink, 
and it shows. 

"That's all in the past now," says 
Graham. 
give it a rest." 

Maybe now they will. 

After twice reaching the top of the 
sport in 1982 and '84, injuries cost 
Graham both his title, and his Honda 
factory ride in '85. Determined to

prove his doubters wrong, Graham set 
out on his own for the next two years, 
but a lack of major sponsorship and 
increasing expenses caused him to 
take a step back in ‘88. Graham was 
burned out. Racing was no longer fun, 
and it had become far too expensive 
as well. 

The following three years were dry 
ones for Graham, as he raced only a 
few selected events. Winless since '86, 
most insiders had written him off, and 
few expected him to ever win again. 
Graham was negative about racing, 
negative about life.

“Johnny was my 
savior,” said Graham. 
(Below) Graham and 
his fiance, Leeza 
Foreman, plan to be 
wed in February of 
‘94. "She's the queen 
of my dreams," says 
Graham. 











And all the while, people talked. 

"People just love to bring you 
down," said Graham. "The minute 
you do something wrong, they just 
love to talk. I remember getting a tick- 
et for riding my motocross bike in the 
hills once, and the local newspaper 
plastered it all over and made a big 
deal about it. Stuff like that." 

Graham jokingly refers to that time 
in his life as "The Elvis Years." 

“I used to party a lot. I got fat. I 
remember trying on a pair of my 
number one leathers and I couldn't 
even zip them up," said Graham. "But 
I can honestly say that it wasn't just 
drinking that slowed me down on the 
track, I was just totally burned out." 

Graham's problems peaked in '91. 
Though he had returned to the win- 
ner's circle and broken his five-year 
dry spell with a victory at the Spring- 
field Mile, two alcohol-related 
encounters with the law nearly drove 
him into retirement. Once again, the 
press had a field day with the situa- 
tion. 

"It was bad enough getting into 
trouble, but it was even worse having 
the entire motorcycle industry know 
about it," said Graham. ^I personally 
know of several times when other rac- 
ers have been caught for similar 
things - even drugs, but for some rea- 
son my problems were singled out 
and publicized." 

But instead of quitting, Graham 
decided to make a change. 

"| was so hurt by the way that the 
press treated me - the way they 
played it up," Graham said. “Yeah, I 
made this comeback for myself; it was 
about pride, but that's what gave me 
the extra drive. I wanted to show 
everyone that I wasn't just some 
washed-up drunk." 

After the conclusion of the '91 sea- 
son, Graham gave up drinking and 
vowed to give racing one more shot. 
“J just quit, cold turkey," said Gra- 
ham. "Some people go about it in dif- 
ferent ways, you know, support 
groups and all of that. But I figured 
that alcohol was just something that 
you pour into your body. I just had to 
stop. 

^| remember when I first quit, I 
thought, "Man, almost everything fun 
involves drinking. I bet barbecuing 
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won't even be fun anymore.' But I 
found that it's a hundred times better 
sober! Life with drinking is like liv- 
ing in a fog. Now I wake up every 
morning and feel great. I appreciate 
things more - my loved ones, my 
friends, and my talent to race a 
motorcycle." 

Well aware of his talent to race 
motorcycles, Graham went on to 
change his attitude about racing as 
well. ^I just decided to put all of the 
negative things out of my mind," said 
Graham. "Instead of complaining 
about the lack of sponsorships and 
real money to be made, I just worried 
about putting my butt on a motorcycle 
and going fast, just like I did when I 
was champion." 

Teamed with Johnny Goad, Gra- 
ham returned to the sport's pinnacle 
in '92, winning one race and finishing 
the season third overall. 

But still, the people talked. 

“A lot of people thought that the 
‘92 season was a fluke, and that I 
would start drinking again because I 
did well,” said Graham. “You know, I 
just couldn’t win for losing. No matter 
what, some people always seem to 
hope for the worst.” 

But Graham didn’t return to the 
bottle. Instead, he trained harder than 
ever and came back in ‘93 - fit and 
ready to win. In the off-season, Gra- 
ham and Goad had teamed with Jim 
Landes, father of rookie expert Brett 
Landes and owner of several success- 
ful automobile dealerships. Landes 
supplied a transporter for the team, in 
exchange for a Honda RS750 for his 
son to race. Thus was born Team 
Undo. 

Serious dirt track fans need not be 
reminded what unfolded during the 
‘93 season. Perhaps Graham’s tuner 
Johnny Goad summed it up best, say- 
ing, “There were times when Ricky 
lined up for a National that I actually 
felt sorry for the other 16 guys. They 





had no chance of beating him, and we 
all knew it.” 

Graham dominated the series, win- 
ning 12 of 21 rounds and, along the 
way, set a number of records (see 
sidebar). Graham clinched his third 
Grand National Championship with 
four races left in the series, leaving 
not only his competitors, but his 
doubters as well - in awe. 

“When I see those people who I 
know used to talk bad about me, I just 
smile and say hello as if I didn’t know 
a thing. But they know who they are 
and so do I,” said Graham. “I’ve 
proven myself; I just wish that there 
hadn't been all of that bad press in the 
past, just because I was a professional 
racer. 

^One television reporter asked me, 
"But doesn't that come with the terri-

tory?' What does that mean? What ter- 
ritory? Wanting to be a motorcycle 
racer? I never asked to be a star - a 
role model - all I've ever wanted to do 
was race. 

“But the best thing that has come of 
all this, I guess, is that in being a "role 
model" - I was able to set a good 
example for those who might be 
struggling with similar problems. I've 
gotten a lot of letters from people say- 
ing that I've inspired them. That, to 
me, is very special. That's the reason I 
decided to come forward - to go pub- 
lic with the whole thing." ^ 

But was this year, and the things 
that have unfolded, worth all of the 
bad times in the past? "I would defi- 
nitely say that this season overshad- 
owed the past, all of the bad stuff," 
Graham said. “But like I said, being 








an inspiration to others is what is real- 
ly meaningful." 

Still, there is a thorn in Graham's 
side. 

“Now, there's some people out 
there saying that since I’m doing good 
again and winning, that I’m on some 
high horse,” said Graham. “They say 
that I think I'm a big shot. I can't 
believe the things I'm hearing. I'm 
still the same ol’ Ricky Graham. It 
hurts so much to hear these things, 
but I guess that's just how the dirt 
track crowd is. They just gotta bring 
you down." 

Perhaps that is part of what 
prompted Graham's latest decision - 
the decision to take to the pavement 
in ‘94, rather than defend his title on 
the dirt. 

"I've always wanted to go road rac- 
ing," Graham explained. "Basically, 
I'm at an age where I want to be able 
to do what I want to do, and what my 
heart yearns to do is to further my 
road racing career. 

"Johnny Goad was very under- 
standing about it. I told him that I 
have a lot of interest in road racing, 
and to commit to race dirt track with 
him for another year wouldn't be fair 
to him if a road racing opportunity 
were to arise. It would create con- 
flict." 

But why walk away from the series 
in which he carries the number-one 
plate? 


“I'm not leaving dirt track behind,” 
said Graham. “I simply will not be 
campaigning the entire series. I will 
still attack to win at the races in which 
I compete; I owe the fans that much. 

"The bottom line is that no one is 
paying the bills. Even though I won 
the championship last year, I can hon- 
estly say that, in finishing second and 
third, Chris Carr and Scotty Parker 
probably made more than I did. That's 
pretty degrading. I can't say for sure, 
but I bet Carr, as a factory rider, made 
at least $70,000 before he even sat on 
the bike. Me? I had about $1500. Then, 
the purse money's not all that good, 
and on top of it, I split it all with John- 
ny. 
“A lot of people say that I won't 
make much in road racing, but I'd 
rather make nickels and dimes trying 





to road race with a chance of going 
places than to make nickels and a few 
more dimes in dirt track with no hope 
of going anywhere. Unless you're a 
factory rider, there's just not a lot to 
be made on the dirt." 

With Graham declining to commit 
to another full year of dirt track com- 
petition, tuner Goad has signed on 
Larry Pegram to race the Team Undo 
bikes, alongside returning team mem- 
ber Brett Landes. Graham will cam- 
paign selected races aboard his per- 
sonal Honda, with Douglas Fay 
spinning the wrenches. 

"There's no hard feelings between 
Ricky and I,” said Goad. "I would 
have liked to defend the number-one 
plate with Ricky, but he feels like he 
has some unfinished business 
with road racing. There's no 
way that we could have 
duplicated what we accom- 
plished last year, and I'm 
happy that I was a part of it. I 
hope that he gets a road race 
ride, because if he's not rid- 
ing for me on the dirt, I damn 
sure don't wanna have to 
chase after him all year long." 

Unfinished business in- 

deed. In 1986, Graham was 
given the opportunity to try 
his hand at road racing, but 
opted to pass. "Rob Muzzy 
had offered me a ride on one 
of his Kawasakis," said Gra- 
ham. "The deal was for bikes 
and equipment, but no salary. 
I thought about it and 
remembered how many times 
I had to hit the wall at 130 
mph to learn to go fast on a 
dirt tracker, and figured that 
if I had to hit it that many 
more times in order to learn 
how to road race, I'd pass. I 
definitely regret that choice 
now. I passed on a challenge 
and just continued to go 
through the motions on the 
dirt. 

“Hindsight is 20/20, but if 
I had tried it out, I wouldn't 


lions of dollars racing in 
Europe." 

And what does Graham 
think his chances of making a 
successful transition are? 

“I feel that my chances are 
better now than they would 
have been when I was 
younger," Graham said. 

"Right now, I'm riding better 
than I ever have, and I think 
that my years of experience 
will work to my advantage. 
Plus, my body is in the best 
shape ever. I had the oppor- 
tunity to road race several 
times this year, and each time 
out I felt that I made 
progress. Every time I got on the track 
I went faster than the last, and I never 
felt out of my element. I'm very confi- 
dent that I'll be able to adapt." 

Throughout our interview, Graham 
continued to stress the fact that he 
will continue to race dirt track, and 
that he would never fully leave the 
sport which made him famous. 

"Dirt track racing is the best, most- 
intense racing in the world," Graham 
said. "It's the most exciting racing that 
there is, no doubt about it. I just can't 
understand why there isn't more 


track racing - be it on cars or motorcy- 
cles - seems to attract more of a "beer 
drinking" crowd, while road racing 
attracts a more elite crowd. You might 


call it a “martini” crowd. Road racing 
is more professional, period. The facil- 
ities are high class - just look at Day- 
tona. Compare that to some of the dirt 
track venues. The sponsors are bigger 
and more professional, also. Plus, all 
of the major factories are involved; in 
dirt track, there's only one. 

“Tve always said that this come- 
back wasn't about money, it was 
about pride. Even now, my decision 
isn't about money, it's about what 
Ricky Graham wants to accomplish 
during his career. I won't be satisfied 
leaving the sport of motorcycle racing 
until l've tried my hand at road rac- 
ing. I know that I only have a few 
years left in me, and I want to make 
sure that they're good ones." 


At press time, Monday, December 13, 
Ricky Graham had not yet secured a road 
race sponsorship, though he was undergo- 
ing negotiations with two different 
Honda-using road race teams. Graham 
was optimistic, and reported that his 
chances of competing at Daytona in 
March aboard a Honda RC30 superbike 
looked good. "My goal at Daytona is to 
turn in a half-way decent finish and gain 
some attention," said Graham. "Obvious- 
ly, I won't be out to win the thing - nei- 
ther the bike, nor my road racing skills 
will be up for that. I just want to show 
people that I'm serious about going road 
racing. I need to make my presence known 
out there.” €N

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INTERVIEW Three-time World Champion Wayne Raine

here’s a sparkle in 

the blue of Wayne 

Rainey's eyes. You can 

see it when he looks at 

his son. The lines brought 

about by age and tension 

seem to have vanished from his 

face. You can see it when he smiles at 
his wife. 

Wayne Rainey is realizing that 
although he is paralyzed from the chest 
down, he can be content, secure and 
happy. Life in a wheelchair seems to 
have brought him peace. 

“God wasn’t ready to take me, He 
just wanted to slow me down.” 

Wayne Rainey will always remember 
the day that his racing career was taken 
away from him. He'll always remember 
September 5, 1993, and his crash in the 
Italian Grand Prix at Misano. 

“I remember going into the corner, a 
third-gear right-hander, probably at 
about 125-130 mph. I got in a little hot so 
my lean angle in the middle of the cor- 
ner was a little bit more than I wanted. 
When I started to pick it up and acceler- 
ate, it s out on me. It came back 
farther than I wanted it to, and it 
pushed the front coming off 
the corner. I didn’t 
highside, I 


lowsided. When 
you hit the ground going 
that fast, you can’t tell which way is up 
and which is down. It all feels the same. 
But there was one particular part where 
I felt a pop. When I stopped, I was hurt- 
ing pretty bad and I had this deep burn- 
ing sensation in my back. When I tried 
to get up, I couldn’t. I thought, ‘Man, 
something’s not right.’ I tried it again 
and nothing. Then I started feeling my 
legs on the outside and I couldn’t feel 
anything. I knew that either my body 
was in shock, or I'd really done some- 
thing bad to myself. 
“I believe to this day that I was dying 
on the race track. I wasn’t blacking out, 
but my vision went away even though I 
was conscious through the whole thing. 
I just remember thinking that God was 
going to keep me alive, but it was up to 
me to keep breathing. I didn’t sleep that 
night. I was afraid that if I went to sleep, 
I'd stop breathing. So I stayed awake. I 
stayed awake until Shae (his wife) 
showed up in Italy. I figured by then 
that everything was going to be okay." 
All Wayne Rainey ever wanted was 
to be the best. He poured his heart and 








soul into racing motorcycles for 24 of his 
31 years. And he was the best, a three- 
time World Champion in the most illus- 
trious class of them all. He risked life 
and limb to reach his goal, hoping that 
he would be able to walk away at the 
top of his game. He was never afforded 
that opportunity. 

"I kinda' had a feeling I was hurt 
pretty bad, even though I didn't ask 
people what was going on. When Shae 
showed up, I asked her and she told me 
that I was paralyzed from the chest 
down because my spinal cord was sev- 
ered. I remember being at the race track 
medical office, having all these people 
around me - Kenny Roberts and Dean 
Miller. I remember the looks on their 
faces. I'd never seen that look on their 
faces before, and I knew something was 
wrong, really wrong. I was having a 
hard time breathing, my back was really 
hurting, I couldn't move anything but 
my arms and hands. 

"I was never scared. I just felt that I 
was going to be okay. I just kept 
telling myself to keep breath- 
ing. I kept wanting 
the oxy- 


gen bot- 

tle. I just wanted 

to live. It didn't matter to 

me at the time what was wrong with 

me - but I didn't want to die. I had a 

funny sense of calmness through the 

whole thing. I was really calm and I 

think that helped me a lot. Everyone 

around me was upset, but I wasn't that 

upset. It was, for sure, the closest I've 

ever come to dying. I really felt that it 
would have been easy to die." 

A burning question that he will likely 
always ask is - why? Why push so hard? 
Why the constant drive to always win? 
With an 11-point lead over Kevin 
Schwantz, Rainey didn't need to win in 
Italy. 

“I wanted to be the best motorcycle 
racer in the world," Rainey explains. 
"And I was willing to risk my life for it. 
I made a commitment to it, and this was 
the only way I could do it. I never went 
into a race thinking I was going to die or 
hurt myself. You always race to a partic- 
ular level. Some days your level is high- 
er than the other guys, and some days 
their level is higher than yours. It just so 
happened that on this day everyone was 
pretty close. I was riding a little harder 
because I wanted to be number one. I 
didn't want to get second. If I would 
have backed it down a little bit and just 
ran with them, I probably wouldn't 
have crashed. But with that attitude, I 
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never would have become World Cham- 
pion at the highest level of road racing 
that there is. I would look back at it 
sometimes when I was in the hospital 
and think, "Why did I have to win that 
race so bad? Was first place worth risk- 
ing almost dying, and losing the ability 
to walk?’ I say, yes - it was all worth it." 
Rainey is out of the hospital now, 
returning only as an outpatient for ther- 
apy and rehabilitation work. He's cur- 
rently residing in a small apartment 
close to the hospital, along with his wife 
Shae and his son Rex. Soon the Raineys 
will return to their beautiful home in the 
hills of Monterey, California. The acci- 
dent is behind him now, and he's 
adjusting well to life in a wheelchair. 
His life has changed, but it's not for the 
worse. He can no longer race motorcy- 
cles, but the time and energy he spent 


being the best can be directed 
elsewhere. His 
focus has 


a few wrinkles. The wear and tear start- 
ed to show... on his face, ...in the way 
he walked. Winning World Champi- 
onships is not only about beating the 
rest, it's about conquering pressure. 
Winning three straight World Champi- 
onships and gunning for a fourth can 
take a toll on a man, even a man with 
the determination of Wayne Rainey. 
"Shae and I would talk about how 
much longer I was going to race," 
Rainey recalls. "I was already three-time 
World Champion. Why would I keep 
going out there and trying to be World 
Champion again? The thing that kept 
me motivated was that I (still) wanted 
to be World Champion. I 
still wanted to 
train. I 





























switched 
to his family. 
"I'm in a wheelchair, but 

I'm not disabled," Rainey said. "The 
only thing I can't do is race a motorcycle 
again. It's taken me a little time to figure 
that out. I did everything in motorcycle 
racing that can be done. I've won all the 
big ones; I've been at the top. To do that, 
you have to have a high level of concen- 
tration, motivation, dedication, and 
you've got to put your life on the line to 
be the best. I would have loved to have 
been able to walk away from the sport, 
but it didn't happen that way. In the 
beginning I was a bit upset, but now I 
can see that I can do everything that I 
did before. I can watch my son grow, 
and do things that maybe I wouldn't 
have been able to do if it had happened 
some other way." 

The only time the friendly smile 
seems to leave Rainey's face is when he 
thinks about not being there; when he 
realizes that come March 27, he won't be 
on the starting grid for the Australian 
Grand Prix. Kevin will be there, Mick 
will be there, Doug and John will be 
there, but there won't be a Wayne 
Rainey on the starting grid. 

“I think being on the sidelines will be 
the toughest part,” Rainey said. “I just 
wasn't ready to stop being the best guy 
in the world. 

“Damn, I'm going to miss racing that 
motorcycle." 

Racing that motorcycle brought 
Rainey many rewards, including mil- 
lions of dollars. But in the last few years 
it also brought him some gray hairs and 


still liked 
everything about 
it. Well, it was starting to 
wear a little on me, trying to be the 
best guy, trying to win the World 
Championship at every race. In the end, 
I was trying to win another World 
Championship when I had my acci- 
dent." 

The pressure. Most of us will never 
know what it's like to be under the gun 
as much as Rainey was. Phillip Morris 
was counting on him; Yamaha was 
counting on him; Kenny Roberts and the 
crew were counting on him. In fact, 
though, Wayne Rainey's pressure came 
mainly from Wayne Rainey. 

"It all came from myself,” he says. “I 
never felt any pressure from Kenny, the 
team, all my sponsors - all the pressure 
was put on by myself. It started in 1989 
when I came so close to winning, when 
Eddie (Lawson) beat us out. I changed 
so many things after that season in the 
way I approached my racing. I changed 
my surroundings so I could get even 
more focused on the job. I bought a 
house in Spain so I didn't have to travel 
around. I hired people to take care of all 
my things so I could show up at the race 
track and have everything ready to go. 
This was all stuff I used to do on my 
own. I was that focused. I didn't want to 
have to think about anything else but 
getting on that motorcycle. By 1990, I 
had dedicated my life and that was the 
only thing I thought about - about how I 
could get better, how I could win the 
World Championship. You're on the 
best motorcycles, racing against the best 
riders in the world; there's so much 
money being spent, so much publicity. 
It's a real high-pressure situation. 

^When I won in '90, I won seven 
races. I finished on the box in every race

but one, and in that one the brakes 
faded and I had to pull in. The second 
championship was more difficult, but 
we still won. After winning two, I really 
wanted the third one really, really bad. I 
was used to that level of achievement. I 
just felt like I was so focused. I couldn’t 
really even be with many people - I 
could be with them, but I didn't really 
listen to them because I was so focused 
on my racing. I put myself in my own 
little world that was focused only 
on winning World Champi- 
onships. I probably missed a lot 
in my life because of that. But I 
just didn't want to finish second. 
Second place and last place - 
there's no difference. You either 
win the World Championship, or 
you don't. They only remember 
the World Champion. I just 
didn't ever want to finish second 
again. We won it again the third 
year and I was going to win four. 
That's all there was to it - I was 
going to win. Schwantz came out 
and had a good off-season of test- 
ing. I think he thought a lot about 
his racing during the off-season 
and he wanted that champi- 
onship awfully bad, too. I never 
fought harder for a champi- 
onship than I did this year. I 
thought I had a good shot of win- 
ning it before I fell down.” 

The wheelchair. They say that 
accepting the wheelchair is the 
toughest part. Early on, Rainey 
struggled with the thought of 
spending the rest of his life in a 
wheelchair. That’s changed, and 
leaving the hospital has been a 
big part of that change. 

“In the beginning, I needed the 
rehabilitation. I needed to be in 
the hospital,” Rainey said. “The 
things they taught me in the hos- 
pital were good, but towards the 
end I was frustrated. I was think- 
ing, "Damn, I'm going to have to 
get up everyday and get in that 
wheelchair.' Now that l've been 
out of the hospital for a week, I 
look at that chair and I don't think 
of it as a wheelchair. I think about 
it as being something that I've got 
to do the rest of my life. It's only 
been two and a half months. I 
think by the end of the year I 
probably won't even know I'm in 
a wheelchair. People will see me 
in a wheelchair, but I won't real- 
ize that I'm in it. I think that's 
how life is going to be. 

"It's a big deal when it first 
happens - and you're in that 
chair. You don't want to be para- 
lyzed. The chair is the big obsta- 
cle. I used to be able to get out of 
bed and walk to the bathroom or 
to the kitchen. Now I get out of 
bed and get in my chair to do all 
that stuff. I don't look at it as, 
"Damn, I've got to get in that 
wheelchair to go do anything in my life.’ 
I'm getting used to it now - that's the 
way it is. It's been a little chicane in my 
life, but I’m going to get through this. In 
the beginning, I had problems because I 
just wasn't used to not walking. Now 
I'm doing everything that I was doing 
before and I'm going to get better at it. 
TU still be able to swim. I can play golf if 
I want. I can ride Jet Skis. I can go 
motorcycle riding." 

Few will ever doubt the strength of 
Shae Rainey. Few can blame her for 
wanting 1993 to end, for wanting the 
new year to be a better year. In addition 
to her husband's accident, Shae is also 
suffering as her mother, Shirley Grigsby, 
battles cancer. Still, she manages to keep 
the Rainey smile, and the Rainey atti- 
tude. 


"Shae's my best friend," Wayne said. 
"She's been really strong through this 
whole ordeal. I think she's happier. 
She's glad I'm not bolting on a helmet 
any more. I'll be able to spend more 
time with my family. We're going to 
have a great life. She's very excited 
about the future. We never got caught 
up in the glamour of the sport. Shae 
didn't have to be in photos with me. She 
just wanted me to go do my job and 


come back. She never wanted to be in 
the spotlight." 

If Rainey wants to work again, he'll 
have the opportunity. The offers have 
been pouring in and he'll probably take 
someone up on one of them in 1995. But 
don't expect to see much of him in 1994. 
That's his year for playing catch-up, for 
spending time doing the things that his 
racing commitments forced him to put 
on hold. He'll start with Shae and Rex, 
and the rest of the family. 

"I've still got a contract with Kenny 
(Roberts)," Rainey said. "And I want to 
see our team win again. Phillip Morris 
is used to a certain amount of success 
and I want my team to keep winning. I 
want to be a part of that motivation. I 
want the mechanics to still be working 
their butts off like they did for me, and 


I believe they will for Luca (Cadalora) 
and Daryl (Beattie). But it's going to be 
a lot different for everybody with me 
not being there. We raced for the 
World Championship every year, and 
that's what we've got to make sure we 
keep doing. I want to be part of that. I 
want to be able to help the riders out, 
the tire guys out, the engineers, the 
mechanics...but I won't be there that 
much. 


“I want to take some time off to get 
my body more sorted out. It hasn't been 
very long, so I've got to watch how 
much I do. My body is still recuperating 
from the trauma. I'm looking at coming 
back in '95 and owning a team. Right 
now I want to spend some time with 
Shae and Rex and get my body back to 
normal. I’m really going to miss being 
out there with those guys on the starting 
grid. I can't believe that just a little bit of 
my spinal cord is severed - but it just 
wipes out everything I need to be able to 
race motorcycles." 

Rex Rainey is a one-year-old boy on 
the move. Still, he waits patiently on a 
nearby bed, sucking on a bottle and 
watching a Barney the Dinosaur video. 
His eyes light up when he gets close to 
his father, and a smile fills his face when 





he's propped up on Wayne's lap, the 
pair popping a wheelie together. 

"The positive thing for me is getting 
Rex out of the crib in the morning," 
Rainey said. "Just working with him, 
doing things on my own. Doing things 
without anybody’s help - that's been the 
best thing. When I was in the hospital, I 
needed help because I wasn't used to 
not having feeling in my legs. Now I’m 
doing things. That's the best part." 

Rainey has amazed doctors 
with his quick rehabilitation, 
accomplishing more in three 
months than most accomplish in 
a year. He credits a lot of his 
recent success to wheelchair racer 
Jim Knaub, a five-time wheelchair 
class winner of the Boston 
Marathon. 

“What he's helping me do is 
take a short cut to my therapy," 
Rainey explains. “I’ve been out of 
the hospital for about a week 
now and he’s showed me so 
many things that only a guy ina 
chair would know. Things to 
make life a lot easier. It’s all stuff 
I would eventually find out but, 
hell, I might as well go to thé best 
guy and find out as quickly as I 
can." 

Patience never was a Rainey 
virtue. In order to drive a car, 
most paraplegics take a course on 
driving with the unfamiliar hand 
controls. Not Rainey. 

“I just went to the place and 
they hooked it up," he explains. 
“I had my dad and Sparky 
(Edmondson) with me. Sparky 
had his phone with him and he 
had it set on 9-1-1 (the emergency 
phone number), and dad had his 
air bag - which was a pillow. 
Hell, we just went. The driving 
part's been easy." 

Rainey estimates that he's 
received some 10,000 cards and 
letters from fans around the 
globe. Those well wishers helped 
him through some tough times. 

"The fans have been unbeliev- 
able in their support," he said. 
"That's one thing Id like to do is 
thank the fans for their cards, let- 
ters and banners. It's really 
helped us get through some bad 
times. It's y because in a lot 
of the cards and letters that we 
got, people have their own stories 
that are worse than mine - and 
they've come through it fine. 
Time heals. That's a real inspira- 
tion for me because I can see now 
that I’m not handicapped." 

Handicapped. A strong word. 
Rainey doesn't believe in it. 

"I'm lucky. There's a lot of 
guys that have had this happen to 
them when they're 19 or 20- ata 
point in their life when they never 
got to achieve what they wanted 
to. Those same guys are happy 
today. This has happened to them and 
they've gone on with their lives - and 
they're happy. I'm just starting again. 
That's the way you've got to look at it. 
You can be handicapped and not even 
be in a- wheelchair. There are people 
who have huge problems and they're 
not in wheelchairs. 

“I still haven't been out in public at 
all - as far as being around racing people 
or the fans. I know when they see me it's 
going to be, 'Oh, Wayne, how are you 
doing? Are you going to be okay?’ I’m 
okay. I know they are concerned 
because I'm in a wheelchair and (they 
think) I'm handicapped. That's the way 
I thought - but I can see now that it's not 
a handicap. 

“This is just a little chicane in my life 
- I can get through this." ex 
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INTERVIEW Camel Supercross Champion Jeremy McGrath

“I think I can break the record 
again for most supercross wins 
in a season. I want to do it, and 1 
really think it's possible." 

Those are the words of Team 
Honda's Jeremy McGrath. With a state- 
ment like that, it’s obvious the defend- 
ing champion is confident about the 
fast-approaching season. And judging 
by his success this season, Jeremy has 
good reason for his boldness. In early 
'93, the likable Californian took the sta- 
dium circuit by storm, winning twice as 
many main events as his competition 
combined, and clinching the title with 
two rounds remaining. It was the first 
time the crown had been taken by a 
rookie. 

But McGrath, now 22, isn't satisfied 
with 10 wins on a 15-stop circuit, and 
won't be happy with "just" another 
championship. If McGrath is wearing a 
smile come the final round of the series 
in Las Vegas this June, you can be sure 
he's won 11 or more supercross features 
and broken his own record. 

It won't be easy. With the season- 
opener just weeks away, many riders 
seem to be “peaking,” and most of the 
line-up is healthy and hungry. As usual, 
all are intent on gunning down the 
champ. Is McGrath worried? 

"There's only a few guys that I'd 
even concern myself with," he says. 
"Mike Kiedrowski's one of them. He's 
strong and he's strong all the way 
through. (Mike) LaRocco's good too, 
especially when he rides like he can. Jeff 
(Stanton) is really strong and I think he's 
turned himself around and started hav- 
ing fun again, which is pretty important. 
I think that a lot of people counted him 
out after last year, and they really 
shouldn't have. I think Doug (Henry) is 
gonna be a good rider, but maybe he's 
gonna crash a few times. 

“It’s not so important for me to be so 
strong for the beginning of the season. I 
usually am strong, but everyone else 
trains their guts out to get ready for the 
first race. Then when it comes time for 
the seventh, eighth, ninth, tenth races, 
that's when they're burned out. And 
that's when I'm lovin' it. I think that has 
something to do with it. Everyone may 
judge me if I finish bad here or there 
like, ‘Oh, he's not gonna be fast any- 
more,' but that's not true. The more that 
people judge me bad, the more I want to 
win so bad. I don't know, people just 
don't understand me. They think that if 
I lose a race, that's it. But if I lose a race, 
I don’t care. I can blow stuff off so easi- 
ly. I can do bad at a race and go back the 
next weekend and it’s a totally different 
story. It's not like I dwell on my last 
race, or it hurts my confidence." 

Fortunately for McGrath, he hasn't 
had many races that he's needed to 
"blow off," especially in stadiums. He 
recently completed a brief (but hectic) 
stint of Japanese and Furopean super 
crosses, most of which he won. One 
such victory came in Fukuoka City, 





Japan, where he pocketed a $50,000 pay- | 
check for his troubles. But in Tokyo, at 
his final overseas race of the year, 
McGrath was involved in a start-straight 
crash, banging himself up enough that 
he opted to sit out the following night. | 
He's fine, but some wonder if participat- 
ing in the lucrative overseas events is 
worth the risk of injury or burn-out. 

“I think for me, as long as get some | 
resting time before the season, they (the | 
off-season races) don't hurt me. I don't 
think I'd ever risk or sacrifice my AMA 
season for European races. I know what 
it takes for me, and what I need before I 
race. I've got six weeks off, and I’m 
gonna treat at least three of them likea | 
vacation." 

When McGrath says vacation, he | 
means it - no training and no riding. He | 
feels that R&R is vital to success, but | 
don't expect to find the champ wasting 
his leisure time playing "couch potato." 

"I like BMX and I like to go out in my 
boat," says McGrath, a former pro-level 
bicycle racer. “I like to Jet Ski and I like 
to snowboard. You should see some of 
the stuff we do on our BMX bikes. I 
guess that stuff may help my riding a 
little, but I think it's kind of a combina- 
tion of everything, and I couldn't tell 
you exactly what helps and what 
doesn't. I just know it keeps me from 
getting burned out. If I don't feel like 
riding, I don't think it does me much 
good (to ride). 

“I think that might have been some 
of the problem with Damon (Bradshaw, 
who shocked the motocross world by 
quitting during the off-season). I'd have 
done the same thing if I wasn't having 
fun. From what people told me, he's 
happier now than he's been ina long 
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time, so I’m stoked for him. He’s an 
awesome rider and he’s one of the guys 
that I look up to when I look at racing. 
Just because I’m champ now, I don't 
look at myself as being champ. I still 
look up to Jeff Stanton and those guys a 
little bit. I can't help it. I kind of wish I 
didn’t, but it doesn’t change the way I 
race against them. It’s just that those 
guys are good riders and I admire them 
for that. If Damon's happy, that's really 
important, because he said in that Inside 
Motocross interview that he used to sit 
in his room with a shotgun in his lap. 
He's probably so happy-go-lucky right 
now. He'll regret it a little later in his 
life, I'm sure, but it could have cost him 
his life, and nothing's worth that. 
Money's not everything to me, but then 
again, I didn't have his contract 
(laughs). His contract was pretty big, so 
it might have been worth sticking it out. 
But I don't think what happened to him 
would ever happen to me, because of 
the way Iam mentally. It seems to me 
that he let it all pile onto him, and I 
don't see that happening to me. Of- 
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course, the pressure’s there, but I don’t 
worry about it.” 

That ability to shrug off pressure is 
what makes McGrath so special. 

“I think my biggest asset is that I can 
do what I'm doing at such a high-pres- 
sure job, and not even worry about it," 
he says. "I just have so much fun. If 
someone puts pressure on me, it doesn't 
matter, and a lot of guys can't ignore it 
like that. I guess it might start getting to 
me later on, but I don't think so. I can't 
see that happening to me." 

Though he normally remains unflus- 
tered, there are exceptions to the rule. 
This year in Austria, for the first time in 
his young career, McGrath was a mem- 
ber of the U.S. MX des Nations team, 
which scored a record 13th-straight vic- 
tory. At the des Nations, McGrath 
admits that he was affected by the pres- 
sure. 

"That race was pretty fun, but man, 
that was a lot of pressure. That was 
more pressure than I’ve ever had in my 
life. If Damon feels like that all the time, 
oh man; he's lucky he quit. I think I rode 
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Camel Supercross Champion Jeremy McGrath 





like a dork when I was there. I 
know I can ride better. I wasn’t 
used to the bike, but that’s not 
really an excuse. I was just real- 
ly nervous. I wasn’t racing for 
fun, I was doing it because 
there was something on the 
line. I don’t want to be associ- 
ated with a team that loses, 
that’s for sure; I don’t want to 
be remembered for that. But I 
think I'll ride next year if I get 
chosen, because I think I'll be 
better at it. And if I get chosen 
to ride a 250 again I'll be good, 
because I'll ride the 250 out- 
doors this year, and I'll be used 
to it. The tracks over there (in 
Europe) suck, though. They're 
so one-lined I can't believe it." 

McGrath will contest the 
250cc Nationals for the first 
time next year. His success out- 
doors has paled in comparison 
to his domination of super- 
cross, prompting criticism from 
some. But third place in the 
final standings of the ultra- 
competitive 125cc class is noth- 
ing to sneeze at. 

"Some people talk bad 
about how I ride outdoors," 
says McGrath. "I think they're 
just comparing it to how I did 
in the supercrosses. It's not 
really that I did bad in the 
Nationals, it's just that I did 
better indoors. I'm looking for- 
ward to riding the 250s because 
Ilike them better. You don't 
have to be as exact (as you do 
on a 125). In supercross you do ` 
(have to), because it's all tim- 
ing, but natural tracks with a 
125 is all about momentum. I 
just think I ride 250s a little bet- 
ter. I know it's gonna' be tough 
and I'm gonna' have to train 
harder, but I'll have more fun. I 
already know that it's gonna’ 
be tough for me to win an out- 
door National Championship. 
It’s gonna’ take me maybe 
another couple of years, but I 
want to win. This year, I'd defi- 
nitely like to win a couple 250 
Nationals if I can." 

But before that, McGrath 
has his supercross title defense 
to worry about. 

^Winning the series again is 
my goal. That's a big thing to 
me. I want to be remembered. 
Not that that's what I'm out 
there for, but that's a big deal to 
me. l've wanted to win and just 
because I’ve won it once now, I 
don't want people to think that I 
don't want to win it again. 
Another goal that I want to 
achieve is to get the most supercross wins 
in my career. Ricky Johnson has 28, and if 
I can win 11 races this year, I’ll be pretty 
close already. That would be sweet." 

If Jeremy does break the record for 
most career wins, he wants to do it 
quickly, not by waiting out the competi- 
tion. He accumulated 10 wins in his first 
year, and if he continues at that rate, he 
could break the record in ‘95. 

"IIl probably be around for three or 
four more seasons. I don't think I want 
to be like Guy Cooper or Jeff Ward, 
where they've hung around a long time. 
Of course they were milking it, I’m sure 
they were. I don't want everyone to say 
that I was out there to milk it. I guess 
Cooper wasn't really milking it because 
he's given his heart out every time, but I 
think Wardy was. People remember you 
for your last race. I mean, I’m not going 
to go out a winner. I'll at least ride a sea- 
son or two after I stop winning (titles), 
but I don't want to be out there just 





cruising. I know I'm not in it for the 
money, but if I’m set, and I know I can 
still win, then I'll race. But if I’m set and 
I can't win, then I'm done, because 
there's no sense in risking it if you're not 
going to get the satisfaction of winning. 
It's an intense sport. If you don't have 
100% attention on what you're doing, 
it's not worth it." 

Helping McGrath with his concentra- 
tion is his factory Honda team, noted for 
their ability to create a winning environ- 
ment. 

“Dave (Arnold) is a great team man- 
ager," McGrath explains. "He'll do what 
it takes. Sometimes he’s a little lazy, but 
he takes care of business. He gets all his 
stuff done when he needs to, and he'll do 
whatever it takes for the team. He loves 
nothing more than to win, just like the 
riders. Everyone gets a little mad or a lit- 
tle upset sometimes, but he's part of the 
team, and he's a reason why we win, too. 

“My mechanic, Skip (Norfolk), and I 


still get along perfectly. He's a super 
mechanic on the bike. He' knows exactly 
what I want and how I want it, but I think 
one of the biggest things is he knows me, 
and he knows what makes me work and 
what makes me not work. It's not like 
other mechanics I’ve seen that throw fits 
and get all mad. Sure, he gets upset some- 
times if I don't put my effort in, but I'm 
not a quitter and he knows that. He 
knows me as a person and how I think 
and what makes me want to race and 
want to win. I think that's really impor- 
tant. We're perfect together. 

“I like all my teammates, too, but I 
don't really hang out with them,because 
they're different than I am. They seem 
like they're a little more serious than 
me. I probably get along with Steve 
(Lamson) the best." 

Indeed, McGrath gets along well 
with most of the riders on the profes- 
sional motocross circuit, whether they're 
on his team or not. Unlike some racers, 
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Jeremy doesn't feel that you need 
to hate your competition in order 
to remain aggressive. But not 
even McGrath gets along with 
everyone and, ironically, he's had 
the most troubles with another of 
the "friendly" riders in the pits. 

“I get along with almost 
everyone, but there are people I 
have problems with and Jeff 
Emig's one. I try to be friends 
with him, but it's useless. He just 
doesn't like me. It's a girl 
thing...It started a long time ago 
and should have blown over by 
now, because it's not a big deal to 
me. I mean, L don't care about it, 
but he's just a jerk about it. He's 
such an emotional guy, it's not 
even funny. He's the competition, 
which makes it worse, I'm sure, 
but I can understand that. But it's 
alright if he doesn't like me 
because of that. If that's what it 
takes for him to want to beat me, 
or want to win, then that's cool. 
Everybody has something they 
need to win. He's an awesome 
rider, and he shouldn't need to 
do that, but if that's what it takes, 
I wouldn't ever be mad at him for 
that. It's natural, but the other 
thing is stupid." 

McGrath is doing his best to 
not be affected by his new-found 
fame. 

"It's really awesome that I’m 
the champion, but I try not to 
think about it,” McGrath says. “I 
still consider myself the under- 
dog because I'm still kind of new, 
and still kind of the rookie. I am 
the champ, but when that sinks in 
with some people, they think 
they're a different person. I try 
not to let that happen, so I won't 
get a big head. Plus, as soon as 
someone wins something, the 
other people take it wrong. Peo- 
ple treat me differently, but I 
don't want them to. My friends 
just treat me the same and I think 
it's cool, because I don't try and 
attract the attention. When I'm at 
the track, that's at the track, but 
I'm still just a regular person, like 
everyone else. I get as much 
attention as I take. If I wanted a 
lot more I could have a lot more, 
but it's not important to me to 
have that. I can just ignore it - 
ignore the phone calls, ignore 
everything and stick to my 
friends and family. That's the 
way I handle it. If I wanted to 
have a lot more attention I could 
try to be Mr. Cool and all, but 
that's not me. When I start acting 
like that I feel stupid." 

It's clear that McGrath is still 
adjusting to the responsibilities of 
being Supercross Champion. Now the 
expectations are high, but in '93 every 
win that the rookie pulled down was 
an unexpected bonus for his Honda 
team. 

"| don't think too many people 
expected me to win it all in my first 
year. It shocked Dave Arnold, that's for 
sure. When I won four races in a row, he 
was like, ‘How?’ Honda was expecting 
it to be different. If it wasn't for me they 
would've lost. They probably expected 
Jeff to win, but I think what happened 
was Jeff and Damon were too concerned 
about each other, and that might have 
screwed some of their year up. Every- 
one was thinking, "Damon and Jeff, 
Damon and Jeff, Damon and Jeff.' They 
forgot about Mike Kiedrowski, and they 
didn't even consider me." 

One thing's for sure - after last sea- 
son, McGrath will definitely be consid- 
ered in '94. cN

Ihe events that transpired at Day- 
tona in 1985 would end up shap- 


ing World Championship road 
racing for years to come - in more ways 
than one. Freddie Spencer was at his 
unbeatable best, blitzing across the fin- 
ish line to win the Daytona 200 as well 
as the Formula One and International 
250cc race. It was an awesome display 
of Fast Freddie's talent, and one that 
would carry him onward to Europe 
where his career would continue to sky- 
rocket towards three World Cham- 
pionships.

Other than 
youth, intelligence and 
enthusiasm, the young man 
had nothing in common with 
the college students. Stu- 
dents, when they weren't 
enjoying Spring Break, had 
direction in their lives. They 
had futures. Back home in 
Georgia, this guy had very 
little in the way of a future. 
His parents were divorced, 
he'd left high school early 
and was earning a living 
sweating in a factory. 

But he dreamed of more - 
constantly. He looked 
around at his older co-work- 
ers and he didn't like what 
he saw. It was his future 
staring back at him. He 
didn't like the thought that he might 
spend his entire life in that factory, 
never fulfilling his potential. 

At Daytona, he stood and cheered 
Spencer on. From his seat he could faint- 
ly see the ceremony in Victory Lane. 
Separated by only 500 feet, he and 
Spencer may as well have been on dif- 
ferent continents. If he only knew the 
similarities they shared. Spencer, too, 
had fought his way to the top of the 
world from his own dirt-poor southern 





Then Locris happened. After see- 
ing Spencer spray champagne on the 
podium, the young man decided then 
and there that he would become a road 
racer. His racing experience prior to that 
had been minimal - motocross and some 
wild street riding. He decided that 
motorcycle racing would become the 
focus of his life. Now he had direction. 

That young man with the lofty 
dreams was none other than Scott Rus- 
sell, who has remained a Freddie 
Spencer fan. Now, seven years after 
watching his hero win at Daytona, Rus- 
sell has become America's newest 
World Superbike Champion. He's 
achieved the dream that began seven 
short years ago. 

As Russell went about moving into 
his new apartment in Atlanta, Georgia, 
we sat down for a talk, tape recorder 
humming. 

Donington Park looked to be the cru- 
cial race of the season...Was it?

Going into that race a lot of people 
thought for sure that Carl (Fogarty) 
would walk off (with the race) because 
we were in England and he was on such 
a roll - even I expected him to do really 
good there. In practice he was quick, 
right off the bat. We were struggling 
with a front-end chatter problem that I 
didn't really expect from Donington, it 
being such a smooth race track. But it 
gave us our fair share of problems. We 
were behind the game a bit, and I wasn't 
very happy with what was going on. 
We were struggling. Then, in the last 
qualifying session, we were third fastest 
and about a second off what he (Fogar- 
ty) was doing. I put a qualifying tire on 
and went out to see if I could get a good 
lap in. I didn't give the tire enough time 
to scuff in on the left side and when I 
went down through Kraner Curve, a 


fourth-gear left hander, I flicked it in 
and it stepped way out. I knew right 
away I was in big trouble. That's proba- 
bly the hardest crash I've ever had. 
Yeah, there wasn't anything to hit, but I 
hit the ground so hard on my tailbone. 
Instant pain. Normally you don't feel it 
until you stop rolling and sliding, but I 
knew as soon as I hit that I was hurt. 
When I stopped and laid in the gravel 
trap, I thought that was it... I laid there 
for a minute to see if could move every- 
thing. I tried to get up and my tailsec- 
tion, my ass, was hurt bad. I thought 
that I was done - my ankle started to 
hurt and my knee started to hurt, so I 
thought "This is the end of the season 
right here." I thought for sure that I 
broke my leg. They hauled me back to 
the hospital there and X-rayed every- 
thing, and everything was a go. They 
wheeled me back from the hospital to 
my motorhome in a wheelchair - I 
wasn't about to walk. I wanted no part 
of that. I was just praying that I'd be 
able to move the next day. 

That was a rough night, trying to 
sleep and then trying to get ready and 
everything for the next day. I knew I'd 
be doing good to get fifth in either of the 
races. On race day we lowered the foot- 
peg on the right side because I'd done 
some damage to my knee so I couldn't 
sit on the bike very comfortably. I bor- 
rowed one of Tripp Nobles' boots, a size 
10, and fit my ankle in it. I went out the 
next morning with a pad on the seat to 


fastest behind Aaron (Slight) in the 
morning warm-up. I thought, “Hey, this 
ain't too bad." It hurt to ride. It hurt to 
change directions, but we were comfort- 
able with it. 

In the first leg, I pulled a holeshot 
and I was able to hold those guys off. 
Then on the restart, I didn't get such a 
good start and had to fight my way to 
the front, but I made it. That was a real- 
ly good weekend. I had to dig deep to 
find out what I was all about. In the end 
I finished right behind Carl, and with 
the aggregate time it gave me the win. 
The second leg was a really good battle 
and he ended up falling down. I just 
kind of put it on cruise mode and then 
Aaron caught up and got by me. It was 
probably the best weekend I had all 
year, although it was a painful one. 
When did you find out that you'd actu- 
ally broken your leg? 

I made it to Portugal without any 
doctors' help and raced there. 
Then I came back and got ready 
for Mexico and went there. We 
were supposed to race, but we 
didn't, and then I came home. 
When I got back, I found out my 
leg was broken right above my 
ankle. There's a small bone there 
that was broken at Donington. My 


doctor said it has healed pretty well, but 
my ankle is still as big as a baseball. My 
knee is still very sore; I’ve got some liga- 
ment damage that we're rehabbing now. 
If it doesn't come around, I'll have 
orthoscopic (surgery) done on it. 

I was hurt a little bit worse than I 
thought. I knew I was always in pain - 
in real bad pain since the Donington 
weekend. The knee isn't that good; it 
doesn't give me very good support, 
especially on the bike. I went to Mexico 
and it hurt worse than it has yet." 

Tell me about the Mexican 
round...when did you realize that 
you'd won the championship? 
Mexico was a pretty wild weekend. I 
had a bunch of people go down there 
with me - my whole family and some 
friends went to watch me take it. I was 
looking forward to really riding and I 
was the quickest in both sessions; the 
bike was really, really slow in that alti- 
tude while the Ducati was really fast. I 
was pretty happy about being fastest. I 
was a half a second faster than anybody 
out there, and we were looking good for 
the race. Saturday comes along, qualify- 
ing time, and they postponed it because 
of all the soccer games and stuff going 
on. We just kind of held on. An hour 
went by, and then another hour and 
another. Then all the riders got together 
and had a meeting, and then another 
hour went by and we all said, “This is 
." If they were not-willing to make 
the changes and stop the games and 


lange 


control the track - the corner workers 
didn't even have communication from 
corner to corner - we were out of there. 
It was pretty hokey. We went around 
the track, Carl and I, and we were the 
only ones who had a chance at the 
championship at that point. We looked 
at one another and said, "We'll see each 
other next year." It was over. He had 
already been beaten before we even got 
there. He said in the press conference at 
Donington that he had lost the champ- 
ionship. 
What do you think of Fogarty as far as 
his riding is concerned? 
He's a good rider, but he has the best 
bike on the race track, no question about 
it. It's got the most acceleration and 
more top end than anything on the 
track. Belore they weren't the fastest on 
the top-end, but now they are. They've 
done a lot of work to that thing and real- 
ly have it running good. It makes it real- 
ly hard to beat those guys. 
What was your motivation for going to 
Loudon this year for the AMA National? 
I'd won two Loudons in a row, the two 
seasons prior to this one. I really want- 
ed to go back up there and I called Rob 
(Muzzy) from Japan where I was test- 
ing. I called him and he said, "Yeah, call 
me back tomorrow." I did and he said 
"Yeah, let's do it, c'mon out. You'll 





have to ride Takahiro Sohwa's back-up 
bike." 

So that was fine. I got on the bike and 
it wasn't very good - probably the slow- 
est thing I've ever been on and it wasn't 
set up very good. We worked on it all 
night. The next day we put it on the pole 
immediately and bettered our time. 
Then it rained and it was just one of 
those deals - when it's right, it's right. 
Nothing could stop us; that's basically 
what it was. I just missed AMA racing 
to be honest with you, and I’m happy 
that I won it. We'll see what's happen- 
ing next year and maybe I'll come back 
and do it again. 

Miguel DuHamel, your AMA counter- 
part on the Kawasaki team, and you 
have never been close. What was he 
like that weekend? 

I walked in, got on the bike and did 
what I did - that was it. I talked to him a 
little bit about his bike and they seemed 
to have trouble all year struggling to 
find the set up of the bike. Me being on 
it for three years, I knew what made it 
work and what didn't. It wasn't a prob- 
lem for me to come in and say, "Change 
this, this and this." I went back out and 
the thing was almost perfect. As far as 
me and him getting along, there wasn't 
a real big problem. I don't think he was 
real happy that I came in there and did 
that; he was quite off the pace that day. 
Sorry, that's life. You deal with it or not. 
But I was just hoping that it lit a fire 
under him for the rest of the year. They 


Still had their problems, so I was happy 
to see him win at Sears Point. 
Did you have any problems with your 
World Superbike teammate Aaron 
Slight? 
At Monza he passed me and won the 
race when everybody thought he should 
have stayed behind. When it first hap- 
pened I was real happy for him, because 
he hadn’t won a race all year and he 
races good. I was very happy to see him 
win. He didn't win easily, I made him 
work for it. We talked it out and every- 
thing was kosher and I told him I was 
real happy for him. Then everybody 
started in on him, people from other 
teams and, come to find out, some peo- 
ple on our team were not real happy 
about it. I never said anything about it. 
It's just one of those deals - he's a racer 
and he wanted to win and he felt at that 
time, with the point spread over Fogar- 
ty, that it was okay. In the end it all 
worked out okay, but it could have 
backfired and I could have lost the 
championship by two points. He had to 
catch some heat from that, but me, I 
never said anything to him about it; it 
never bothered me. 

Aaron was the best teammate I've 
ever had. We got along really well. He's 


very easy-going. We did many things 
together off the track and it was just a 
good relationship. I'm happy now that 
he's going to Honda and that he'll be the 
number one guy there. 

The parties that follow the final round 
of the World Championship are leg- 
endary. What was your party like in 
Mexico? 

Saturday night, after the Mexicans 
called off the race, we didn't plan too 
much. The people at the Hard Rock Cafe 
had something to do with the race and 
they asked us if we would like to have 
the party there, and about 30 or 40 of 
my friends came with us. They gave us 
the run of the place and we went out to 
the disco all night. Even with my hurt 
leg I wasn't feeling too much pain that 
night. And then we did it again Sunday 
night. Then we took off for Acapulco to 
kick back on the beach for a few days. It 
was very relaxing. We crashed up some 
golf carts and had a good old time. 

You were linked to Ducati for a brief 
period this season with the talk being 
that you might join their World Super- 
bike team. What can you tell us about 
that? 

Ducati came to me after Monza. I toured 
the factory with Mr. Castiglioni; he was

at Monza and Roche brought him over 
and we met. He said he wanted to have 
me come by and have a look at his place 
and I did - that was with Mr. Bordi, who 
kind of runs that place. They showed 
me the new bike and everything. That 
same day I went down to Cagiva, which 
is a couple of hours away, and toured 
that factory. We talked and they wanted 
me to stay overnight and continue the 
talks. They really wanted me to ride for 
them; they sounded pretty sincere about 
it and at the time we had to talk to them. 
I didn't have a contract for the next year 
at that time and definitely we were talk- 
ing with them. To begin things, they 
didn't offer me what I wanted. We hit 


them with a big money offer and they 
came back saying that we were pretty 
far apart, so we haggled with them back 
and forth. My manager Tom Sheehy did 
all of that; he and my mother went over 
and had a meeting with them just before 
Monza. It turned out that the dollars 
that we were looking for eventually 
came up to where we wanted to be. 

At that time, I knew I had to start 
talking to Kawasaki because I owed 
them that much at least. Certainly I was 
still very happy with where I was, 
though I'm not happy about being beat- 
en by a Ducati every weekend. But, you 
know what? Deep down inside, instead 
of joining them I'd rather beat them. 
Something different. I got to thinking 
about it and we did a three-year deal 
with Kawasaki and pretty much got 
everything we were looking for. 

To me, that was all I needed. Even if 
the money was the same, or even if 
Ducati offered me a little bit more, I 
wasn't going to go because Kawasaki 
has been too good to me in the past. Rob 
(Muzzy) has been good and I feel that 
there is something in being loyal to a 
company. I kept thinking of the Jeff 
Ward thing - he was a Kawasaki rider 
for 13 years. I was perfectly happy with 
Kawasaki and I wasn't getting GP 
offers, so I wasn't about to leave 
Kawasaki because they have done 
everything I've asked for. So in the end, 
I had to call Ducati back and tell them 
thanks, but no thanks. 

Another reason I didn't go to Ducati 
is that they already have a Doug Polen, 
a (Giancarlo) Falappa, a Carl Fogarty. 
They don't need a Scott Russell. They've 
got that covered. If I were to leave 
Kawasaki, I'm not saying they don't 
have anybody, but they'd have to go out 
and try and hire another top guy. I don't 

want to leave a happy 
family to go into a deal 
that I don't know any- 
thing about. 
I know you are very 
content with your 
championship, but I 
have a feeling that you 
would be happier if 
you'd beaten Doug 
Polen to win the crown. 
Is that true? 
I want to beat every- 
body anytime I'm on the 
track. As far as Doug 
goes, he has always suc- 
ceeded in whatever he's 
done and that's wowed 
a lot of people. He's 
proved a lot of points. 
He's talked a lot, but 
he's always backed it 
up. So for me to beat 
Doug, it's really just 
another guy out there. 
As far as talent, Carl and 
some of the other guys I 
raced against this year 
are every bit as good as 
Doug will ever be; 
..every bit as fast as 
Doug will ever be. So for 
me to have not beaten Doug for the 
World Championship, it's not a valid 
point because I worked as hard to win 
this championship as I would have if 
Wayne Rainey had been there. But, 
yeah, honestly, I do get a big kick out of 
beating Doug Polen. I really like beating 
him, especially when he's been beating 
up on everybody else. 
You spent some time in California and 
have now moved back to Georgia. Did 
you get tired of the California environ- 
ment? 
Yeah, California was neat and all, and it 
was good because I was out training 
with Kenny (Roberts) and that crew, but 
not as much as I had hoped because not 
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everybody is around. That deal didn’t 
really pan out as well as I thought it 
would. 

I met a lot of people and found out 
that a lot of people aren't real. I just 
basically made up my mind to let my 
trainer Jeff Haney go. He was working 
with me, but he really wasn't doing that 
much and I spent a lot of money on him, 
so I had to let that deal go. 
Before I did that, I'd made 
plans that I was coming back 
home. 

It was good; I learned 
some stuff out there. I proba- 
bly needed that year and a 
half, living that life in Califor- 
nia, just to realize what I was 
missing. I did, and now I'm 
back and this is probably 
where I'll be staying. I 
haven't bought a house yet, 
but I'm hot on that and I'm 
getting back with my old girl- 

iend. I’m getting some roots 
going. It'll be good for me. 
I've done all the wide-open, 
single lifestyle stuff that I 
need. Get married? Who 
knows? Single life ain't all 
that it's cracked up to be. 
There seems to be a group of 
people who hook onto every 
champion that comes along, 
some who probably don't 
have your best interests at 
heart. Has this been your 
experience? 
There are always the people 
who are along for the ride. 
And as soon as that ride is 
over, they are gone to the 
next guy. I'm finding that a 
bit true but, really, I'm not 
letting people get that close to 
me; only the people that are 
there for me, like my family. 
And Tom, my manager, he's 
not just a manager, so to 
speak, he's a friend of the 
family and he has got my best interests 
at heart. We talk everyday and we have 
a real good relationship going. He's not 
doing this for the money; he makes 
plenty of money as a Delta pilot. He's an 
ex-racer and he gets a real kick out of 
this. I like to have people around me 
that get as much of a kick out of racing 
as I do. 
You also received some advice from 
Eddie Lawson. 
Lawson and I talked a little bit about 
what I was doing and where I was 
going, and on and on. He enlightened 
me on some of the stuff that he’s been 
through with various companies and 
how he went about it. It was good. 
Eddie’s a great guy. For a while we were 
getting on pretty good. The advice that 
he gave me, I took it and did what I did 
with it. But, we're in two different boats 
here. He's done. He's a four-time World 
Champion and people just die for him to 
ride for them. I'm not really in that situ- 
ation. And the way that he talked... it 
was good for me to hear that, hear what 
he's all about. Basically, he didn't help 
me as far as that goes but, I’m just 
happy that I got to meet Eddie Lawson, 
and got to race with him, because he has 
always been one of my heroes, as well 
as Freddie (Spencer) and Kenny 
(Roberts). It is a real good feeling know- 
ing that I can go out there and put it on 
the line with the best of them. 
In the eyes of the Japanese, your victo- 
ry at the Suzuka Eight-Hour was prob- 
ably much more important than your 
World Championship. How do you 
feel about that? 
First, a little background. Going into the 
race I knew we were going to have a 
real hard (time) winning it. With Eddie 
and Mick (Doohan) and those guys, I 





knew that we were going to have to 
have some luck on our side and really 
ride hard. In every practice session from 
the first day, our bike was number one 
and Doohan's bike was number eleven, 
and every time it was either number one 
or number eleven on the board as 
fastest. I knew then that we were right 
in the middle of it, and when I cut that 


12.5 (two minutes, 12.5 seconds), I'd 
never been around that track that fast; I 
knew we had a chance. 

When the race started, I knew that I 
was going to lead that thing at least one 
time, regardless of what I had to do. 
And I did lead it for quite a while. 

Our bike was very hard to ride after 
the tires went off. It didn't respond well 
to used tires. I held them off as long as I 
could and then settled into a pace that 
was good for us. Importantly, every- 
body made the mistakes that they had to 
make and we didn't. It all turned out 
and that was the greatest thing ever. 
When I crossed the line on that one, 
there hasn't been a feeling like that yet. 
My heart was just flying. It was the best 
thing that has ever happened to me. It 
felt better than winning the champi- 
onship, actually. The championship was 
kind of anti-climactic with not racing in 
Mexico and it being over by somebody 
saying, "Okay, you're the champ." 

Suzuka, I really had to work for. 
Actually, both of them I had to work for, 
but Suzuka - when I crossed the line it 
was a very special feeling. Yeah! When I 
was riding around on the cool-off lap 
and Mick Doohan gave me the thumbs 
up, I knew I did something. The fans 
were really into it; we had a good time 
after the race. The sea of people that 
covered the pit road was just unbeliev- 
able. We were up on the podium with 
champagne going everywhere and it 
was just an unreal feeling. Every time 
I'd bring my arm up they'd just go 
crazy. It was unbelievable, like nothing 
else. 

How has your family acclimated to 
having a World Champion around? 

My family has gotten pretty jacked up 
about me winning the World Champi- 


onship - they can't believe it and I can't 
either. Sitting here, I don't feel any dif- 
ferent but, to be honest, I always felt I 
could do it. I knew I had what it took 
when I was coming along. Last: year I 
got a little bit of a taste of it over there, 
but we had some problems with the 
bike. The bike wasn't as good as it could 
have been and at the same time we were 





right in the middle of things. I knew that 
if we ever went back with a good effort 
we were going to win. I had to take that 
attitude to it - if I hadn't we wouldn't 
have won it. It was no cakewalk; it was 
the hardest thing I’ve ever had to do. It 
was very straining mentally and physi- 
cally. It's gonna take me some time, like 
until Daytona, to get everything back 
where it needs to be. Body-wise I’m a 
little rough right now, but mentally I'm 
ready. 

Do you believe anything you hear any- 
more? Rumor-wise? 

Rumors just go crazy. Europe is just as 
bad as America and I try not to listen to 
them at all. I’ve kind of...I don't like to 
talk to the press that much anymore. I 
just want to go out and ride, and at 
press conferences I don't have much to 
say, hardly, after the races. I feel like I'm 
one of the next guys, a Kenny Roberts, 
Eddie Lawson or Rainey, and whether 
it's in superbike or not, it's a good deal 
for America to have somebody doing 
that - winning a championship. If some- 
body wants to take a shot at me and 
knock me, they're knocking the (Ameri- 
can) flag. This sport is too small to try 
and tear it down. 

Coming from the one-race format of 
AMA racing, how do you feel about 
the two-race arrangement in World 
Superbike racing? 

I ove the series and the two-race format 
in World Superbike racing. If you had a 
bad run in the first race it gives you a 
chance to come back and redeem your- 
self, so to speak. It really keeps you on 
your toes and you have to finish all the 
races to be there in the end. I love racing 
in Europe; it's something I've always 
wanted to do. I know what it's all about 
now after a full season under my belt. 





The only thing I'm not happy about in 
World Superbike, and even in AMA rac- 
ing, is the rules. They're lopsided with 
the Ducati. Clearly there is a problem 
there that is not being addressed. I could 
be on a Ducati right now. But I'm not 
and I chose not tó be, so I’m not going to 
bitch about it. I’m gonna deal with it. 
The Ducati for next year is going to be 
good; they've tested it and 
they say it's faster on top 
and more aerodynamic. But, 
that's okay. They were 
faster all year and I still won 
it, so I'm not going to let 
that bother me. I'm going to 
£o out and take it to them 
even harder next year. 
What's your opinion of the 
effect that adding weight to 
the twins and taking some 
away from the four-cylin- 
der bikes will have on the 
Ducatis? 

I think the rule change will 
have an effect, but the 
weight limit they tacked on 
the Ducati. for Europe was 
the same weight Giancarlo 
(Falappa) ran his bike (with) 
all year. He wasn't running 
it as light as he could have; 
he didn't like it that light. 
For us, I think it might help 
a bit but we'll just have to 
see. 

When you were an up-and- 
coming Yoshimura Super- 
bike rider, you said your 
career goal was to ride a 
500. Is that still true? 

Well, that's a good question. 
There is a possibility that if I 
got the offer I could go do 
that. I'd like to still do it just 
to prove to myself that I 
could do it, compete and 
win races. I'll never ever 
believe any different; I 
know I can. It's a different 
world, and (I think) it's not a happy 
world. In the case of the GP series, I 
don't think the people get along as well 
as we do in World Superbike. As for the 
money, I don't need $10 million in the 
bank to be happy. I'm really not that 
concerned about GP racing that much 
anymore. I'm perfectly happy being a 
superbike guy. It's good to know that 
we're closing that gap on GP guys, lap- 
times-wise. We use the same tires and 
the same wheels, same brakes, same 
suspension. We're.just riding a four- 
stroke - that's the only difference. I real- 
ly respect what those guys do and hope- 
fully they do the same for us. If I end up 
being a superbike guy for the rest of my 
career, I'll be happy. 

There's still no World Superbike 
round in America, is that distressing to 
you? 

Yeah, the fact that there is not a round in 
the States is upsetting to me. They were 
talking about Elkhart or Atlanta so I 
thought for sure we'd get one, and 
when it came out and there was nothing 
on the schedule I was really disappoint- 
ed. One day it will be back here in the 
US.. Until then, it means I'll just have to 
come back and run some AMA races. 

It would be fantastic to see World 
Superbike bikes at Road America - just 
unbelievable! Elkhart would certainly 
qualify as a World Superbike track. I've 
run on tracks over there that aren't near- 
ly as nice as Elkhart. There are some 
parts on Elkhart that are questionably 
dangerous, but there are places at Zel- 
weg in Austria that are every bit as dan- 
gerous and that's on the schedule! It's 
political, I think. That's something I real- 
ly don't know anything about. I mean 
why? We'll be back in the States one 
day. e

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INTERVIEW AMA Superbike National Champion Doug Polen 


hree years is all it took 
to make the all-red 
sighting a familiar one. 
Doug Polen and his 
Fast By Ferracci Ducati 
- the pairing was invin- 
cible. Together, Polen 
and his V-twin Ducati 
won two World Superbike Champi- 
onships and an AMA Superbike 
National title. It's difficult now to pic- 
ture him on anything else. Well, start 
picturing it, because Polen is making 
the switch. By the time most of you 
have read this interview, the Texan will 
have signed a contract with Honda to 
race its new long-awaited RC45 in the 
World Superbike Series. 

We managed to catch up with Polen 
just prior to this issue going to press, 
and he agreed to talk about the impend- 
ing contract and what it means to his 
career. 

What made you decide to get out of 
your contract with Ducati so you could 
sign with Honda? 

Number one, the motorcycle. I haven't 
seen the RC45; I’ve only heard about it, 
but the motorcycle was the main deal. 
The second thing was having the chance 
to work with the HRC people. I raced 
against them in '89 and '90 over in 
Japan. I've watched their effort and I’ve 
seen how meticulous they are. They 
want everything to be perfect. Being a 
part of that is something I wanted to 
experience. The main two reasons are 
definitely the motorcycle and the com- 
pany. 

Did Honda approach you, or did you 
go to them? 

Since I already had a contract with 
Ducati, it was kind of hard for them to 
approach me. You can get into a prob- 
lem area there. Everybody kind of stood 
back and did their own thing, and it all 
kind of came together there at the end. 
When did this all start? When did you 
start thinking about riding a Honda? 
Probably towards the end of the season, 
after Sears Point. Here in America 
there’s a lot of time off after the season 
and a lot of things were happening. It 
just finally came to the point where I 
said, ‘Hey, these guys (Honda) actually 
sound like they’re going to be doing a 
full-fledged factory effort if they can 
secure really good riders.’ I started look- 
ing at who had signed with who. As 
time went on, everybody kept signing 
with everybody else and they really 
didn’t have anybody. At that point, I 
thought I'd have a good chance of doing 
something. When they caught wind of 
the fact that I was interested in getting 
out of my contract with Ducati, there 
was more interest from their side as 
well. Everybody just waited the whole 
thing out. They (Ducati) let me out of 
the contract and it worked out real 
good. 

Was there a buy-out, or did Ducati just 
let you go? 

The details of that deal will be kept 
undisclosed. It wasn’t anything serious. 
It was more of a simple, ‘Hey, let’s keep 
peace in the sport and keep peace 
between myself and them.’ The depar- 
ture was very friendly and very cordial. 
Will the RC45 be a lot different to ride 
than the V-twin Ducati? 

I don’t really know. From what I’ve 
heard, it should be better than anything 
I've ever ridden. I even think it'll be bet- 
ter than the motorcycle I rode this year. I 
won't really know until I ride it. Just 
looking at specs and things like that, 
and looking at what I’ve seen before and 
what I've raced against, the motorcycle 
seems to be very similar to the RVF I 
raced against in Japan. That thing was 
quite a motorcycle to have to race 
against. Everybody that rode it just said 
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it was amazing. If it’s similar to that, I 
shouldn't be going backwards. 

Does your contract allow you to ride in 
the Daytona 200? 

No. We're discussing that right now. I 
would like to race Daytona, so they are 
trying to work it out, logistically. They 
would like to race it as well, but obvi- 
ously if it can’t be worked out on the 
logistics side...If I go, it will be a big 
effort because HRC from Japan will be 
coming. It'll be more than just an Ameri- 
can effort. That means a lot of people 
from Japan have to come. They won't 
just send two or three guys over - they'll 
send an army. That's not going to be 
cheap, so they are trying to work out the 
logistics on that. Right now, they're 
telling me it's not looking good, but that 
doesn't mean it won't happen. 

Your teammate on the HRC squad will 
be New Zealander Aaron Slight. Do 
you know him very well? 

Yeah. He and I have been friends for a 
couple of years. We've known each 
other and 1 know his fiancee. She and 
Dianne (Polen's wife) get along real 
well. In fact, they were already on the 
phone talking about it. They are really 
looking forward to it. 

Is the contract for one year? 

No it's a two-year, but basically it's a 
look and see how everything is going at 
the end of the first year. That way I'm 
not bound to it, like I was in my Ducati 
contract. 

If it goes two years, will that be 
enough for Doug Polen? Will you 
retire at the end of this deal? 

Maybe not. It all depends. If things go 
real well; if things between myself and 
the company (HRC) go real well, I may 
continue on. Ín what class? That may 
remain to be seen. Who's to say that 
during private testing I may end up rid- 
ing a 500 or something? That way I 
could see what I think (about riding a 
500); what I like about it, without any- 
body really knowing about it. If all of a 
sudden they said, ‘Now we're going to 
move Polen to 500s.’ Then it wouldn't 
be a surprise, it would be something 
that I wanted to do. It would be some- 
thing I'd found out during testing that I 
know I could do. There's a lot of advan- 
tages to this situation that I'm going into 
right now. With as secretive as they can 
be, I could do something like test a 500 
without anybody knowing about it. 

Are you looking forward to going back 
to Europe? 

Actually, yes and no. Yes, because the 
race tracks are a little safer to ride on 
and are of a little better quality. Overall, 
with the travel and all that, probably not 
as much. I liked traveling around Amer- 
ica. It's like traveling around in your 
own backyard. There it's a little differ- 
ent, it takes some figuring out. 

What pre-season test sessions do they 
have planned for you? 

Officially, we're doing Australia at the 
end of January, the first of February. 
We'll be going to Phillip Island and 
Eastern Creek - for sure. 

Will that be your first time on the 
bike? 

I doubt it. We'll probably do some test- 








ing somewhere, but I don't know where 
yet. They're going through some things 
now. We'll have a testing schedule and 
an idea on Daytona when that gets 
d 


one. 
Was Eraldo Ferracci disappointed with 
the way things turned out? 

I'm sure he was. It's just one of those 
things. In order to do what I wanted to 
do, somebody had to end up suffering. 
He was the one. I hated for him to be the 
one who: had to take the brunt of the 
deal, but business is business. He under- 
stands that and that's good. It made 


things a lot easier to deal with. But still, 
he's disappointed and I'd think there 
was something wrong if he wasn't. I 
was disappointed to have to do it that 
way, but the way it is, is the way it is. 
When we roll into the first race next 
year, all this will be history. Everybody 
will be doing their own thing - they'll be 
at the races again and racing. That's the 
one thing that will always be - no matter 
who goes where and who does what - 
when all the dust clears they'll be rac- 
ing. 
Will you be able to continue your long 
relationship with Dunlop? 
Yes. The whole team will use Dunlop. 
That's a new deal for them (Honda) 
because they've always been a Michelin 
company. 
As far as rules go, are we going to hear 
Doug Polen complaining about Ducati 
having an advantage? 
No. Not at all. 
Many people thought you won your 
World Championships and your AMA 








title because you were on a Ducati. Did 
that play into your decision? Did you 
want to show them that you could win 
on something else? 
No, not really. When you think about it, 
though, it sounds pretty good. But that 
never really factored into the deal. 
How will the team be structured? Is 
there more than one team? 
I really don't know yet how it's going to 
be structured. I understand that there 
will also be a Honda UK team as well as 
the HRC factory team - both based in 
England. Ours is the number one team. 
We are the only two guys in the world 
with works bikes - I mean works bikes. 
I'm sure there's different levels of stuff 
that people will get, but nobody (else) 
will ever get what we get. 
Looking at next year's competition, do 
you think the Ducatis will give you the 
most competition? Will Scott Russell 
still be a factor? 
I don't know. In Mexico, Scott was lead- 
ing on that Kawasaki; they won't have 
anything a whole lot different than what 
had this year. That might put them 
a little bit behind. If it pans out that 
way, they may not be as much a factor. 
He (Russell) still will be because he goes 


real fast. We'll find out. The first race 
will tell the tale. I know enough about 
the new Ducatis to know that they will 
be right there. They will definitely be 
better than what they rode this year. If 
they can a handle on it, and keep 
them upright, they should do okay. As 
far as I know, they are only going to 
give out two or three 916s - works bikes. 
If we don’t see you at Daytona, we may 
not see you at all in AMA racing this 
year. Correct? 

I wouldn't say that for sure. There is a 
deal in my contract that I can run other 
races, but there's five races that conflict 
with AMA. There's not a lot of races for 
me to pick and choose from. Everytime I 
go somewhere, you're talking about 
Japan. It's a big deal and it's not cheap 
every time I go. We'll be doing the 
Suzuka 8-Hour with Aaron Slight - 
that's as good a team as you can get, 
really. 

Are you happy with what you accom- 
plished in your return to AMA Super- 








bike racing? Not only on the race track, 
but off? 

I think it helped. There's definitely more 
interest in AMA racing now. You've got 
guys like (Kevin) Magee and the guy 
who's replacing me, Troy Corser. That's 
two guys coming from Australia. 
You've got guys coming in from over- 
seas that are seeing more of a definitive 
racing series over here than before. It's 
something that's trying to go some- 
where, although there area lot of 
changes and things that still need to be 
done. We'll see whether some of those 
things get done or not. There's no doubt 
that the series has gotten better. There 
are people out there, like Martin Adams 
(Camel Commonwealth team owner), 
who say that they hate to see me go. 
Mine was a name that people recog- 
nized, competing in the series. They pay 
attention to that. When (the riders) come 


. and go, it's kind of hard to get consis- 


tency going. When some other things 
are done in the series, it'll get to the 
point where people won't have to go 
and race in other series. When that is, I 
don't know. I think I helped somewhat 
in getting everyone to at least realize 
that something definitely needs to be 





done towards getting it marketed, and 
done correctly so it can grow and 
expand. 

Looking back at this past season, is 
there a particular race that stands out 
in your mind as being exceptionally 


good? 

Probably the best race I had this year 
was at La; Seca. The problems I had 
with the motorcycle during the race and 
the hiccup with Miguel (DuHamel) in 
turn five... Every time something came 
up it would push me back and I'd have 
to catch back up again. In the end, we 
just squeaked it out. It was a good battle 
between three people for the whole race. 
How about the worst race? 

Loudon. No doubt. The Ducati just 
doesn't do well at Loudon even in the 
dry. When it was wet, it just got worse. 
It made it absolutely terrible, but that's 
the way it goes. It wasn't the track. I 
could probably go back there now on 
the Honda and get around there like 
there's no tomorrow. €x

f hen it comes to desert racing, 

i ' Danny Hamel is the fastest 

M WF thing on two wheels. At 21 
years of age, the racer from Boulder 
City, Nevada, has dominated the AMA 
National Championship Hare & Hound 
Series for three years, stolen the lime- 
light at SCORE International's Baja 
events for two years, and annihilated 








the local competition in southern Neva- 
da for as long as anybody cares to 
remember. 

But when it comes to falking about 
desert racing, Danny Hamel gets left in 
the dust. 

As soon as the word "interview" is 
mentioned, the flash and dash of 
Hamel's riding style disappears. The 
aggressive, mile-a-minute racer vanishes 
in the blink of an eye and in his place 
appears a soft-spoken, thoughtful college 


student who is halfway through a degree 
program in business management. 

The Danny Hamel that turns up for 
an interview is not the split-second deci- 
sion-maker who powers a mighty 
Kawasaki KX500 through the whoops 
and sand washes of unknown desert 
and uses vocabulary like "gnarly" and 
“bitchin’.” Danny Hamel, the inter- 
viewee, is a reserved, cautious man, 
who weighs each question carefully 
before he answers, considers the long-

term implications of every word, and is 
unfailingly humble about his success. 

The businessman behind the riding 
gear makes Hamel not only the toughest 
rider in the desert, but the toughest 
interview in the desert. It's this off-bike 
personality that Hamel credits with his 
success and the same off-bike personali- 
ty that he hopes will keep him in the 
motorcycle industry long after the flash 
and dash are gone. 

Hamel began riding off-road motor- 
cycles when he was three years old. He 
started desert racing in southern Neva- 
da when he was 1] and catapulted to 
the top of the local 80cc class before 
moving to a 250cc mount when he was 





15. Two years later, Hamel took his 
250cc Suzuki into the AMA National 
Hare & Hound Series. 

His performance there, and in local 
desert racing, earned him a berth on a 
KTM factory team bound for the SCORE 
Baja 1000 and the rest, as they say, is his- 
tory. 

"Hamer's one-ride deal grew into a 
factory sponsorship the following year 
and teamed the 18-year-old hotshot 
with then-reigning desert champ Dan 
Smith for the big-name races of the sea- 
son. When Smith crashed pre-running 
for the Baja 1000 in 1990, Hamel turned 
in a 550-mile ride on race-day that took 
the duo to second overall and, when 
Smith retired at the end of that year, the 
heir apparent took over his desert 
crown. 

Hamel has now raced desert profes- 
sionally for four years and refers to 
desert racing as his "job." 

^A lot of people don't like to refer to 
it like that, but I think that if you look at 
it as a hobby you're not going to go as 
far in the sport. If you take it very seri- 
ously like a job, and treat it like a job, 
you will have much more success," said 
Hamel. 

"Every morning when I wake up, my 
whole day is focused on motorcycle rac- 
ing - how I can be faster; what I can do 
to make my bike faster,” said Hamel. “I 
ride my mountain bike for training. I go 
play basketball with friends for some- 
thing aerobic to get the heart pumping. I 
will go riding, and then work on the 
bikes. This is my job. This is what I do 
for a living." 

And Hamel's job is paying off. 





“Most of my contracts are on a per- 
formance basis - when I perform, I make 
money. It depends what you call a good 
living, but I’m 21 years old and next 
year I'm going to buy myself a house. I 
think it’s a pretty good living,” said 
Hamel. 

But, as hundreds of wanna-be racers 
have learned the hard way, it takes 
more than just dedication to earn a liv- 
ing racing in the desert. 

When you ask Hamel the secret of 
his success, he will stop and think - for a 
long time. When the answer finally 
comes, it sounds like something out of a 
Betty Crocker recipe book. 

Take one part experience... 

¿ “A lot of it is my ability to read the 
terrain, and that comes from growing 
up in Nevada,” says Hamel. “There’s 
nothing to do out here but ride in the 
desert, so it came naturally to me. That’s 
the only thing I’ve ever known.” 

Take two parts Dan Smith... 

“Dan taught me a lot. From him I 
learned a lot of riding techniques for 
high-speed riding - Baja-type riding; 
that’s not something you learn in Neva- 
da. Between him and Dave Chase (the 
KTM team’s mechanic at that time), they 
both taught me everything I know about 
motorcycles from every aspect of a 
motorcycle - the riding, keeping it going 
- everything.” 

And finally, add a measure of self- 
control... 

“I would never ride beyond my 
means. It's just not worth it," says 
Hamel. "My contracts are based on per- 
formance, but there's no reason to take 
any chances trying to accomplish a 
small goal. You could jeopardize your 
whole career for one stupid mistake." 

As carefully considered as it is, how- 
ever, Hamel's recipe for success seems 
to be missing some vital ingredients. A 
lot of racers started riding early. A lot of 
them had contact with Dan Smith. And 
for most of them, refusing to take a 
chance would lose far more races than it 
would win. 

The factor that stands in the way of 
getting a full list of ingredients is 
Hamel's modesty. No matter how often 
you ask, Danny Hamel refuses to 
include things like natural ability, 
strength, skill and talent on his list of 
ingredients for success. 

Hamel's competition is less closed- 
mouthed. When you ask the top racers 
in the desert circles why Hamel goes so 
fast and why he is so often so far out in 
front, you get some no-holds-barred 
opinions. 

According to Kawasaki Team 
Green's Paul Krause, his KX500 team- 
mate, Hamel, is fast because he has bet- 
ter eyesight than anyone else. 

“Danny can see better than we can. 
He sees ribbon so far away it's unreal. 
I've never driven with him in a car or 
truck, but people who have say he can 
see things way ahead that they haven't 

" said Krause. “Plus, he has super 
balance. 

“He can hit stuff and stay going 
straight. If he decided to ride one of 
those bucking broncos, he could stay on 
it better than the rest of us." 

Hamel simply admits to having 20/ 
20 vision. 

Ted Hunnicutt, another of Hamel's 
Kawasaki teammates, said Hamel's 
secret to winning is just that - winning. 

“I think it's his self-confidence level, 
which is extremely high," said Hunni- 
cutt. 

"It's like once you're winning, it's 
hard to knock you off that pedestal. 
Plus, I think his youth has a lot to do 
with it. He has a natural ability and a lot 
of strength. His self-confidence works 
with the combination of everything 


else." 





Hamel says he goes into each race 
with confidence, “...but not in a cocky 

"I approach every race the same and 
just give it 100 percent effort. I'll take it 
in stride however it comes out, whether 
it’s first or fifth,” said Hamel. 

Fellow KX500 racer Ty Davis believes 
Hamel's size is the key to his success. 

^He is just really big - a really big 
boy. Look at his hands - they're humon- 
gous," said Davis. "Going across the fast 
stuff - the rough stuff like through 
Lucerne Valley, where you have to hang 








onto the bike as tight as you can - he has 
an advantage over other guys because 
he can manhandle the bike. I could man- 
handle a 250 the same way, but a 500 is 
too big for me. If I got sideways, I 
wouldn't have the strength to pull it 
back around, but he can do it. The other 
reason he's so fast is because we're all 
out there pushing him." 

At 21, Hamel stands 6-feet-2-inches 
tall and weighs 210 pounds. He says he 
has stopped growing. 

Las Vegas racer Scott Morris, who 
watched Hamel grow up in the Nevada 





desert, said Hamel is fast because he has 
never been seriously hurt during a race. 

“He has never really gotten off hard 
and gotten himself hurt really bad. It 
slowed me down the first time I did it - I 
definitely don't go as fast as I used to, 
and I think it would slow him down 
too," said Morris, who pilots a KX250 
for Kawasaki Team Green. "He is in a 
gotta-win attitude. He is really aggres- 
sive and has a strong desire to win. A 
few years ago he used to ride every day. 
I don't know if he still does, but that 
helps a lot." 

Hamel says his worst injuries were a 
broken arm that required plates when 
he was 15, and knee damage from a 
crash during last year's hare and hound 
series. Hamel currently rides two or 
three times a week. 

KTM racer Greg Zitterkopf, who has 
gone head-to-head with Hamel in the 
National Hare & Hound Series and 
Nevada's Best in the Desert Series, said 
the key to every Hamel win is his ability 
to get out in front off the start. 

^He is always first at the bomb and 
that means he doesn't have to worry 
about coming up through the dust or 
passing slower people or taking chances 
like the rest of us do," said Zitterkopf. 
^He goes well at the beginning and is 
able to cruise the rest of the way. The 
rest of us just haven't mastered the tech- 
nique for being first at the bomb every 
time." 
Hamel estimates that he is first to the 
bomb in 90 percent of the races he com- 
petes in. The secret to getting the 
holeshot, he says, is practice. 

"I spend a lot of time out there learn- 
ing my trail prior to the event," said 
Hamel. "But I don't know that leading is 
that much of an advantage. I think it's 
almost harder to lead because you don't 
know how to pace yourself." 

The verdict from the racer who has 
studied him the closest, Hamel's ex- 
mentor Dan Smith, was "reaction time." 

“He can see things and react to them 
way faster than anybody I've ever 
met,"says Smith. "When you're doing 
anything, like driving a car or riding a 
bike, your eyes give you input from 
your environment and your brain has to 
be able to process that input and put it 
into physical action. Hamel's brain just 
does that faster than anybody else's. It's 
not really X-ray vision, and it's not real- 
ly thinking either. The input just goes 
straight from his eyes to his body and 
tells it what to do." f 

Since he retired from motorcycle rac- 
ing, the ex-ruler of thè desert has 
watched Hamel’s progress with interest 
- and with respect. 


“I quit just in the nick of time, and’ 


you can put that in the paper,” said 
Smith. 

“He didn't ever beat me, but he came 
close. There were a couple of times 
when he should've beaten me and it just 
didn't work out. It was just a matter of 
time. 

^He is ruining everything for me," 
said Smith, with a smile. "He is going to 
catch my five-time National (Hare & 
Hound) streak - there's no doubt about 
it. I had a word to him at the (Baja) 1000 
this year. I told him to slow down. He's 
going to ruin my record." 

But as long as he is enjoying his job, 
Hamel has no intention of slowing 
down. 

“If you don't enjoy your job, it's time 
to do something else, but I’m still hav- 
ing fun," says Hamel. 

"And when my racing career is done, 
I'll have my degree to fall back on. I 
realize this can't last forever, but if I 
make myself more marketable through 
getting an education, maybe I can stay 
in the industry. 

“This is exactly where I want to be." €N

response. Its new clutch makes for machine 
gun shifting. And a new exhaust pipe boosts 
the low-end power.

Photos by Kit Palmer and Maeda 


hat is it about an 

open-class moto- 

cross bike that strikes 

fear into the hearts of 

the editors here at 

Cycle News? Is it the fact 

that modern-day big bores pump out 

huge amounts of arm- 

power? Is it because they're generally 

much bigger and heavier than their 

smaller-displacement counterparts? Or is 

it because the last time we tested a 500cc 

MxXer, it snapped former Cycle News 

associate editor Brian Catterson's wrist 
like a piece of uncooked spaghetti? 

Actually, the real reason we haven't 
devoted much time to these bikes is 
because the manufacturers haven't either. 
Sales are down on 500cc-and-larger MX 
bikes, so the manufacturers have made 
minimal changes over the past several 
years. Still, the bikes are noticeably differ- 
ent than they were in our last shoot-out, 
thanks to an accumulation of small, year- 
ly modifications. So when the '94 models 
were unveiled, someone in the office 
mentioned the idea of once again pitting 
the big-bores against each other. 

At the mere mention of such an idea, 
the Cycle News editorial staff began 
squirming in their seats. All except one, 
that is - our newest assistant editor, resi- 
dent speedway guru and king of the 
"Events" section, Scott Rousseau. 


"I can't waste my time riding those 
piddley 125s and 250s," declared 
Rousseau, who normally pilots a 500cc 
Godden speedway machine. "My prob- 
lem when I ride dirt bikes isn't that 
they're too fast; my problem is that I 
don't shut off. I need a real bike, one that 
can really haul some beans." 

"Nuff said. Such a bold statement 
from our newest staffer couldn't be 


red. 

In a matter of minutes, our open-bike 
shoot-out was in the works. The con- 
tenders? The last of a dying breed - 
Honda's CR500, Kawasaki's KX500 and 
KTM's 550 SX. Though KTM also manu- 
factures a 440 M/XC which is also open- 
class legal, the Austrian marque opted to 
enter the contest with their "biggest" big- 
bore. 


“A 550? Great!” chimed Rous- 
seau.” You know what they say - the big- 
ger the better...” 


The beasts 

If you're looking for an endless list of 
technological advances, you'd be wasting 
your time scouting through the open-class 
spec files. Sure, open machines are the last 
to receive the newest power-valve, the 
trickest frames and the coolest bodywork, 
(if they receive them at all), but one thing 
that they do get is the majority of the 
horsepower. A graphic change here and a 
suspension update there are usually 
enough to keep potential open-bike cus- 
tomers coming back for-more. 





The Honda CR500 is a classic exam- 
ple. A que look through Honda's 
press releases will reveal that the ‘94 
version boasts a “new silver engine 
color that brightens appearance,” as 
well as an improved reed-valve gasket. 
Basically unchanged since ‘89, the 491cc 
motor received a new cylinder head 
with a revised compression ratio in ‘91, 
and a new, wider-ratio transmission in 
“93. This year's new gasket simply fea- 
tures a silicone bead that is less prone to 
leakage. 

Chassis-wise, the CR500 is a bit more 
exciting. Replacing last year’s Kayaba 
unit is a new Showa shock that has a 
large 46mm piston, new valving, and an 
altered spring rate. Mated to the stiffer 
rear end is the familiar Showa fork, but 
this year it comes fitted with a stiffer set 
of 5.6 springs. Last year, many faster or 
aggressive riders switched to the 5.6 
springs - this year they won't have to. 

Strengthened rear wheel spokes and 
the new fluorescent graphics complete 
the changes on Honda’s CR500, which 
carries a price tag of $4899. 

What about the champ’s bike? For 
three of the past four seasons, the 
Kawasaki KX500 has brought the 500cc 
National MX Championship home to the 
green team, most recently under the 

i of Mike LaRocco. 

Like the Honda, the Kawasaki KX500 
boasts few changes. With the reputation 
of having one of the easiest big-bore 
powerbands to control, Kawasaki had no 


reason to change a good thing and left 
the 499cc motor untouched. 

In the suspension department, the 
Kawasaki features revised suspension 
settings in both the 43mm Kayaba fork 
and in the rear Kayaba shock. New 
round fork guards protect the delicate 
sliders better than the flat versions of 
the past. 

Perhaps the most exciting change that 
the KX500 enjoys is a new front master 
cylinder that has less “free stroke” before 
the caliper pistons start to move, thus 
improving the lever touch. To go along 
with the new master cylinder, a set of 

“grippier” brake peds hale the stop- 
ping chores. Out back, the caliper, master 
cylinder and hose have been changed for 
improved controllability. The unit as a 
whole is smaller than last year's, and the 
low-expansion brake hose has been 
replaced by a high-expansion unit. All 
this for $4849. 

The KTM is the biggest, and perhaps 
the most-changed, machine of the 
bunch. At 548cc, you get at least 49 extra 
ccs for what is essentially the same price 
as the two Japanese machines: $4898. 
Thanks to the declining dollar-to-yen 
ratio, non-Japanese manufacturers, such 
as KTM, have suddenly found them- 
selves in the hunt when it comes to com- 
petitive pricing. 

As is the case with Honda and 
Kawasaki, KTM hasn't much in 
the engine department. A new, closer- 

transmission is claimed to spread 








the power out in a more rideable fashion, 
while a 39mm Keihin PWJ carburetor 
replaces last year’s 38mm Keihin PJ unit. 
According to KTM’s Scot Harden, the 
PWK gives the 550 a smoother type of 
power, whereas the PJ gave the bike a 
‘somewhat violent mid-range punch. 

All-new WP suspension graces both 

ends of the M/XC. Up front, the WP fork 
! features an internal bleed system that uti- 
lizes a tapered needle for more progres- 
sive, controlled fork action. KTM claims 
that the system allows the fork to soak 

:up small bumps, while retaining suffi- 

icient damping for larger hits. The IBS 
system offers a wider range of effective 
external damping adjustment. 

Out back, a WP bleed adjustment 
shock has similar technology to that 
found in the IBS fork. Like the fork, the 
shock features a tapered needle that 
automatically compensates for increased 
operating temperature. Complimenting 
the new rear shock is an all-new 
swingarm and shock linkage. 

Stopping the big Katoom are a new 
set of Brembo brakes. The front master 
cylinder offers a slimmer, more comfort- 
able lever design and a quick-adjust 
external contact adjustment. 

The rear unit has larger and thicker 
brake pads, and is claimed to provide a 
more progressive feel than past versions. 
The caliper floats freely, and the pads 
may be changed without the removal of 
the rear wheel. 

The most obvious changes made to 


the KTM are the new styling. While a few 
of last year's smaller-displacement mod- 
els received the sleek, new bodywork, 
the 550 was left with the same ol’ bulky 
plastic. This year, though, the 550 M/XC 
joins the rest of the fleet, and sports the 
new Technosel graphics and seat. 


Scott is humbled 


Eager to strut his stuff, Mr. Rousseau 
elected to take his first spin on the track 
aboard the KTM 550 M/XC. After only 
two laps of arm-jerking, brake-slamming, 
arm-pumping action, the once-outspoken 
member of our staff returned to the pits, 
eyes wide and head hung low. 

“I can't believe how fast it is - that 
thing is scary," he said, then went on to 
beg for a ride aboard the Suzuki RM125 
that we had happened to bring along. 

Later in the day, we persuaded 
Rousseau to try again, this time on the 
Honda CR500. Though he found the 
Honda more to his liking, we were 
unable to coax him into riding the third 
machine, the Kawasaki KX 500, as he and 
the “piddley” 125 had become somewhat 
inseparable.

t's no secret that I'm the biggest 125 
fan amongst our editorial staff, but I 


was pleased to find that the 500s 
weren't as difficult to ride as I had 
thought they might be. Like a 125, a 500 
takes a special type of riding style. While 
a 250 - if ridden aggressively - should be

piloted in a fashion similar to a 125, a 500 
demands the utmost respect. A little too 
much throttle here, a bit too much clutch 
there, and a 500 will definitely make you 
pay the price. Patience and precision are 
the keys to riding a big-bore machine. 

Of the three machines, I found the 
Kawasaki the most confidence-inspiring. 
Because of its extremely stable chassis, 
tractor-like power delivery and excellent 
suspension, I chose the KX500 as the win- 
ner of our shootout. Though the KX feels 
quite fat in the midsection in comparison 



































to the other two machines, its girth 
helped remind me that I was on a big 
bike and, in turn, kept my “125 rider 
flashbacks" to a minimum. Because the 
Honda and KTM both sport such slim 
body work, there were times - during 
panic situations - that I forgot that I was 
on an open bike and held the throttle 
wide open. Big mistake. 

The Kawasaki was without a doubt 
the most stable machine of the bunch - 
rarely did the bike shake its head. No, 
wait - it never shook its head. Thanks to 
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the stable chassis and the awesome Kaya- 
ba front and rear suspenders, attacking 
almost any obstacle on the KX was 
smooth and predictable. In bone-stock 
condition, the KX suspension worked 
perfectly for my 160-pound weight. 

The Kawasaki likes to be chugged 
around the track. Most of the power is 
down low and way up top, and the 
motor revs rather slowly in comparison 
to the CR500 and 550 MX/C. I found that 
when I tried to ride the bike irr the mid- 
dle of the powerband with a bit of clutch 
work, the KX would vibrate and send the 
rear end skittering across the track. 

The bike's only weakness begins to 
show when the going gets tight. Getting 
the KX to hug a tight, inside line or rut 
takes an extra dose of muscle and body 
English. Even then, The KX just doesn't 
slither through the tight stuff like the red 
or white machines. 

I picked the Honda CR500 second. 
Though the KX was the most confidence- 
inspiring, I felt the most at home on the 
Honda, thanks to its "typical" Honda 
ergonomics. Though it is considerably 
wider than a CR250, something about the 
CR500 just “felt right". In stock condi- 
tion, I felt that 
the Honda had 
the best motor 
of the bunch. 
Power delivery 
was well spread 
throughout the 
powerband, 
and unlike the 
Kawasaki, the 
CR500 can be 
“clutched.” The 
Honda CR500 is 
the undisputed 
power king in 
the Open class. I 
also happened 
to turn in my 
fastest lap times 
of the day 
aboard the red 
machine. 

So why 
didn't I rate the 
CR first? Sim- 
ple..it's the 
fork. While the 
rear Showa 
shock delivered a smooth ride, the fork 
felt harsh - no matter where we had the 
clickers set. Though it worked well 
upon hard landings and larger impacts, 
the fork seemed to glance off square- 
edged bumps and cause the front end to 
headshake. 

The Honda has the best brakes, the 
best shifting, the best controls and was 
the easiest of the three bikes to start. 
Bringing the red beast to life required 
only a swift stab at the kickstart lever, 
while the Kawasaki only started when I 
put the piston at top-dead-center and 
leapt off the ground in order to bring my 
entire body weight down upon the kick 
starter. Starting the KTM? Forget it. Not 
only is the lever short and awkward - it’s 
on the left side! Even when standing on a 
crate in order to use my right leg, I had 
trouble firing up the KTM because the 
kick starter bottoms out on the footpeg. 

Yes, I rated the KTM third. But third is 
not a bad thing, at least not in this case. 
Of the three bikes, I was the most anx- 
ious to ride the KTM. Without a doubt, 
the 550 is the trickest-looking bike in the 
bunch, and the most comfortable to sit on 
while not in motion. The tank area is 
slim, giving the bike the feel of a much 
smaller machine, and nothing in the 
tank/sidepanel junction snags the rider’s 
legs or boots. 

Once I finally started the KTM, I was 
surprised to find that the “biggest” motor 
had the “smallest” feel. It’s hard to 
believe, but the 550 actually felt a bit 











pipey. Unlike the other two bikes, the 
KTM didn't have a "grunt"-type of 
power. Instead, the motor could be 
revved like it was 300cc smaller. The 
motor produced a somewhat mellow 
type of power that was very easy to ride. 

Suspension-wise, the KTM had a 
harsh feel, front and rear. Bumps that 
were hardly felt on the two Japanese 
machines became additional challenges 
on the 550. Larger hits were handled 
with ease, however. We found that even 
a single click on the WP compression or 
rebound adjusters yielded a much- 
altered ride. Overall, fork action was a bit 
harsh, but good, while the rear end did 
an acceptable job in most situations - 
nothing great, but nothing bad. 

The KTM had the oddest feel on the 
track. Though it felt sleek and smooth in 
the pits, riding the bike was a different 
story. While it was easy to maneuver on 
the MX/C, I found that the Austrian 
machine felt unlike any bike I had ridden 
before - I suppose that's just the distinc- 
tive "European" feel. The brake pedal 
was hard to reach, the pipe stuck out too 
far, the seat was too hard and my feet 
continually snagged the various bolts 
that held the midsection together. 

Here's the strangest part - though I 
felt awkward while riding the KTM, I 
consistently turned in lap times that were 
comparable to those aboard the KX and 
CR. i 

Go figure.

nfortunately, my involvement in 

our Honda/Kawasaki/KTM 

open-bike comparison came 
after a long dry period of not having rid- 
den MX bikes - most of my riding lately 
has been of the sit-down, low-effort street 
bike variety. In other words, I was really 
out of shape. The combination of open 
bikes and the lack of physical condition- 
ing, well, uh...sucks. It's no fun gasping 
for air and having your forearms pump 
up like balloons after a couple of hard 
laps on a rough track. Yet that's how I 
felt on our first couple of outings during 
our open class comparison. 

But, in this condition, you certainly 
discover which bike is the easiest to ride. 
And it's not the Honda. The CR nearly 
tired me out while riding from the pits to 
the start line - it has awesome, hard-hit- 
ting power. And it wasn't the Kawasaki, 
either. Although the Kawasaki doesn’t 
quite hit as hard off the bottom as the 
Honda, it can still rip the handlebars out 
of your hands if you twist the throttle 
wide open with reckless abandon. 

To me, the KTM, the bike with the 
biggest displacement, had the easiest-to- 
manage motor. It definitely doesn't feel 
as fast as the either the Honda or the 
Kawasaki, but it does feel the most 
tractable overall. But like the other two, it 
does hit hard from mid-range on up, and 
can wear you out in no time if you start 
riding it like a 250 - revving it out more. 

It seemed to me that the slower you 
tried riding the KTM, the faster you 
could go on it. I found myself letting the 
KTM's awesome "chuggability" do all 
the work. 

As our comparison continued and my 
endurance gradually increased back to 
“normal,” I began to ride the Honda 
hard, and we began to get along better. 
But as soon as you start getting sloppy - 
due to fatigue - it'll let you know right 
away. At this point, it's best to head back 
to the pits and rest up (unless you hap- 
pen to be in the middle of a moto). 

The Kawasaki followed the same lines 
as the Honda. It too seemed to work bet- 
ter when ridden aggressively, but could 





be ridden at a slower pace more easily 
than the Honda. To me, the KX had an 
electric type of power off the bottom - 
smooth and progressive - but by mid- 
range, the power hit pretty damn hard. 

To me the white bike had the best 
ergonomics, by far. Whenever I hopped 
on the KTM, I felt as though I had strad- 
dled the wrong bike; it felt like a 250, or 
even a 125 for that matter. The bike just 
felt lower, narrower and more comfort- 
able than either the Honda or Kawasa- 
ki. It didn't feel like and open class bike 
at all. 

All three bikes handled well, but, in 
my opinion, they all failed horribly when 
it came to headshake. For me, the Honda 
shook its head more than the Kawasaki 
and KTM. They all shook the most when 
blasting down straights over sharp- 
edged bumps and with the throttle no 
more than half open, just about the time 
you're slowing down for a turn. The only 
way to help prevent headshake was to 
keep the throttle wide open and the front 
wheel light, and squeeze the bike with 
your knees as hard as possible. This tech- 
nique works well with all three bikes, but 
is a must on the Honda. 

I had no problems adjusting to the 
controls on any of the machines, but the 
Honda's seemed the best overall. 

All of the bikes were easy to start for 
open bikes. But - since I am right-handed 
- I wasn't too crazy about the left-side 
kickstarter on the KTM. I could still start 
it while on top of the bike with my left 
foot, but it was easier standing along- 
side the KTM and kicking with my right 
leg. 

E iter all was said and done, I realized 
I could live quite happily with any of 
these bikes. The KTM just feels more 
mellow than the rest; it handles well, 
and I thoroughly loved the ergonomics. I 
also enjoyed riding the Kawasaki; I espe- 
cially how the power rolled on at the 
bottom end of the powerband. The only 
thing I didn't really care for on the KX 
was that it just plain felt big, and I 
always knew I was a riding an Open- 
class bike. 

In spite of the headshake, I had the 
most fun riding the Honda. It quickly got 
me back into shape, and I found myself 
riding it more like a 250 than an open 
bike. I liked revving out the motor, and it 
seemed easier to flick around than the 
other two. To me, the CR felt like an 
extremely powerful 250. 

The Honda certainly suits my needs 
for the track, but since I also spend a lot 
of riding time cruising around on the 
trails, I would have to seriously consider 
the KTM, with its tamer engine and 
comfy ergos.

hile doing the test-riding for 
this shootout, I quickly 
became convinced of one 


thing - nowhere in the foreseeable 
future will an open class motocross bike 
be filling space in my garage. I know 
there are people out there who swear by 
them, and who lament the demise of the 
class in National competition, but I hon- 
estly see no use for the big-bores - at 
least not on a motocross track. In my 
opinion, the only reason for buying 
open-classers is machismo; owners of 
these machines can boast to their friends 
about how much "faster" their bikes are 
than those “wimpy” 250s. That may be 
the case in the wilds of Baja, but I'd be 
willing to bet that most of these same 
riders' MX lap times would be faster on 
a modern 250cc MXer. 

Now that I've infuriated every big- 
bore fan in the country, I must admit that 
I did manage to have a little fun, espe- 
cially on the CR500. But I think that's 
because of the three bikes, the Honda 
was the most like a "real" motorcycle. As 
Donn so eloquently put it, the CR feels 
like a very-powerful 250, and is thus the 
most fun to ride. I found the CR's mill to 
be the most versatile of the three bikes. 
Whether you choose to use the bottom 
end, the mid-range or the top, the Honda 
will be happy to oblige. It offers plenty of 
power without being violent, and shifts 
like a 125. 

I also liked the ergonomics of the 
Honda, again because they're similar to a 
CR250. A lengthy seat-to-peg relation- 
ship gives my gangly legs plenty of 
room, and all of the controls just feel 
"right." 

The CR isn't quite as impressive in the 
suspension department, as the front end 
sometimes deflects on sharp whoops. It 
wasn't too bad, though, and I felt that the 
awesome motor more than made up for 
this trait. Also, the Honda steered the 
best of the three bikes, while still retain- 
ing a fair amount of stability in the fast 
stuff. 

My second-favorite was the KX500. 
The big Kawie has a mellow powerband 
and prefers to be short-shifted. As long 
as you keep the motor in the bottom end 
of the powerband, the Kawasaki works 
admirably, but if you get anxious and 
start to rev it out, you'll be rewarded 
with a vibrating, pinging, palm-blistering 
monster. 

While the KX's motor lacked the 
diversity of the CR, its suspenders were 
head and shoulders above the red 





machine. Like its smaller siblings, the 
KX500's Kayaba fork and shock devour 
anything in their path, including 
whoops, G-outs, sky-shot jumps, ruts 
and braking bumps. The spring rates 
were right-on for my weight, and a mini- 
mum of fiddling was required to get the 
correct set-up. 

Stability is the forte of the Kawasaki's 
chassis, and I had almost no trouble with 
front-end headshake or rear-end swap. It 
does, however, require more effort to 
herd through a tight turn than the agile 
Honda. 

Ergos are rather cobby on the KX, 
which has a bulky midsection and an 
old-fashioned look. Still, I began to adapt 
after a few laps on the green machine, 
and soon felt right at home. 

The KTM, on the other hand, is the 
most comfortable of all in the department 
of ergonomics (is that a new government 
bureaucracy?) Its sleek plastic bodywork 
and long, smooth seat are downright 
comfortable, feeling even more like a 250 
than the Honda; it also looks the most 
modern. 

Once underway, however, there will 
be no confusion as to what size bike 
you're on. Like the Kawasaki, the KTM 
likes to be lugged, though it has less bot- 
tom-end power than the KX. Keep a 
steady throttle hand and avoid the upper 
rpm range, and the M/XC can be made 
to go fast. I wasn't thrilled with the left- 
side kickstarter, but with a careful, 
smooth, full stroke - even with your left 
foot - the motor usually starts right away. 
Still, I much prefer the motor on the 440 
KTM that we recently tested. 

The M/XC's suspension was simply 
okay. It wasn't great over any type of 
obstacle, but it wasn't terrible either. In 
most terrain, I was happier with the sus- 
penders of both the Honda and the 
Kawasaki. 

Though they all had their faults, none 
of the bikes were bad (at least not for 
open-classers). For me, it was simple; the 
CR won by virtue of the fact that some- 
times I forgot I was riding a 500. Hmm, 
maybe some day there will be an open- 
class MXer in my garage... Yeah, right - 
only if my roommate brings it home.

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INTERVIEW 500cc World Champion Kevin Schwantz

T he voice at the other end of the 





long-distance phone line sounded 
tired, and for good reason. Kevin 
Schwantz was in Australia doing too 
many things at once, testing for the 
defense of the 500cc World Champi- 
onship, testing a stock car he was sched- 
uled to race at the Thunderdome, 
rushing back and forth between | 
Melbourne and Phillip Island, and | 
doing pre-race publicity for the | 
Australian Grand Prix. But there 
was progress on all fronts. The 
Suzuki test showed the factory had | 
done their homework, and he'd | 
found the limits of his Pontiac | 
Grand Prix stock car after backing | 
it into the wall on the nearly-one- f 
mile oval. ; 
Between the end of November If 
and the first Grand Prix in April, P 
Schwantz will be going mostly 
non-stop - testing, training, and 
doing publicity. He's aware of just 
how heavy the front end will be 
carrying the number one plate. 
After finally realizing his goal of | 
winning the 500cc title, he doesn't | 
want to be the only American 500cc | 
World Champion to win just one | 
championship. The team garnered | 
newfound, and well-deserved, | 
respect for its assault on the 1993 | 
title and it brings the same deter- 
mination to keeping it. E 
It was in the middle of the week 
that we caught up with Schwantz. 
He'd just returned from Mel- 
bourne, where he'd crashed the | 
stock car, and was back at Phillip 
Island for two days of testing, 
before returning to the Thunder- ` 
dome for practice on Saturday, © 
before racing on Sunday. Then 
there was more motorcycle testing. 
How is your test schedule going? 
Today was press day. I got here | 
Saturday, lunch time. I drove the 
car a little Saturday and drove it | 
most of the day Sunday. Tested | 
here Monday, Tuesday, then went | 
down there today to drive it (the 


destroy it this afternoon. I just 
backed it into the wall. It's at the 1

The biggest problem we had with last 
year's bike was the suspension.

a package and give it a de 
When is your next test? 

It's either here at Phillip Island or back 
at Eastern Creek on January 6. Three 
days at Eastern Creek and two days 
here. 

Is this about when you got started test- 
ing last year? 

" Actually, last year we tested in 
Spain in Jerez the last weekend in 
September for three days. Just basi- 
cally a tire test to sort some tires 
out. I think we tested in November 
and December as well. We have, 
after the New Year rolls over, two 
days here, three days in Eastern 
Creek, three days in Malaysia, two 
in Barcelona, two in Jerez, and 
then I think we come back here for 
the IRTA test. Then there's a Suzu- 
ka test in there, too. Probably 
another 10-15 days. 

How much of off-season did you 
have before you started training 
again? 

I got most of the month of Novem- 
ber. I had to go to Japan for Sugo 
after I had surgery on my hand. 
That was October the fifth when I 
had the surgery, so I needed about 
three or four weeks even before I 
could start doing anything again. 
How did the surgery go? 

It's great. The hand's not giving me 
any trouble at all. None at all. I’ve 
done about 70-80 laps the past few 
days, maybe 10-12 laps back-to- 
back, and the hand's not even a 
problem at all. It's been since the 
last week in September since I've 
ridden - almost two months. It took 
me a little while the first day to get 
back on it and figure out how to 
ride, but we got down to some 
good times and yesterday we went 
even quicker - a lot faster than we 
went testing here. We did middle 
to high 34 s when we raced here in 
‘91, and I did a 352. 

Is the track any different? 

It's gotten a lot rougher; just 
from use, Iguess. 

What else did you do to 
get ready for the season? 

Not much. I'm really not ready for 
the season as far as fitness goes. I’m 
testing fit, but I'm not racing fit. I 
have a lot more to do to prepare for 
the season when I get back home - 
motocross riding, mountain bike 
riding. I haven't been doing much 
of anything. Got back on the 10th 
of November and started doing 
some light weights and some 
mountain bike riding - not a whole 
lot of anything. 

Have you found a lot of your time's 
been spent doing media work since 
winning the championship? 

Yeah, quite a bit more. It seems that 
every couple days there's a journalist 
stopping by the house and so on and so 
forth, and as soon as I get done testing 
at Phillip Island on the 10th, I go to 
Europe and I’m in Europe until the 20th. 
I get home on the 21st of December and 





that’s all PR. We're going to Italy for the 

Bologna Motor Show and to accept the 

Golden Helmet Award there; then to 

London for a day, Paris for a Lucky 

Strike dinner and the World Champi- 

onship prize-giving. I think there are a 

couple of days, the 14th and 15th, that 

there's nothing to do; then to Greece for 
Arai on the 19th or 20th. And then 

home. 

Was the reaction what you thought it 
would be to your winning the champ- 
ionship? 

It was a little bit more than I expected - 
especially with Wayne getting hurt, 
because from my side it took a little 
bit away from it. Not that I feel that we 
didn't deserve to win the championship, 
it's just that something real negative 
happened and there's always going to 
be somebody second-guessing it. Other- 
wise, it's pretty much what I expected. I 
think I'll realize it a lot more when I 
finally get to race with that number one 
plate. I think I'll feel a lot more of the 
pressure of it then, when the first Grand 
Prix rolls around. 

Have you talked to Wayne much? 

I've talked to him a couple of times. I've 
tried to get out and visit him on a couple 
of different occasions and didn't get to 
do it, because of the airline strike and 
stuff getting out of Texas. We didn't get 
out of Texas in time to get out to Los 
Angeles and get to see him. He definite- 
ly seems like he's in really good spirits. I 
talked to Neil Byrd, who works for 
IRTA, the other day when I was in Mel- 
bourne and he said that Wayne looks 
great. He doesn't look like somebody 
that's been flat on his back for however 
many months now. And he said that 
he's got a really positive attitude. He 
sounds like he's just going to go on with 
life; not letting it bother him. 

How much has it bothered you? 

It's something that's always going to be 
back there in the back of my head. Wayne 
and I have been fierce competitors since I 
started road racing. He and I go back to 
when I can remember I began road rac- 

ing. To have somebody that's always 


been somebody that I could judge my jf 
performances by, at least to say whether |. 


I rode well, it's going to be tough not 
having him there. And at the same time, 
seeing somebody that's as good a 


friend as Wayne is get hurt like that {i 


makes you really think twice about it. 
But at the same time, I realize that 
every time we get on the bike there's 1 
risk involved and it's just part of rac- 
ing. I just try to do what I can to try to 
reduce the chances of something like that 
happening. 

You said that you measured your per- 
formance by Wayne. Do you think it's 
going to be hard to get motivated this 
year? 

I really felt like it was, at the end of last 
season, and when we came testing now, 
but the team's done a good job. When 
we got here, the number one's on the 
bike and you realize you're testing for a 
reason. Now that we've got that number 
one plate we're not just going to hand it 
over and let somebody else wear it for a 














year. We're here with intentions of 
keeping it. They've done a good job get- 
ting me back to where I'm thinking, let's 
go racing, let's go defend this thing 
instead of, let's go racing and if we end 
up with it another year that'd be great. 
Once you're on the track it'll be you 
and who else? Who do you think will 
be the competition this year?

going to be the main guy to 

beat. I think Daryl (Beattie) is going to go 
well at certain places on the Yamaha, but 
I think he’s going to struggle a little bit 
getting to know the bike and know the 
team, and getting everything sorted out 
and working there. I expect Alex (Barros) 
to go well a lot of places. But I still think, 
consistency-wise, he’s got a little bit to 
learn. As far as the rest of the crew goes, 
there’s a bunch of unknowns out there: 
(Alex) Criville, (Shinichi) Itoh, the new 
kid Abe, if he rides the Honda as Mick’s 
teammate. Kocinski; I feel like. if 


he’s 1 half a chance to have any say- 
so about what they do with the Cagiva, or 
at least his Cagiva, I think he'll be doing 
the same type of thing with the other 
bikes that he’s tried to develop, that is, get 
them headed in the wrong direction. 
When you get to the track you've 
always been among the most accessi- 
ble riders. Do you think there will be 
more and do you think there can be 
more than this year? 
n E I'm sure there's 


going to be 

a little bit more. Carrying that number 
one plate around is going to be a bur- 
den. But at the same time, it's something 
that we've worked to get to. Any other 
attention or press that might be 
involved will make a little extra work 
for myself, but I don't think that it will 
really affect, or at least I hope it won't 
affect, my performance at the track. 
How does the 1994 schedule look as far 
as suiting the Suzuki? 

Looking at the schedule, there's really 





not anywhere that I’ve had any trouble 
with. I think probably the worst tracks 
for us will be Barcelona and Czechoslo- 
vakia; places that we struggled this year 
to be on terms with the Yamaha. Other- 
wise, Mugello, Donington, Le Mans will 
be good for us. Suzuka, Eastern Creek. 
Salzburg. All those are tracks are to our 
liking. I think the changes to our bike 
will improve things everywhere. I think 
with the bike's suspension working that 
little bit better it should just make things 
easier and better all over. We've got 
kind of a 1994 version, but it's not the 
exact chassis or exact swingarm. 
They've made some changes on the 
bike and they didn't have the time to 
get it here. We'll probably test our actu- 
al race bike when we come back here in 
January. 
How much longer are you going to 
race? 
I'm just about to sign another contract 
for two more years and probably after 
that I'm going to try to find something 
else to do. The contract that we agreed 
to at Mugello in 1993; I just haven't 
signed it yet. It's all but done - just a few 
technicalities that we're going over. 
That'll make “94, ‘95, and at that stage of 
the game I'll be almost 32 years old. I 
will have been doing this flat out for 11 
or 12 years. I think I'll need, if nothing 
else, at least some time off. It's just 
turned into such a year-round job - 
instead of being really, really mentally 
and physically demanding for eight or 
nine months, and then having quite a bit 
of time off. With the testing schedule 
and the PR, it's just made it a lot 
tougher. I expect two more years, then 
I'll probably try and make a move. 
Is it tougher on you mentally or physi- 
cally to be doing it year-round? 
I don't think it's one or the other. I think 
it's just a combination of the two. Mental- 
ly it's tough doing all the PR, all the trav- 
elling. And physically the travelling is 
again, bad. The testing schedule, every- 
thing in general, makes both sides of it 
just a complete drain on your body. 
That's really, really tough. If I hadn't got- 
ten a little bit of time off this year, it 
would have been really hard to continue 
riding. And the only reason I got this time 
off was because I had to have surgery on 
my hand. They tested the first week of 
November in Jerez with Alex, and I 
would have had to be there if it weren't 
for the surgery that I had. He just tire- 
tested on one of my bikes from last year. 
Is there going to be a Suzuki 250 team 
this year? 
I haven't heard. We asked the Japanese 
and they said that (Garry) Taylor's try- 
ing to find sponsorship and, I guess, so 
is Herve (Poncharal - the 250 team man- 
ager). I guess Herve's fed up with the 
whole deal and he's thinking of running 
JMB (Jean-Michel Bayle) and just getting 
production Hondas. That's the last 
rumor that I heard. For sure, Suzuki's 
building bikes right now because 
they're going to race them in the Japan- 
ese Championship - no matter what. But 
I don't know if they're building bikes 
for the World Championship or not. €N

Craig will fill the void that was left in 
Yamaha's team when Damon Bradshaw announced his surprise retirement at the end of the ‘93 season.

here's not a motocrosser out there 
| who hasn't dreamed of getting that 
phone call. You know, the one 
where the phone rings, you pick up the 
receiver and on the other end of the line 
is a factory motocross team manager, 
and he asks: "So, kid, you want to be a 
factory motocross star?" Right when 
you're ready to say "yes," the dog 
jumps on the bed and wakes you up. 
Suddenly you come to the sickening 
realization that it was all a dream. 
Damn! 

Well, Michael Ray Craig had one of 
those dreams. The only difference was 
when he woke up, there was no sicken- 
ing feeling in the pit of his stomach. For 
him, it wasn't a dream at all - it was 
reality. The real thing. 

The voice on the other end of the 
phone was real - Keith McCarty, the MX 
race team manager for Team Yamaha. 
Shortly before making the call, McCarty 
got the shocking news that his number- 
one rider - Damon Bradshaw - had 
decided to throw in the towel, despite 
the fact that Bradshaw had, just one year 
earlier, signed a high-dollar, five-year 
contract. Yamaha granted his wishes 
and let Bradshaw out of his contractual 
obligations, reluctantly saying goodbye 
to the team's most popular and highest- 
profile rider since Bob Hannah's Yama- 
ha days of the late ‘70s. 

Bradshaw's departure left a gigantic 
void on the Yamaha team, a void that 
had to be filled quickly. The team was 
left with just one factory rider - Jeff 
Emig. So, McCarty went shopping right 
away for someone who could best fill 
that hole left by Bradshaw, and it didn't 
take him long to find someone. That 
someone was Michael Ray Craig, a 25- 
year-old family man from El Cajon, Cal- 
ifornia, the same town that has bred 
such motocross champions as Rick John- 
son, Broc Glover and Ron Lechien. 

“When I heard that Damon had quit I 
knew I had a chance," said Craig. "It 
was three days after Damon had quit 
when Keith McCarty called me. I was in 
Madrid, Spain, at the time. The first 
thing that he said was, "You got the 
ride.’ I said, ‘What?’ He said, ‘You got 
the ride - everything - the whole thing.' I 
couldn't believe it. I couldn't wait to get 
off the phone so I could call my wife. I 
really, really, really wanted to tell her. 

“You're the new rider on the team,’ 
he said, and I kept thinking, 'No way." 





Then he said, ‘This is it, you've got your 
chance now, this is what you've been 
working for, so do whatever it takes (to 
win).’” 

Unfortunately, McCarty’s call came 
only a short time after Craig had 
already signed a deal to compete on the 
Noleen’s Yamaha team, run by 
Noleen’s founder Clark Jones. Craig 
raced just once - at the Mammoth 
Mountain Motocross - while riding 
under Noleen’s banner. Jones agreed to 
release Craig from his Noleen contract 
in order to help Craig fulfill his dream 
of becoming a factory-backed moto- 
cross racer. 

“Clark has always been really good 
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to me, and I felt bad for him for leaving. 
Yeah, he was bummed but he was 
happy for me. He knew that with me 
and Larry Ward on his team, he would 
have had a lot of top-five finishes, and 
that would be good for his company. 
He's a good guy.” 

Craig has spent the last four seasons 
as a support rider for Kawasaki. Actual- 
ly, he fit somewhere between Kawasa- 
ki's Team Green amateur support pro- 
gram and the company's full-on factory 
race team effort. He was never regarded 
as one the main factory-backed riders, 
and that bothered him. 

"Kawasaki always treated me well, 
but the other guys (Mike Kiedrowski 
and Mike LaRocco) got their full atten- 
tion. I thought, 'I want the attention; I 
don't want to be the little guy,’ so I real- 
ly concentrated on doing well. I had to 
start doing good; it was win or crash. 
‘I’m not going to be following anybod 
around anymore,’ I told myself. So I 
started getting top-five finishes, but still 
not the attention I wanted. 

“So, at the end of the season, I knew 
both Kiedrowski and LaRocco were 
going to re-sign, plus Robbie Reynard 
had already signed, and there was only 
one possible spot left on the (factory) 
team. At that time, I heard rumors that 
Kawasaki was bidding for Greg Alber- 
tyn and Stefan Everts, and if they signed 
one of them there would be no room for 
me. I figured this would take some time 
before they got that all settled, so when 
Clark offered me a deal I thought it was 
best to move on. Overall, Kawasaki was 
very good to me.” 

Now a member of the factory Yama- 
ha racing team, Craig knows he can't sit 
back and just go with the flow. He 
signed a one-year contract with Yamaha 
and he knows that if he wants to remain 
on the team in the following years he 
must repay them with results. 

“Yamaha didn’t hire me to be an 
also-ran; they hired me to win. That's it. 
Yeah, there’s a lot riding on my shoul- 
ders in the supercross series, that’s for 
sure. My teammate Jeff Emig, though, is 
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just about the best outdoor motocrosser 
there is, but he has not yet really taken 
off in supercross. So Yamaha is expect- 
ing me to perform in supercross. I have 
to win, that's all there is to it." 

Now that he's a factory team rider, 
there's a slightly different tone in his 
voice. There's a hint of seriousness 
behind his words that he can't hide. 

"There's definitely more pressure on 
me now. This has changed my life. 
Before (when Craig was a support rider) 
I'd like beating the factory guys, that 
made me look good; if I didn't, or if I 
finished just in the top 10, no big deal. 
But now being a factory rider I have to 
beat ‘em. 

"Being on the factory team also 
means that you really have to devote 
yourself to racing; there are many peo- 
ple counting on you. I mean, if I get 
passed because of the bike or some- 
thing, then they'll fix it, but if I get 
passed because I'm tired, then that's my 
fault, not theirs. I don't want that." 

No one has ever denied the fact that 
Craig is fast, but some insiders have 
referred to him as a crasher. 

“My biggest problem in the past is 
my endurance, or the lack of it," he said. 
"I would get tired late in the race, do 
something stupid and crash. That's why 
Yamaha has me on a strict training pro- 
gram. My mechanic Brian Lunniss has 
me on a strict (training) schedule, and 
he calls me every day making sure I 
don't slack off. He's always there, every 
day. I used to get up in the morning and 
if I didn't feel like working (out), I 
wouldn't. Now, I get up and work no 
matter how I feel, unless I'm really sick 
or something. Even if I'm flying some- 
where, I better bring my running shoes. 
Right now, I’m making every day count 
- Im going to bed whipped these days! 

“But this is what I want, this is what I 
worked for, and I'm happy. I want to 
win races and I'm going to do whatever 
it takes (to win)." 

Craig knows that if he's going to win 
then he's going to have to mr Jeremy 
McGrath, the defending cham: 
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“I don't want him win- 
ning any more. I don't like 
seeing someone else getting 
all the glory - it makes me 
angry. You just can't let him 
(McGrath) get away from 
you off the starts; that's 
what he did last year." 

Craig is a well-rounded 
rider. He is a competent 
racer whether it's in the sta- 
diums or outdoors on the 
National motocross circuit, 
but he admits that he enjoys 
Supercross best. 

"I love it. I like the tracks 
a little better because 
they’re more technical and, 
for me, the more technical 
the better. I like doing 
things that people think 
twice about doing, like 
jumping a big triple or 
whatever. I also love the 
crowds.” 

For the first time in his 
career, Craig will devote an 
entire season in the AMA 
.National Championship 


250cc MX Series. In the past, Craig has 
competed mostly in the 125cc class. 

"| prefer the 250s. They're good at 
every race. When you're racing 125s, 
you have to set the jetting differently at 
each and every track, and sometimes 
you don't get it just right. They perform 
so differently from week to week. But 
you don't have to worry about that with 
the 250s." 

Craig will be shooting for two titles 
in '94 - the 250cc Supercross and the 
250cc outdoor National crowns, and he 
wants them both. 

"They're both important, but I guess 
the supercross series gets more glory. 
But my main goal is to win races - that's 
the biggest thing right now. If you think 
about winning championships, you're 
not going to win races. I’m going to take 
things race by race, but if I'm in the title 
hunt, I'm not shutting off.” 

Craig will celebrate his 25th birth- 
day in January. By today's standards, 
25 is a little old to be signing factory 
contracts. Generally, the factory teams 
tend go after the young, up-and-com- 
ing kids and if they do well and win 








championships, they hang on to them. 
But to Mike Craig, age has little signifi- 
cance. 

“If you look at all of the top riders 
right now, they're all up there (in age) - 
Kiedrowski, Stanton, and even 
McGrath. But I really think that Guy 
Cooper changed things age-wise. He's 
shown you can win and do well when 
you're 30. But the bottom line is that if 
you're excited it doesn't matter how old 
you are. You can be just as excited at 25 
as you can be at 17. I know I'm more 

r now than ever before!” 

Off the track, Mike Craig overflows 
with personality and is never at a loss 
for words. He is also one of the most 
confident riders in the pits. Ask any 
rider on race day how they predict they 
will fare in the race, and they will usual- 
ly respond conservatively. Ask Craig 
the same question and he responds 
enthusiastically: “I’m going to win!" or 
"This one's mine, " or "I'm goin' for it." 
He's not being conceited or trying to be 
cocky, this is just how he is - he is a con- 
fident man. 

This attitude has paid off for Craig in 
the MTEG 250cc Ultracross Series, 





where he has earned three champi- 
onships. He finished seventh overall in 
the 1993 Supercross Series, despite sit- 
ting out the last three rounds due to an 


` injury. He ended up being the top-fin- 


ishing non-factory-backed rider in that 
series. His best result was a third place 
at the Dallas Su : 

Craig is a family man. He and his 
wife, Joanna, have two children - Jere- 
my, who is four, and Christian, who is 
two. They live in a single-story, three- 
bedroom, 1800-square-foot house on a 
half acre of land in El Cajon. Joanna is a 
full-time housewife. 

"She takes care of the kids all day. 
There's no way she'll let Jeremy and 
Christian spend the day with someone 
else, and that's fine with me. She's 
pumped (about Mike's Yamaha ride); 
she knows how hard I'm trying." 

There's no doubt about it, life is 
sweet for Michael Ray Craig right now. 

"Things couldn't be better. I have my 
family; I have a factory ride, good bikes, 
a good mechanic. If I don't win now - I 
don't know... 

"I'm expected to win." [5]

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INTERVIEW AMA Grand National Cross Country Champion Fred Andrews

hen Fred Andrews rolled up to 

the start line for the first Grand 

National Cross Country of the 
year in Gainesville, Florida, he probably 
felt a little like a fish out of water. 
Woods-racing regulars are a close-knit 
group, not eager to accept flashy, 
unproven motocrossers into their folds. 
Andrews proved that he was at least a 
force to be reckoned with when he won 
that series-opener but, in a way, that only 
made things worse; if there's one thing 
off-roaders hate worse than uninvited 
guests, it's getting beaten by them on 
their home turf. But nine months later, 
when Andrews had won four rounds 
and clinched the title with two races 
remaining, the off-road set finally began 
to accept the friendly Yamaha rider. 
Andrews was no longer a motocrosser, 
he was a woods racer - and a good one. 
Did you ever think that you would win 
the cross country title in your first year 
of woods racing? 
No, I can't say I did. When I rode the 
first national of the year in Florida, I was 
only doing it to see how I would do and 
what would happen. I ended up win- 
ning the race, but I was still up in the air 
about what I was going to do this sea- 
son. I was thinking that maybe it was 





time to try something else. I talked to - 


the people at Yamaha about riding the 
off-road series and they sounded like 
they were willing to help, so I decided 
to change directions and follow the 
cross country series. I was getting a little 
old for pro motocross, but woods racing 
is something that I could do for five or 
six more years. 

How long did you race motocross? 

I raced for 15 years, the last 10 as a pro- 
fessional. But I was also into woods rac- 
ing. In the off-season, I would ride hare 
scrambles back home in Ohio and just 
play-ride in the woods. 

My family has a couple of motorcycle 
dealerships in Ohio - one in Salem and 
the other in Canfield. We sell all four 
motorcycle brands. My parents (Phil 
and Nancy) didn't have their own deal- 
ership until 1983. Before that, my mom 
worked at a dealership and my dad 
rode for the same one. It took about 10 
years before they got to where they 
owned a shop. I guess our whole family 
has always been motorcycle-orient- 
ed. 

Your brother Joel is also a pretty 
good racer, isn't he? 

He really is. Originally, he was the 
one that wanted to be the serious 
racer and I was the one who just 
wanted to hang out and have fun. I 
never thought that I would be rac- 
ing motorcycles for a living. But Joel 
hurt his knees really bad at a local 
race in the early 1980s, and my dad 
had all these bikes laying around, so 
it was my turn to give it a shot. 

How did you do as a professional 
motocrosser? 

Well, I never won a national or any- 
thing, but I earned national number 
17 twice, number 18 twice, number 
24, number 39 last year, number 44, 
number 47 and number 89, so I 
guess that's pretty good. I also did 
pretty good as an amateur coming 
up. I was riding the 100 class at 
Loretta Lynn's Amateur Nationals, 
and going into the last moto it was 
between Jeff Stanton, Donny Schmit and 
myself. Whoever won the last moto 
would win the championship. I was 
leading the whole race until the last lap, 
actually the last corner, but I fell down 
and they both got by me. My dad was so 
mad when I got back to the pits that he 
loaded my bike and we headed home, 
but I was still dressed in all my riding 
gear! ` 











As a pro motocrosser, you probably 
formed some opinions about woods 
racers over the years. How close did 
your expectations come to what woods 
racers are really like? 

A lot of things about woods racing and 
woods racers really surprised me. For 
instance, I never thought that they 
would go that fast for three-straight 
hours. It also seemed to me that they 
would take a break here and there, and 
then really go for it at the end. I found 
out this year that you have to go just 
about as hard as you can from start to 
finish, because everyone else is going 
100%. Training-wise, I really don't do 
anything different now than what I did 
as a motocrosser. I still go out and ride 
motocross a lot during the week because 
it's hard to go out and practice in the 
woods and go fast. You can practice cer- 
tain things in the woods, but you can't 
just go out there by yourself on a 
Wednesday and ride that hard for that 
long without being pushed. 

Another difference between the two 
is that woods racers are always thinking 
more about where they're going, and 
looking for different lines. In motocross 
you don't have to look so much for 
lines, because the tracks are a little 
shorter and the lines don't change so 
much. You have to do a lot more think- 
ing in the woods because you don't get 
an hour of practice before the race, the 
lines are always changing and you have 
to know where everyone else is. You 
just never know what's going to happen 
in a woods race. 

How do your rivals in woods racing 
differ from those you used to have in 
motocross? 

In cross country racing I'm pretty much 
at the top level, but in the other sport I 
wasn't. The guys at the top of the 
motocross results are really business- 
like and pretty serious, but the guys 
below that, where I was, were all pretty 
friendly with each other. No one was 
going to take another guy out or hurt 
him just to do it, because we were 
friends off the track. I think the woods 
guys are a lot like that. 

Did you feel like the pressure was on 
you to win this year? Wouldn't your 
motocross friends have gotten down on 
you for getting beaten by a bunch of 
trail riders? 


I came into woods racing this year with 
nothing to lose and everything to gain. 
Maybe that's why I was able to do so 
well. Each race was like a new experi- 
ence for me, so no matter how I fin- 
ished, at least I got the experience for 
the future. These other guys have been 
at it for years now, riding the same 
tracks and learning little things like 
which line to use on a certain part of a 
course, or exactly how far they can go 














on a tank of gas. That's stuff that I'm 
still learning. 

Do you think that kind of knowledge 
comes from knowing a particular track 
or area so well, or is it just a “trail 
sense" that woods riders develop over 
the years?

I think that it’s a combination of both. 
We had a race in Elkins, West Virginia, 
in October, where there was a section 
that we had go across a ridge and then 
drop down a hill. The old trail from a 
few years ago went straight off the hill, 
but this year it went around a bend and 
then met back up with the old trail. I 
was leading the race on the first lap and 
I followed the normal trail. All of the 
other guys knew that short-cut over the 





hill and they all came out ahead of me. 
It wasn’t that big of a deal, just one of 
those things that comes with experience. 


_ As far as looking for lines on the main 


trail, like where to cross over some rocks 
or which line to use up a steep hill, I 
think I’ve always been pretty good at 
picking up stuff like that. I’m not 
at a big disadvantage in that 
respect. 
Your family and friends seem 
to really enjoy the woods races 
now. Everyone comes a day or 
two early and there’s practically 
a tail-gate party atmosphere 
around the Andrews pits. 
My family has been with me my 
whole career, and it will proba- 
bly stay that way for as long as I 
race. They’ve gotten me to 
where I’m at right now, and I 
enjoy having them at every race 
to help out. In this sport you 
have to have a good pit crew, so 
it gives them a chance to be 
more involved than they ever 
were before. These races are like 
a family affair for us and it’s 
much better for my dad’s bike 
shops than my motocross career 
was. We sell a ton of bikes to 
people who just ride in the 
woods and now they see us coming to 
these races and supporting this part of 
the sport. In the pro motocross nation- 
als, I was racing all over the country 
every weekend and there would only be 
a handful of people who'd ever heard of 
me at the bike shops. The cross country 
races all are reasonably close to where 
we live (Salem, Ohio) and to the people 
who might visit our shop. 

As for coming to the races early, I 
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decided at Loretta Lynn’s, in March, 
that I would walk the track the day 
before the race. Four and a half hours 
later, I still hadn't finished and it was 
getting dark. The next day when I woke 
up I was so sore that I could hardly 
move, and it ended up being the worst 
race I had all year, but at least I knew 
the track. So from there on out, I started 
coming in on Fridays to walk the track, 
and then just spend Saturday relaxing at 
the hotel or watching the quadcycle 
races or whatever. 

I think that walking the track is 
extremely important in woods racing. 
You might not think that after walking 
something that takes four hours you 
would remember any of it, but you'd be 
surprised at what comes back to you on 
that first lap. You remember so many lit- 
tle lines here and there that help you. 
With the talent level we have now, I 
think I need every advantage I can get. 
Even though you guys are so competi- 
tive, you seem to get along well off the 
track. How does that compare to your 
motocross days? 

The top woods guys are friendly with 
each other, but I don't think that the top 
motocross guys could ever hang out 
together. I think they would all just as 
soon kill each other! There's too much 
money involved for the motocrossers. In 
our sport we don't make that much 
money, so there's really nothing 
between us but pride. In motocross 
everyone is worried about losing their 
job, or losing money, or whatever. 
Woods racing is more like a hobby or a 
recreational sport. There's not all that 
big money and pressure. We just go out 
there to do the best we can. 

But ' »metimes it does lead to contact. 
Didn't you and Scott Summers have a 
few battles this year that involved 
some banging? _ 

Yeah, we had a pretty famous run-in 
towards the end of the series. I got the 





brunt of the blame for that because the 
MotoWorld cameras were at the part of 
the track where I hit him. Then he 
brake-checked me and I went down, so 
it looked like I was the bad guy. But 
believe me, Scott was every bit as 
aggressive that day as I was. That's 
what hap; when you have a couple 
of guys who want to win as badly as 
Scott and I want to - but it's not nearly 
as bad as it is in motocross. Anyway, I 
like to think that that's all behind us 
now. Next year we have to start all over 
again and we are both going to be out 
there to win every race, just like we 
were this year; so are Scott Plessinger 
and Jan Hrehor and Doug Blackwell and 
everyone else. 

You've already proven yourself as a 
capable cross country and hare scram- 
bles competitor. Do you have any 
plans of branching out into other forms 
of off-road, like enduro or desert rac- 
ing, or maybe even the ISDE? 

I would have tried the Six Days this 
year, but I just didn't think that the help 
was there to make it worth my while. I 
really didn't have any commitments for 
help this year, but next year I'm going to 
do it no matter what, even if I have to 
do it on my own. The ISDE is going to 
be in Oklahoma, and that means it 
won't be as expensive or difficult to get 
to as the ones on the other side of the 
world. 

Do you know how to time-keep for 
enduros? 

Nope. But I think I know enough guys 
who've done it, enough people in the 
industry who are good at it, that could 
teach me. That's another thing about the 
off-road scene - I’m sure just about any- 
one in this sport would be willing to 
help anyone else out. I bet that I could 
go up to Randy Hawkins, ask him for 
advice and he would give it to me. I 
barely know him, but that’s just the way 
people are in this sport. I'm sure that 











nobody wants to give away all of their 
secrets, but if I asked someone about the 
basics of time-keeping I think that they 
would be more than glad to help me. I'd 
have to learn the rest on my own. 

Have you begun training for next 
year's title defense yet? 

I go to Florida in December every year 
to ride and train and hang out, spending 
Christmas, New Years, and most:of the 
winter down there. I’ve been competing 
in the Florida Winter-AMA MX Series 
every year since 1982, and I plan on rid- 
ing it again this year. I won the series in 
“88 in the 500 class, and in '87 I lost the 
125 title by one point when they said I 
jumped the starting gate. It was a back- 
wards-falling gate. How can you jump 
that? It was a guy from Florida who 
protested me, too. 

Did you ride any woods nationals 
before this year? 

I rode one, maybe three or four years 
ago. I'm not sure where it was, but I 
remember not doing too well. My broth- 
er Joel rode the Grand National Cross 
Country Series last year, and I think he 
shocked a lot of people by doing so well. 
I mean, he came out of nowhere to 
almost win a few races, including the 
Blackwater 100. In fact, one of the rea- 
sons that I got into cross country this 
year was because he hurt his knee again 
and couldn't ride this year. I know Joel 
wishes that he could be out there, so if it 
makes him feel better when I compete in 
the woods and do well, then it's worth 
giving it a shot. After I won the Black- 
water this summer, I kind of dedicated 
the win to him and my dad, because 
they had both come close to winning 
that race. My dad was second overall 
back in 1977, and Joel was third last 
year. I think it was really gratifying to 
them that an Andrews finally won it this 
year. Each one of my wins is really more 
of a family accomplishment than an 
individual win. 

How did your sponsors feel when you 
changed your mind early in the year, 
deciding to spend the season riding in 
the woods rather than on the pro 
motocross tour? 

To tell you the truth, most of them now 
tell me that I’m finally worth something 
to them. It's more important to them to 
have a guy who wins a cross country 
national than it is to have a guy who 
gets eighth or tenth in a motocross 
national. Every one of my sponsors 
stayed with me through the transition 
and I really believe that they are happier 
with me now than they ever were, 
because I'm finally getting my picture in 
the magazines and giving them some- 
thing to brag about when I win races. I 
would hardly get any publicity for a 
sixth or seventh in a national, but my 
sponsors still helped me. I guess now’s 
my chance to pay them all back. 

You started the 1993 series out with a 
win in Florida, on a track that was fair- 
ly rough and open. Did you expect to 
win that first day? 

After I saw the track, yes, I thought I 
could win. I was more worried about 
holding on for three hours than I was 
about going as fast as Summers and 
Larry Roeseler and those guys. I mean, 
that was really a sandy track, probably 
the roughest we would see all year. 
Three hours was a long time to be going 
that fast on that kind of a track, but once 
I got out there I kind of got a good drive 
going and I kept it going the whole 
time. 

That first week in Florida was really 
busy for me. I raced on Sunday in the 
250 MX national at Gainesville and put 
in two hard motos. (Andrews finished 
ninth in the first moto but crashed out of 
the second moto while running in the 
top 10). The cross country national was 
on the following Tuesday and I pretty 
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much destroyed my body, especially my 
hands. Then I rode the Daytona Super- 
cross on Saturday and I made the main 
event. (Andrews finished 24th). I have 
to admit I was pretty worn out by the 
time we went home. 

One thing that really stands out 
about that week was that first moto at 
Gainesville. 1 was riding hard the 
whole time and towards the end 1 saw 
that Damon Bradshaw was coming up 
behind me. We were back in ninth and 
tenth and it was late in the race, but he 
never did catch up with me. For a 
like him to be riding back in tenth had 
to be a real let-down, but I felt really 
good about being in that position. He 
gave up that day. I guess it was a sign of 
things to come. 

Scott Summers turned out to be your 
biggest rival this year. Is the hype that 
surrounds him and his big XR600 justi- 
fied, or do you think he's over-rated? 
There's no hype there - he's definitely as 
fast as people say. I personally didn't 
think that it was possible for someone to 
go that fast on that 600, but he definitely 
gets the job done. There's no way you 
can take anything away from the guy. 
He's a good rider. Maybe he has a weird 
style, but he just keeps that Honda 
going the whole time. Scott's got a really 
big heart, too. He wants to win badly. 
Now that you and Rodney Smith and 
Ty Davis have proven that former 
motocrossers can succeed off-road, do 
you feel like more motocrossers will 
follow? 

I feel that going into the woods is get- 
ting to be more of an option for old 
motocrossers than it used to be, but I 
can't see someone like McGrath or Brad- 
shaw or any of those guys really getting 
into it. I don't think that guys like that 
would want to because the money is not 
there and that's what they're used to. 
But I think that Guy Cooper will do 
good. He's out there to have fun, no 
matter what kind of motorcycle he's on, 
or what kind of race he's entered in. 
Last year he and I rode together in the 
woods for a couple of weeks and he was 
pretty good. He bounces off a lot of 
things, but that's just Coop. I think he'll 
be really good for our sport and he'll 
help us grow. 

You keep referring to woods racing as 
“our sport." Do you now consider 
yourself a woods racer rather than a 
motocrosser? 

Yes, I'm a woods racer now. Woods rac- 
ing is what I do now; it's what Yamaha 
has hired me to do. I'll still do some 
motocrosses but my focus is now in 
woods racing. I was going to ride more 
motocross races than just that first 
national last year, but once I got into 
woods racing, I didn't want to mess up 
my chances at the title because I crashed 
in a supercross or something. I also had 
plans to ride the 500 nationals. I was 
talking to Yamaha about using some of 
Damon's old parts from a couple of 
years ago, but at the last minute that 
deal fell through. 

Your winning in Florida was a sign of 
things to come, but you had a lot of 
Skeptics at first, didn't you? 

I'm sure that a lot of people thought it 
was a fluke and that I wouldn't do any 
good after that. The guy who really gave 
it to me the worst was Art Eckman from 
MotoWorld. After I won in Florida he 
said something like, "Don't worry, 
they'll be in the woods next week." He 
made it sound like I couldn't do any- 
thing in the woods, and that really upset 
me. I ended up winning races on every 
kind of terrain. The race I won in Ohio 
was tight and dusty; the High Point race 
was about as muddy a race as I've ever 
seen; and Blackwater was, well, Black- 
water. I'd love to ask him what he 
thinks of me now. e

Worth the wait

en Jeff Emig captured the 1992 
Wy: National MX Champi- 
onship, die-hard Yamaha fans 
just couldn't wait for the “93 Yamaha 
YZ125 to hit the showroom floors. Sure, 
the stock '92 YZ125 was rather slow, but 
it was no secret that Emig's production- 
based factory YZ125 was one of the 
fastest machines - if not the fastest - on 
the track. In addition, many hop-up 
shops across the country had found a 
way to squeeze a great deal more power 
out of the white and magenta motorcy- 
cles. Surely Yamaha would apply the 
knowledge they gained in '92 to the '93 
version, right? 

Wrong. Like most others, we were 
very disappointed with the power out- 
put of the ‘93 YZ125. After our initial 
ride on the machine, we quickly 
removed the seat, sure that the airbox 
lid had been left on. No such luck. The 
'93 YZ failed to excite anyone on our 
editorial staff. The lackluster power 
delivery felt flat, and at no point in the 
rpm range did it provide even the 
slightest hint of "get-up-and-go." But 
once again, Yamaha buffs continued to 








buy the machines, and, once again, 
hop-up shops continued to rake in the 
cash. . 

Then came the '94 YZ125. 

While Honda, Kawasaki and Suzuki 
riders could be seen at the track aboard 
their new ‘94 125s as early as August, 
Yamaha riders had to wait until early 
November to get ahold of the all-new 
YZ125. 

“Yamaha must be having some real 
problems with that bike to be releasing 
them so late,” said one competing facto- 
ry representative, who shall remain 
nameless. 

They say that patience is a virtue, 
and while some Yamaha riders jumped 
ship and purchased red, green or yellow 
125s, those who waited for the “late” YZ 
were duly rewarded. 

Gone is the “Hooveresque” motor of 
the past, and in its place is - dare we say 
it - a motor that delivers power similar 
to that of the almighty Honda CR125. 
Coupled with one of the best all-around 











chassis in the class, 
the ‘94 Yamaha 
YZ125 is the answer 
to many a rider’s 
dreams. 

At the heart of the 
new YZ125 is a com- 
pletely redesigned 
engine - and we 
mean completely. As 
a matter of fact, you 
can tell that the 
motor is all-new by 
just looking at it - 
even the external 
shape of the motor is 
different than it has 
been in past years. A 
new crankcase, cylin- 
der and piston 
replace the old, and 
the end result is a 
motor that finally has 
a hint of the awe- 
some power that 
piloted Jeff Emig to 
the ‘92 125cc Nation- 
al Championship. 

A guillotine-type 
power valve replaces 


last year's YPVS system, and the intake 
tract features a straighter design that 
directs the air-gas mixture into the cylin- 
der with greater velocity. A new reed- 
cage design is intended to better mix the 
air/gas solution. A hotter ignition, along 
with an all-new expansion chamber and 
smaller silencer round out the engine 
changes. 

Like the YZ250, the 125 received a 
steeper steering head angle and the 
"reduced travel" Kayaba suspension 
units. Both changes were geared 
towards better turning characteristics. 
Small details in the chassis include a 
new alloy swingarm for reduced 
weight, as well as a one-piece solid- 
mount top handlebar clamp. 

In the ever-changing world of brake 
rotor “holes,” the new YZ rotors feature 
round holes, rather than last year’s slots. 
A greater leverage ratio in the front 
brake lever provides better power up 
front, while a new lever improves rear 
binding action.

must admit, I held my breath as I 
[e to the track aboard our Yamaha 

YZ125 test bike. “Man, I hope I like 
this thing,” I thought. After writing 
about the YZ125's lack of oomph for the 
past two years, I honestly ached to be 
able to write something positive about 
Yamaha's eighth-liter machines. 

A smile quickly crept over my face as 
I powered out of the first turn. "This 
bike hauls,” I thought. I’m sure that the 
other testers grew impatient waiting for 
their turns, as I rode the new YZ125 
until I was on the brink of exhaustion. 

Power starts down low and pulls 
well into the middle of the powerband 
before signing off into a somewhat flat 
top end. Had it not been for its lacking 
top, I would have sworn I was riding a 
white Honda. Yes, it's that fast. Power- 
ing out of corners, blipping over jumps 
and tearing off the starting line will 
leave YZ riders in awe. Unlike the past 




































few YZ125s that revved rather slowly, 
the new powerplant will scream with 
the best of them. 

The rest of the bike was equally as 
pleasing. Though I disliked the short- 
ened travel design on the YZ250, the 
125s Kayaba units feel like pure magic. 
Both the fork and shock soaked up 
everything thrown their way, although I 
felt that the forks are set up too softly 
for heavier or faster riders. A set of 
stiffer front springs should be the 
answer. Never did the bike swap, kick 
or glance off even the squarest of 
bumps. 

Though I have disliked Yamaha 
ergonomics in the past, I felt right at 
home aboard the new purple and white 
machine. Maybe it was because I was so 
excited about the motor that I didn't 
notice any of the small things that I usu- 
ally whine about. 

The front brake provided plenty of 
stopping power in a predictable fashion, 
but at times the rear binder felt rather 
grabby. 

My only real complaint about the 
YZ125 was its reluctance to shift under 
power. On several occasions, I found 
myself rolling off the gas in order to 
grab a higher gear. And in the fast- 
paced 125 class, every split-second 
counts. We tried changing the gear box 
oil, but the YZ still refused to deliver 
smooth shifting under power. Maybe - if

emember that nerdy little kid at 
R= school that everybody used 

to pick on? At my school, there 
was one such youth that finally had 
enough. After being pushed to the brink 
by one particularly abrasive bully, the 
kid turned around and smacked the ruf- 
fian in the face. No one gave him much 
trouble after that. 

After producing several model years 
of painfully slow YZ125s, I think Yama- 
ha may have felt a little like that tor- 
mented kid. Endless jeers were hurled 
in the direction of the white-and-purple 
tiddler - by both the press and the pub- 
lic - and Yamaha engineers had finally 
had enough. They hit back, and the 
result is the 1994 YZ125, a bike that is a 
downright joy to ride. 

The engineers’ primary concern was 
to make the YZ’s motor fast, and they 
were finally successful in doing just 
that. The new motor offers more power 
in every section of the powerband, with 
the sweet spot being concentrated near 
the top. I would prefer a little more 
“oomph” off the bottom, but if you keep 
the piston moving, the Yamaha can real- 
ly scream. 

The lack of bottom end necessitates 
liberal use of the clutch, which fortu- 
nately offers a nice feel and seems to 
hold up well under abuse. Unfortunate- 
ly, the transmission is not as impressive, 
as it still has that notchiness that Yama- 
ha doesn’t seem capable of shaking. 
Upshifting requires a deliberate prod of 
the lever, especially if the throttle hap- 
pens to be pinned, and missed shifts are 
not uncommon. This same trait mani- 
fested itself on the YZ250, but it is even 
more unforgivable on a 125. Front and 
rear brakes were strong on the Yamaha, 
and also provided plenty of feel. 

Yamaha had less work to do with the 
suspension than they did with the 
motor, as last year’s Kayaba units were 
among the best available. Still, they 
chose to make a few changes, and the 
‘94 suspenders are nearly perfect. I felt 
the fork on the YZ250 was a little harsh 
when dropping onto flat ground from 
launcher jumps, but noticed no such 








trend on the 125. The 

fork is also quite adept 

at soaking up fast, 

whooped-out straights, 

as is the rear shock. If 

anything, I would like slightly stiffer 
spring rates, but the stockers were not 
far off base. 

The little Yamaha also gets high 
marks in the handling department. The 
stellar suspension lets the bike track 
straight, but the steeper head angle 
means tight turns can also be easily 
negotiated. I think Yamaha has reached 
the perfect compromise between 
straight-line stability and cornering 
prowess, at least for a 125. 

When first climbing on the YZ125, I 
had the impression of feeling cramped - 
but that’s usually the case when my 
long legs are combined with a 125; after 
a lap or two aboard the Yamaha, I felt 
right at home. The seat is easy to 
maneuver back and forth on, although 
I'd prefer a taller chunk of foam, and the 
bodywork doesn't catch or snag. I still 
like the hand-holes in the side panels, 
and the white tank is translucent 
enough that you can tell when it's full. 
Most important of all (at.least to some), 
the YZ's color scheme looks trick; the 
purple, yellow and orange highlights on 
a white background are tough to beat. 

This is without a doubt the most 
competitive YZ125 I've ever ridden, and 
I expect it to fare well in our 125cc 
shoot-out. With a little more bottom-end 
power and a smoother tranny, it could 
be the perfect tiddler.

YZ125 has been giving away horse- 

power to some of its competitors 
over the past few years, I’ve still consid- 
ered it as one of my favorite 125cc 
MxXers. Why? Because of its suspension. 
While many may have declared the YZ 
"slow" over the past few years, I have 


IÈ spite of the fact that the Yamaha 








felt that what the bikes have lacked in 
sheer horsepower, was made up for in 
the suspension and handling depart- 
ments. 

So you can imagine how I felt when I 
hopped on the ‘94 YZ125 and discov- 
ered it had horsepower! Yes, horsepow- 
er and handling! 

I'll tell you right now that I like the 
new YZ125 a lot. The motor is more 
than capable of hanging with the rest of 
its class. Okay, so it’s still not the fastest 
of the Big Four, but it’s still fast enough 
for me. There really isn’t a whole lot in 
the way of bottom-end to speak of, but 
from mid-range on up, the little YZ 
indeed hauls. On moist dirt when trac- 
tion is plentiful, the front end will rise as 
soon as the throttle is twisted open. 

Yes, the motor is good - there’s no 
doubt about it. Luckily, even though the 
Yamaha has more beans, it hasn’t lost 
anything in the way of handling. In my 
opinion, the Yamaha is still the best- 
handling and best-suspended 125cc 
MxXer around. The fork works well, as 
does the back end, but most of all, the 


YZ still feels as solid as ever; I never feel , 


as though the Yamaha is about to spit 
me off or do something unexpected. 
Even on the notoriously rough Carlsbad 
MX track, perhaps the roughest in 
southern California, I never felt out of 
control on the Yamaha. Instead, the YZ 
soaks up the bumps with ease, giving 
me the chance to concentrate on other 
things, like setting up a pass on the guy 
ahead of me. 

The only thing that annoyed me 
about the new YZ was that I had a hard 
time shifting the bike. It seemed that 
whenever I started riding the bike really 
aggressively, I missed shifts, especially 
while exiting turns with the throttle 
wide open. At first I thought it might've 
been just me, but both Chris and Donn 
mentioned that they had the same prob- 
lem. That leads me to believe that the 





YZ might have a problem in that area, 
or at least our test bike did. 

. Other than that, the YZ performed 
flawlessly. I think it has a good motor, 
the suspension and handling are as 
good as ever, and the ergonomics are, 
for me, the best of the four. 

Yamaha definitely has a good thing 
on its hands.

onda built the Honda RC45 for 
Hs: reasons: 1) The World Super- 

bike Championship; 2) The AMA 

National Superbike Champi- 
onship; 3) The All-Japan Superbike 
Championship; 4) The Suzuka 8-Hour. 
They've built the best motorcycle, 
they've hired the best riders, and they 
don't plan on finishing anywhere other 
than first. Sister-kissing is not what the 
Honda RC45 is all about. 

With the All-Japan Championship 
converting from Formula One to Super- 
bike rules in 1994 - and the Suzuka 8- 
Hour following suit - it was imperative 
that Honda build a streetbike-based 
motorcycle with performance close to 
the one-off Honda RVF750s used previ- 
ously in that championship. The RC45 is 
just that, a streetbike-based motorcycle. 
Trust me on this one: Honda didn't have 
you and me in mind when they sat 
down at the drawing board and started 
designing the RC45 - this bike is built 
for the Doug Polens, the Aaron Slights 
and the Kevin Magees of the world. 

That's okay. At $27,000 you and I 
can't afford one anyway, but at least I 
was given the opportunity to ride an 
RC45 even before new Honda-signee 
Polen got his grubby little hands on one. 

Honda chose its elaborate, $35 mil- 
lion Honda Proving Center of California 
testing facility to introduce the RC45 to 
members of the American motorcycling 
press. We were given an opportunity to 
briefly ride the two RC45s on the Prov- 
ing Center's new road course and also 
on the 7.5-mile oval that circles the facil- 
ity. Strict instructions of “crash one and 
we'll have to kill you" kept riding 
impressions short and sweet, but you 
only have to look at the RC45 to know 
what it's capable of. 


Trick, trick, trick... 

At the heart of the RC45 lies the 
749cc liquid-cooled, 90-degree V-four. 
Honda didn't just tweak a little bit on 
the seven-year-old RC30 powerplant - 
they reinvented it. The new-generation 
V-four is straight out of HRC, devel- 
oped by project leaders with engine and 
chassis backgrounds straight from 








Honda's long list of trickery - the 
NR500, the NS500, the NSR250 and 
NSR500, and the NR750. The goal was 
to build a lighter, more compact V-four 
with a power output of 150 horsepower 
in race-kitted form. 

Using things such as metal composite 
(sintered aluminum powder mixed with 
ceramic and graphite) cylinder sleeves, 
weighing 3.3 pounds less than the steel 
sleeves used on the RC30 engine and 
also providing better heat dissipation, 
and a lightweight magnesium head and 
sprocket covers, HRC ended up with an 
engine some nine pounds lighter than 
the RC30 powerplant. The air box was 
beefed up from 3.4 to 7.0 liters. 
Straighter, steeper downdraft intake 
ports, a closer 26-degree included valve 
angle, a 2mm larger bore (72mm) and 
fully transistorized ignition all combine 
to give the necessary power output. The 
RC45 also uses three-ring "slipper" pis- 
tons and titanium connecting rods. 

Also new is the gear-driven valve 
train which is positioned on the right 
side of the engine to allow for closer 
cylinder spacing and thus more com- 
pactness. The train directly drives each 
set of camshafts with spring-loaded split 
gears, claimed to reduce noise, and 
elminates one crankshaft journal and 
one camshaft journal for even more 
weight loss. 

Honda personnal are frank when 
they discuss the key to being competi- 
tive in the superbike wars - fuel injec-

tion. Based on the Programmed Fuel 
Injection (PGM-FI) system developed 
for Honda’s NR750, the new system 
uses the same set of seven sensors to 
monitor key points of operation, and a 
dedicated central processing unit to 
accurately control performance. The sys- 
tem’s four injector throttle bodies fea- 
ture large, 46mm bores for optimal air- 
flow around the large butterfly valves. 
The pre-programmed system will fea- 
ture programming adjustability on the 
race version (via six knobs) , but not on 
the street version. 

Instead of the RC30’s 125mm, 10- 
plate clutch system, the RC45 uses a 
140mm, eight-plate clutch taken directly 
from the NSR line. The clutch works in 
conjunction with the close-ratio, six- 
speed transmission which features 
undercut shift dogs to prevent missed 
shifts. 

To help cool the RC45 powerplant, 
Honda has added a pair of fan-assisted 
aluminum radiators, and an air-cooled 
oil cooler that’s positioned to the side of 
the radiators. The four-into-two-into- 
one exhaust system on the RC45 uses an 
impact-extruded aluminum silencer 
similar to those found on the CBR900 
and CB1000. 

The lightweight and rigid triple-box, 
twin-spar frame comes straight from the 
RVF - not a replica, the real thing. The 
suspension goes right along with the 
rest of the motorcycle - the best. Up 
front, the Honda gets a fully-adjustable 





(12-click compression and rebound 
adjustments as well as pre-load adjusta- 
bility) 41mm inverted fork that uses alu- 
minum cartridge rods and cylinders - a 
first for a Honda street-going motorcy- 
cle. The outer stanchion tubes are gold- 
plated and sit in cast aluminum upper 
and forged aluminum lower triple 
clamps; the steering head stem is also 
made of alumite-plated aluminum. The 
rear suspension is a gas-charged Honda 
Pro-Link system (providing 5.1-inches 
of travel) that’s based on the CR 
motocross line. The key to the rear end, 
though, is the cast-aluminum, one-sided 
Pro-Arm swingarm, designed for 
strength and quick wheel changes. 

The RC45 streetbike comes with a 
3.50-16-inch front wheel, rather than the 
17-inch wheel found on the RC30. This 
allows for a 130/70-16 Dunlop Sport- 
max radial which, Honda says, gives the 
same effective diameter as the 120/70-17 
used on the RC30. According to Honda 
personnel, the race version RC45s will 
use a 17-inch front wheel - because of 
the wider variety of 17-inch slicks avail- 
able. The rear wheel features a 6.00-17 
rim that will be mounted with a 190/50 
Sportmax radial. 

The front brakes use the same Nissin 
four-piston calipers used on the CBR900 
and the same 310mm rotors used on the 
NR. The rear brake uses a twin-piston 
caliper system on a 220mm rotor. 

The RC45's appealing looks are high- 
lighted by the full, white and red fairing 





and the pair of recessed 130mm head- 
lights. The racer-replica seat positions 
the rider closer to the slightly higher 
(than the RC30) handlebars. The clean- 
looking cockpit features an electronic 
speedometer that’s wired directly to a 
countershaft-mounted sensor and an 
electronic tachometer that’s linked to a 
crankshaft sensor. The RC45 also fea- 
tures a digital liquid crystal display to 
monitor engine temperature. The alu- 
minum fuel tank holds 4.8 gallons of 
fuel and uses a high-pressure fuel 
pump. 
A brief ride 


When you throw your leg over the 
RC45, it’s hard not to think of it as 
throwing your leg over a $27,000 bundle 
of cash. It looks expensive, it feels 
expensive, and the Honda guys have 
already reminded you a zillion times 
that it is expensive. 

Four laps doesn’t give you much 
time to evaluate a motorcycle, but the 
real evaluation will come at Daytona in 
March, and at Donington Park come 


May. That's when the bike will face its - 


first major test against the competition - 
the Ducatis, the Kawasakis and the 
Yamahas. 

We can say this much - the RC45 is a 
race bike and it won't easily be confused 
with any thing else. By the time you 
select second gear, you've already 
noticed how compact and light the RC45 
feels. You also immediatly notice the 
large ram-air ducts that feed air from 
the front of the fairing into engine via 
the gas tank. At first the big black rams 
are a distraction, but that quickly goes 
away. You don't have much time for 
distractions on the RC45. 

We found the RC45 to be as comfort- 
able as a race bike can be, giving much 
the same feel as a 250cc GP racer. The 
handlebars and footpegs seem to be in 
the ideal position in relation to the seat, 
at least for my 5-foot, 8-inch frame. It 
may be a squeeze for taller riders, but 
how many tall World Champions have 
you seen lately? 

We were surprised at just how man- 
ageable the RC45 turned out to be. 
Designed to be ridden at world-class 
speeds, the RC45 didn't convulse when 
ridden by mere mortals. Throttle 
response was perfect, even at low rpms - 
wrong gear and all. It would just chug 
its way up the rev range. Riding this 
bike to work (you'll definitely need a 
good job to pay for it) and back really 
wouldn't be a problem, but it only gets 
better when ridden in the right gear and 
at high rpms. It just begs to be revved 
and that's when the RC45 really starts to 
strut its stuff. 

The Honda test track features a vari- 
ety of corners - downhill lefts, flat rights, 
quick left-to-right transitions - and the 
RC45 excelled at them all. There's one 
section of the track that features a third- 
gear, left-hand corner with a bump on 
the exit that leads to an uphill left. The 
Honda CBR600s (that we were allowed 
to ride while waiting our turn on the 
RC45s) would get a little skitterish over 
the bump on the exit, but the RC45 
would just track right through it - no 
problem. Overall, the RC45 just gives 
you a lot of confidence, especially know- 
ing that it was designed to be ridden a 
lot harder than most of us will ever be 
able to ride it. 

Then again, most of you will never 
get the chance to ride one. My ride last- 
ed for only four laps, but at least I got to 
it before Mr. Polen... N

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Icing on the cake 








Yamaha took the already-outstanding FZR1000 
and made it even better for ‘94. Areas that 
received touching up include the transmission, 
front brake and aerodynamics. The front brake 
now features super-strong, dual, six-piston 
calipers. It also has an anti-theft ignition.

amaha could have taken 
the easy way out. They 
could have kicked back and 
rested on their laurels. 
Instead, Yamaha engineers 
kept chugging away and 
refined what was already regarded as 
one of the best big-bore sport bikes 
around. They could have easily taken 
the 1993 FZR1000, slapped on new 
graphics, given it new paint, changed 
the yearly model letter designation from 
"E" to “F,” raised the price a notch, and 
sold it as a ‘94 model - and no one 
would have given a hoot. 

Instead, Yamaha went through the 
FZR1000 with a fine-tooth comb, and 
polished off any rough areas it might 
have had. When all was said and done, 
Yamaha wound up focusing their efforts 
on three main areas: improved engine 
usability, handling performance, and 
riding comfort. 

Yamaha's interpretation of improv- 
ing "engine usability" was, in the case of 
the FZR1000, making it shift better and 
smoother. They accomplished this by 
changing the internals - the clutch's 
main axle and push rod now have a 
tighter tolerance, and the shift fork 
“pawls” have been extended. Externally, 
a four-way adjustment dial has been 
incorporated into the clutch-lever 
assembly. 

The rest of the 1003cc, liquid-cooled, 
four-stroke, DOHC, forward-inclined 
parallel four-cylinder engine has been 
left untouched. 

As far as "improved handling" is 
concerned, Yamaha concentrated on the 
inverted fork and the front disc brake. 

Starting with the fork, there have 
been two changes. New anti-friction 
bushings have been installed in the 
outer tubes to increase rigidity, and rub- 
ber bumpers have replaced the oil-lock 
bottoming system to provide better 
cushion from sudden bottoming. The 
fork also features external compression 









and rebound-damping adjustments, as 
well as spring-preload adjustment. 

And the front brake? It now features 
beefed-up, dual, six-piston (instead of 
four-piston) calipers, as well as massive 
320mm rotors. The same system is 
found on Yamaha's new FZR750R. 

To improve "riding comfort," and/or 
rider convenience, Yamaha made some 
subtle, yet effective, changes to the FZR. 
The upper fairing and windscreen have 
been reshaped to reduce wind turbu- 
lence to the cockpit. The fairing has a 
steeper angle, and the windscreen is 
wider, plus, like the YZF750R, it features 
the new "cat-eye" dual headlight sys- 
tem. In addition, the mirrors have a new 
shape and are wider for better viewing. 

Like the clutch lever assembly, the 
front brake lever now features four-way 
adjustability. 

To top things off, an anti-theft device 
has been built into the ignition. The 
device is made up of a free-turning, 
hardened-steel ring located above the 
ignition switch. This ring protects the 
ignition from damage, such as forced 
entry via a drill, screw driver, or other 
such apparatus. 


Get on, hold on and shut up 


Yamaha presented the ‘94 FZR1000F 
to the motorcycling press in conjunction 
with the unveiling of the all-new 
YZF750R “superbike” at Roebling Road 
Raceway in Georgia. The FZR1000F, like 
the YZF750R, is a pure joy to ride on the 
track. Overall, it still feels very much 
like the FZR1000 of old, but, in certain 
areas, it’s better. 

The engine still vibrates a little bit, 
but it also still develops staggering 
power throughout its super-smooth 
powerband - pretty much the same as 
last year. The only difference is that the 
new FZR does shift better. It takes 
slightly less exertion on the shifter to 
catch the next gear - during both up- 
and down-shifts. Thanks to the better- 
fitting push-rod, the clutch also appears 
to have a better feel. 


Perhaps the most noticeable differ- 
ence between the '94 and “93 FZR1000s is 
the front brake. The front binder is 
extremely progressive and powerful. We 
had no problems whatsoever slowing 
the big Yamaha down for the turns, even 
when braking into Roebling Road’s turn 
one after the long front straightaway. At 









slower speeds, the front brake has out- 
standing feel - it's not as "grabby" as the 
units that have graced past FZRs. 

As far as the new fork goes, we had 
no complaints. Since we didn't have a 
'93 FZR1000 on hand for back-to-back 
comparison, it was difficult to tell if the 
fork is actually an improvement over 





last year’s fork. But we do know the ‘94 
fork works well. 

The new fairing and windscreen 
combo does a fine job of keeping wind 
turbulence down in the cockpit. In the 
tucked-in position, very little wind blast 
can be felt - and it’s very quiet. 

We managed to cram in about 60 
miles worth of street riding on the 
FZR1000 during our short stay in Geor- 
gia, and it still makes for an outstanding 
street bike. For a “race” bike, the FZR is 
reasonably comfortable, makes good 
low-end power and is extremely quiet, 
thanks, in part, to the EXUP valve in the 
exhaust system. 

As far as its appearance goes, the ‘94 
FZR1000 is strikingly pretty. It will be 
available in one color scheme - mostly 
solid black, with bright orange and pur- 
ple stripes. The cast-aluminum wheels 
are painted black. 

And how much will it cost? As of 
now, Yamaha hasn't set a suggested 
retail price for the FZR1000F, and isn't 
likely to do so until closer to the bike's 
February release date. Yamaha is still 
waiting to see what happens to the rela- 
tive value of the Japanese yen to the U.S. 
dollar... but one Yamaha spokesman did 
assure us that the FZR1000F will cost 
slightly less than the $9799 MSRP of the 
YZF750R. 

Yamaha’s mission to improve upon 
the ‘93 FZR1000 was a tough one, but 
they pulled it off, nonetheless. Any 
rough spots the FZR1000 might have 
had, have been smoothed out on the "94 
FZR1000F. 

The big question now is, just how are 
they going to improve it next year? €N

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2 INTERVIEW Two-time World Superbike Champion Fred Merkel

red Merkel won the 
Ps of his three 

AMA National 
Superbike Champi- 
onships in 1986 and then 
disappeared to Europe 
for the next seven years. 
He chased the World 
Superbike title, winning 
it in 1988 and '89, and 
then it all went wrong. 
Injuries, bad rides, and 
unfulfilled promises con- 
vinced the 31-year-old 
from Stockton, California 
that it was time to come 
home. He’d gotten an 
offer to come home for 
the 1993 season, but 
waged one final World 
Superbike campaign, one 
that he would sooner 
forget. 

For the 1994 Seon 
he'll be riding in the lime 
green livery of the 
Muzzy Kawasaki team 
as a teammate of Steve 
Crevier and Takahiro 
Sohwa. "A World Cham- 
pionship team with a 
World Championship 
bike," is how he de- 
scribes it. He came home 
to win the AMA super- 
bike title and will settle 
for nothing less. 

His first taste of home 
came during the first 
three days of December, 
when he rode the 
Kawasaki for the first 
time during a test at 
Daytona. It was his first 
trip to the banked oval 
since 1986. It took a 
while to get sorted out, 
but once the bike was 
right, Merkel was ready 
and turned in among the 
fastest times of the week. 
If he had any doubts that 
this was the right move - 
and if he did, he didn't 
voice them - the test con- 
firmed that he'd made 
the right choice. 

At about the mid- 
point of the test, I asked

him if we could talk. "Let's wait until 
tomorrow after the test is over. Then I'll 
have something to say," Merkel said, 
and, true to his word, he had plenty to 
say. 

How did you arrive at the decision to 
race in the U.S? 

The opportunity to win again. That's 
how I got here; that's why I’m here. Rob 
called me and offered me a package, and 
it was a fair package - with a World 
Championship team. To be quite frank, 
it's the only package, I mean, the only 
package for me. I could have waited it 
out and gone back and gotten a factory 
Ducati ride; ridden a factory Honda in 
Europe again. There's just been too many 
political things that have turned me off to 


- the world scene. Me and my wife, Lor- 


raine, both decided six months ago that if 
I was going to get a job in America, I was 





going to take it. We actually needed to 
get some normality back into our lives 
and control our own racing effort as far 
as my career goes. Riding for Italian 
teams has been a real uphill battle. My 
whole European excursion, frankly, just 
kind of wore on us until we didn't care to 
do it any more. It wasn't any more fun. 
When did it stop being fun? 

A couple years ago. It stops being fun 
when you stop winning. 

Had you thought about coming back 
before this? 

I was actually offered this job last year 
for 1993, but I was contracted under 
Byrd Yamaha to contest the world series 
for the year. So I thanked Rob and 
wished him luck and stayed in the world 
circuit. I ended up parting ways with 
Yamaha three races into the season and 
going to Ducati. There was one major 


glitch with Yamaha. We didn't see eye to 
eye on a lot of things. They wanted the 
moon and were prepared to deliver 
nothing. So we parted ways, and it was 
for the better. The Ducati I rode was a 
very, very slow motorcycle, but I learned 
a lot on it. I enjoyed riding it because it 
was such a fun bike to ride. But I didn't 
enjoy finishing eighth, ninth, and 10th. 
We did have a couple of good finishes. 
We had a second and third, so that 
wasn't too bad. But it just wasn't our 
scene any more. Don't get me wrong. 
We love Europe. I wouldn't change all 
the years me and my wife travelled in 
Europe and raced in Europe. I'd never 
trade those for the world. It was just 
time for a change. 

Do you ever envision yourself going 
back? 

Hopefully not. 








You want to finish your 
career in the U.S.? 

I'd love to. I've been 
away for seven years. 
I'm 31 years old. I can't 
see me racing till I'm 35, 
honestly. I know for the 
next two years I'm not 
going back. 

You have a two-year 
contract. 

Yeah. 

You won the World 
Championship in 
1987? 

1988 and ‘89. I rode for 
Rumi Honda in 1990 
and I was leading the 
championship halfway 
through and that's when 
I crashed and broke my 
neck at a test in Suzuka. 
And that's what started 
the downfall. In 1991, 
the Honda was very 
uncompetitive - we 
struggled and struggled 
and struggled. In 1992, I 
broke my foot on the 
Yamaha and spent the 
whole season recover- 
ing. This ('93) year it's 
just been three races 
with Yamaha and the 
rest of the year with 
Ducati. I think that one 
of the major determin- 
ing factors (in deciding 
to come home) was that 
I knew the paychecks 
were on time and there 
were no lies. When you 
deal with Italian compa- 
nies - I don't care what 
they say or what they do 
- you always are lied to, 
stolen from and not 
paid. 

You ran into that prob- 
lem this year with your 
mechanics not getting 
paid? 

Yeah, it's just one sim- 
ple thing. Fortunately, 
I've been paid. Finally. 
The guy that paid my 
paychecks paid for his 
ride as well. And in the 
end, he ended up writ- 
ing the team owner a 
hot check for $30,000. 
That just goes to show 





you. We were lucky enough to finish 
with all the money that was owed us - 
except (by) Ducati. Ducati still owes me 
for the Bol d'Or race that I rode. I'm 
patiently waiting for Claudio Castig- 
ilione and Gianfranco - and you can 
write those boys names down there - to 
pay me. I've done my job. I did my part. 
Now they have to do their's. 

When you raced in Europe were you liv- 
ing there full-time? 

We did come back in the winters to see 
my family at Christmas for a month. 
What are you doing now? 

I moved back to my hometown of Stock- 
ton, California; back to my family and 
loved ones and friends, which is wonder- 
ful. It's wonderful and it's bad. I've 
gained so much weight over the last two 
weeks. I've got to stay out of the Mexican 
restaurants. 





What do you find is most attractive 
about this team? 
They’re a World Chamionship team. 
There’s no attitudes - which I’ve known 
from being around them for the last cou- 
ple years. They're the most professional 
team I've seen. I've never ridden a 
Kawasaki in my life, until Wednesday. 
They broke me in right. They sent me 
out on a Supersport bike with street 
tires. They wanted me to get used to 
what I was in for all year. It was kind of 
a good chuckle between me and Rob. 
When he offered me the position there 
was a "but" at the end of it when he 
said: "We want you to ride Supersport." 
There was a long silence and all of a sud- 
den Rob says, "Fred, hello." And then, 
with a chuckle, he explained it was quite 
a good racebike. It was 
not the nightmare I was 
imagining it was going to 
be. And I found out that it 
isn't. It's actually going to 
be fun to ride. As far as 
the Superbike goes, I've 
ridden three of them. One 
of them works really well; 
the other two are pretty 
bad. It's the end of the 
season and the parts are 
pretty limited; they're just 
worn-out motorcycles. But 
I'm happy with the time I 
did. 
Is the track much differ- 
ent from when you rode 
here in 1986? 
I don't every remember it 
being so slippery. The last 
time I rode here I went 
two minutes (lap times). 
I'm going nine seconds 
faster now. The bikes are 
so powerful these days 
they just spin the tires, 
especially on this place 
here. This is where you 
need all the horsepower in 
the world; it's America's 
version of Hockenheim. 
The bike wasn't as intimi- 
dating as I thought it was 
going to be coming off the 
standard 888 Ducati that 
I'd been racing this year. 
That's why it was really 
good to get me on the 
'upersport bike first - to 
show me the way that it’s 
going to handle, to kind of 
prepare me for the Super- 
bike. They're quite differ- 
ent, but they're similar in 
some ways. It was won- 
derful. It was really good. 
I'm really, really happy. 
Do you have any lasting 
first impression of going 
out there? 
I've never slid a motorcy- 
cle as much in my life - 
never, ever in my whole 
life - all the infield and 
going up onto the bank- 
ing. But it's never been a 
more controlled slide. 
The frustrating thing was 
that I was trying to set 
my bike up all morning, 
which was completely 
wrong. The harder I tried, 
the more I'd slide and 
just went backwards in 
time. It was like, I got on 
Scott's bike and all of a 
sudden here we go. And, 
of course, Scott's been 
with the team three years 
and he's only ridden 
these bikes. I’ve ridden 
everything now; all of 
them - even the Suzuki 
way back when. And 








every bike is different. Every bike takes 
its own tender loving care to go fast. 
Definitely, here you have to be smooth 
to go fast. 

How many of the tracks that you'll be 
going to this year have you ridden on? 
(At this point Merkel calls to Rob Muzzy, 
who's working nearby) What tracks 
haven't I ridden on, Rob? Pomona and 
what else? 

Muzzy: The new Loudon. The new 
Laguna, too. Laguna's changed. Phoenix; 
you haven't ridden there. 

That's almost half of them. That's a lot 
of tracks to learn. 

Tracks are easy to learn. Tracks are tracks. 
It's trying to get a motorcycle to go 
around the race tracks that's the hard part. 

Muzzy: Guys with a lot of experi- 


ence...a lot of people said, "What are you 
going to do this year? Scott hasn't ridden 
on half the race tracks.’ How long did it 
take him? Half the time he was on the 
pole. 

Merkel: I remember it taking four laps 
for him to get on the pole. 

Muzzy: It’s like you said, it's really 
how quick can you get the bike set up 
rather than how quick you can learn the 
race track - unless you have something 
like Elkhart where you have 14 corners. 

Merkel: Yeah, and you have to put 
them all together. Or Suzuka - going to 
Suzuka for the first time. Those are the 
exceptions. 

Muzzy: Most of Laguna he's ridden. 
The part that's hard at Laguna, he's 
already ridden. 





You got going this afternoon. What 
made it click? 
One of the other bikes that I rode. One of 
Scott's bikes that I rode has a light crank 
in it, like a light switch. Sohwa's bike that 
I rode had a heavier crank in it; it was 
just more my style. It made it easier for 
me to ride. It’s just more similar to the 
things that I've been riding this year. I'm 
not saying that I couldn't ride the light- 
crank. stuff. But I’m going to need some 
time to learn how to ride that. Hopefully, 
I won't have to ride that stuff. Daytona's 
the only kind of race track where you 
need that kind of speed. All the other 
racetracks that I can remember you just 
need consistent speed, not light-switch 
speed. 

What about the PR aspect of the job? 
Do you think the fans 
remember you? 

I've thought about that. 
Seven years is a long 
time to be away. I hope 
so. I'm really looking 
forward to coming back 
and racing for the fans. 
Returning two-time 
World Champion 
means something to me. 
I hope it means some- 
thing to them. I was out 
there representing us 
(America). 

What about the state of 
racing in America? Did 
you keep in touch with 
what was happening? 
Zero. Nothing. You find 
out when you live in 
Europe, and you're rac- 
ing full-time, you don't 
have a lot of time to do 
anything but keep your 
head above water. 
Between training, travel- 
ing, racing, family life, 
baby boy - you're busy. 
My boy, he's two and a 
half. Travis. We just 
bought a motorhome 
and me and Lorraine 
and Travis are going to 
drive to every one of 
them (the races). 

Why? 

We have time to do it. 
My wife would love to 
see America; I'd love to 
show her America. I 
can't think of a better 
way. There's so much 
time to travel to the 
races. You get used to it. 
That's how we travelled 
in Europe.

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NOSTALGIA 30 years of Cycle News

en Chuck and Sharon Clayton 

bought Motorcycle Journal 

from Roy White, they "inherit- 

ed" two employees - the late Roxy Rock- 
wood, who wrote the nationals and local 
Ascot flat-track happenings, and me. I 





« covered scrambles and, at times, anything 


else that came along. 

We worked out of a little house on 19th 
Street in Long Beach, with our typesetter, 
Marion Hatashita, who had her equip- 
ment set up in the kitchen. The rest of us 
were scattered around wherever there 
was room. “Us” included the massive 
office cat, T.C. (Top Cat), who had a thing 
about sleeping in any “in” box he could 
find. The one hallway was so narrow that 
if your arms were loaded and you met 
someone, one person would have to step 
into the bathroom to let the other continue 
- how things were to change. 

By our third edition, we held a contest 
for a new title for our paper, and out of 54 
entries, Frank Newman was the lucky 
winner of the $25 grand prize. His idea? 
Cycle News. It was 1965, and the next five 
years were ones of emergence for our 
industry. Our main priority was to cover 
events on the local level. Desert coverage 
was scant, for lack of contributors, but I 
had scrambles and various other things 
covered. 

Some odds and ends from the 
“dinosaur” decade: Bart Markel clinched 
the number-one plate with a fifth-place 
finish at the Sacramento Mile. The guar- 
anteed purse was raised from $6000 to 
$7500, and Mert Lawill won. The money 
also included $20 lap money for the race 
leader. Locally, we had masses of scram- 
bles every weekend, numerous desert 
events to choose from, a monthly TT, and 
weekly half-miles at Ascot (dominated 
for one period by the famous BSA Wreck- 
ing Crew of Sammy Tanner, Dick Ham- 
mer, Al Gunter, et al). If that wasn’t 
enough for you, Ascot's back section also 
offered some pretty rough country for 
English trials-riding, including water 
holes, hills and other diabolical traps. 

Gary Conrad won the Check Chase on 
a Greeves, and was master of the desert 
until J.N. Roberts came along on his 
Husky. To watch J.N. ride was an experi- 
ence not soon to be forgotten. 

One sanctioning group, called the 
American Cycle Association and run by 
Wes Cooley, was involved in road racing. 
They were trying to increase the popular- 
ity of that segment, although in those 
days, most people felt that the “asphalt 
arabs” were a bit elitist - that was soon to 
change. ACA also regularly ran a won- 
derful night of short track at Southgate 
Speedway, right off the freeway. There, 
future top Class-C Experts like Keith 
Mashburn (who later appeared in “On 
Any Sunday”) were honing their skills on 
50cc Hondas. 

Indoor short track had a terrific season 
in Long Beach, and we loved sitting in 
comfort, looking down at the racers howl- 
ing around. An ice track race was also 
tried in later years, but didn’t make it. 

Our readers were discovering that 
CN, unlike its competition, was no longer 
just a straight competition newspaper. 
We started getting political, trying to 
right some of the wrongs in the industry 
and racing world. Roxy Rockwood was 
using his column to comment on the 
“shameful” income earned by pro riders. 
It included a good, hard look at what 
expenses were incurred by promotors, 
and with some National sanctions being 
just $24 in those days, the promotors 
were not always fair to the riders. 

In 1966, after some nasty happenings 
in the desert over the years, the District 37 
Sports Committee finally got around to 
mandating as ambulance for desert races 
(with an extra 25 cents tacked onto the 











entries). Believe it or not, there were sev- 
eral arguments from desert rats who 
didn’t want to pay the extra fee. 

Weekly drags were held at the Lions’ 
Drag Strip and in Irwindale. The AMA, 
intrigued by the ACA’s success, brought 
back Sportsman road racing to California, 
and eventual Yamaha team manager 
Kenny Clark competed on an Ossa. 

The war was happening in Vietnam, 
and we started seeing some of our racers 
heading off to fight. Chuck Clayton real- 
ly got into politics when he discovered 
that the DMV had mailed out incorrect 
information to all 12 million vehicle own- 
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Their goal was to become a “union” for 
racers, which could bargain for a higher 
percentage of the gate fee (promoters 
were asking for a 40% share). Also, no 
pro riders were allowed at local scram- 
bles. That rule caused a fuss because 
many local riders like Eddie Mulder and 
Skip Van Leeuwen liked to come out and 
slide around on a Sunday, and up-com- 
ing sportsman experts liked the chance to 
learn from them. 

For the first time, women were 
allowed in the pits at a Carlsbad AMA 
road race, bringing giggles from the ACA

in European car and motorcycle races, 
women had done timing and other pit 
work since the ‘20s. 

Midway through the first year, we 
moved out of the house and into much 
larger quarters on Long Beach Boulevard 
- and did we need the space! The motor- 
cycle scene was growing in leaps and 
bounds and CN had several dozen con- 
tributors, as well as extra staff. 

For the first time ever, the ACA 
requested an FIM sanction for an interna- 
tional road race, hoping there would be 
no bickering from the AMA and the 
American Federation of Motorcyclists 
(AFM). Needless to say, all three groups 
were soon firing shots at one another, but 


set up camp and unload the two fun-

the ACA held firm and Riverside Race- 
way’s Les Richter, eager to make the idea 
a reality, stepped in to offer his facility. 
He didn’t think the groups should be 
behaving so unprofessionally, and when 
Richter - an ex-Los Angeles Ram - got a 
determined look on his face, it didn’t 
seem wise to argue; his strong personality 
got things done around Riverside. Baron 
Von Essen, the Swedish vice president of 
the FIM, arrived in due time with all 
expenses paid for by Wes Cooley. He 
could find no fault with the facilities, and 
though he had to be tactful in what he 
said, FIM racing was on its way. 

The ACA was owned by MICUS, 
which was the only FIM-legal body in 
America. For a long time you had to go 
through MICUS to obtain an FIM license, 
which caused some tooth-gnashing at the 
AMA headquaters. At the time, the AMA 
focused most of their attention on road 
riders and some progessional racing, until 
they suddenly realized there were other 
people working hard. Drag racing had 
already been lost to the American Hot 
Rod Association (AHRA) by default, and 
the AMA didn't want some of the other 
bountiful forms of competition to pass 
them by. 

A bit of humor broke up the quarrel- 
ing when the Sidehack Association literal- 
ly asked for the moon for eventual race 
sights. Their president, Gary Weber, 
worked for Jet Propulsion Laboratory. He 
brought in the first photos of the moon, 
and the terrain looked great for rough 
scrambles. 

By now there was an outright war 
between District 37 and the AMA. Lin 
Kuchler left the AMA for NASCAR, and 
was replaced by Bill Berry - not just a jolly 
bike rider, but a good businessman as 
well. 

Bud Waugh passed away due to 
injuries at Ascot, and we wanted to hold 
à benefit for his family at Perris Raceway. 
Of course the pro riders said they would 
attend the event for one of their own, but 
the AMA reminded everyone loud and 
clear that no pros should ride in a sports- 
man event. They jerked the sanction of 
the hosting club and threatened to pull 
their license, but the race went on any- 
way and everyone came to ride and help 
out the Waugh family. Mysteriously, no 
one could be identified in our photos, 
and the results contained an amazing 
number of riders named John and Jane 
Doe. 

Ohio roared, and out came Mr. Berry 
to meet the hot-headed, sun-damaged 
Californians. The arguments were mar- 
velous, and the AMA finally had to back 
off. 

Chuck Clayton was trying to get some 
legislation started that would require 
instruction from motorcycle riding 
schools in order to obtain a license. Early 
dealers, happy to be selling bikes, would 
teach you to ride if you bought or modi- 
fied a bike. But with the avalanche of 
Japanese machinery being sold at some 
spots, that policy became impossible. 
Chuck felt that our industry had a 
responsibility to the public. 

We received our first reported death 
from a rider hitting an unseen chain that 
had been strung across a trail - it 
wouldn't be the last. Discussion was 
starting on helmet legislation, and Chuck 
felt that it should be left to the discretion 
of the individual; he was ahead of his 
time regarding personal rights. 

At Southgate Raceway the ACA 
brought out two JAP speedway 
machines, and it was difficult to find rid- 
ers willing to learn to lead with the rear 
wheel. But speedway soon began to grow 
like Jack's Beanstalk. 

Cycle News sponsored a road ride and 
Grand Prix to Ensenada, and we had no 
trouble (apart from the usual malcontents 
who gripe if it's too sunny or doesn't 





rain). The Chief of Police was accustomed 
to the “classy” annual Long Beach-to- 
Ensenada Yacht Race, which filled his 
cells with drunks, and he complimented 
the hordes of motorcyclists for their good 
behavior. 

Gary Nixon became the first American 
to be invited to Japan for a road race, and 
over he went to win the Japanese Grand 
Prix on a production 250cc YDS3 Yama- 
ha. Road racing was growing, but the Cal 
Poly Penguins, a college motorcycle club 
which hosted their 19th Annual Hi 
Mountain Enduro through the Los Padres 
National Forest, ran head-on into trouble 
with the California Highway Patrol who 
would only allow bikes to use a small bit 
of asphalt if they had license plates. Cal 
Poly managed their run, but the writing 
was on the wall for those great old long 
enduros. On the final Greenhorn run, rid- 
ers were forced to load their bikes onto 
trailers and push them across the road, 
unloading on the other side under the 
watchful eye of the CHP. 

The Cycle News cover price was now 
up to 25 cents, and we had opened an 
East Coast advertising office when it 
became clear that we had the edge on up- 
to-date news. With Sharon Clayton guid- 
ing the financial side as the business man- 
ager, CN was growing by leaps and 
bounds. 

The ACA had begun holding honest- 
to-God motocrosses, and the first Euro- 
pean rider we saw was three-time World 
Champion Torsten Hallman, when Husq- 
varna introduced the Flying Swede and 
Husky motorcycles to the USA. We soon 
learned to pronounce new words, as 
Dave Bickers, Joel Robert, Roger 
DeCoster (everyone's favorite), and Bryan 
Wade quickly followed Hallman. Ameri- 
cans woke up with a start to realize that 
as good as we were, we couldn't come 
close to those men on their Jawas, CZs 
and Huskys. The race to catch up was on. 

At Hopetown, the ACA requested an 
International sanction, and the AMA got 
nervous, threatening that any pro rider 
contesting a non-AMA sanctioned event 
would lose his license. They had not real- 
ized the skill of Wes Cooley, who pointed 
out that California's Cartwright Act 
expressly forbid such actions. A profes- 
sional had the right to make his living by 
riding (or driving) in any sanctioned 
event without fear of threats from anoth- 
er sanctioning body. 

At the Pepperell Motocross, Dick 
"Bugs" Mann took on the Europeans, 
becoming the first American to finish as 
high as seventh. In my estimation, Bugs is 
the finest all-around motorcycle racer this 
country has yet produced. The visitors 
were unbeatable, but Malcolm Smith was 
ranked by Torsten Hallman as the fastest 
American he'd ever seen. 

Speedway really was speeding, and in 
June of 1969, we ran an enormous speed- 
way issue. The late Dewayne Keeter was 
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now riding in England, Ivan Mauger was 
World Champion and the local southern 
California heroes were Scott Autrey, Rick 
Woods, the Bast brothers and Sonny Nut- 
ter. It wouldn't take many years before 
Americans were every bit as good as the 
Europeans. 

July 4, 1969, was a monumentous day. 
At a Saddleback Park international 
motocross, Gary Bailey climbed on a tired 
Greeves prototype and took on the crop 
of visitors (as well as some much- 
improved Americans like Billy Silver- 
thorn). Arne Krin was the reigning 
champ, and he and Gary went at it in a 
tremendous two-moto race that wasn't to 
be fortotten. Gary's first moto was faster 
than Krin's win in the second outing, and 
America had their first winner. The 
explosion of joy at Saddleback must have 
been heard 'round the world. The only 
other American ever to earn a point in an 
international motocross had been the

Developed from the English 
factory's "Boy Racer” model, it was 
imported here, complete with horn 
and headlight, in sufficient quantity 
to qualify for AMA. class C racing, 
then production ceased. 

Clay raced the machine in every 
scrambles during 1962, then disman- 
tled and rebuilt and modified it as 
pictured here in CYCLE NEWS. The 
process was only recently completed 
and ite owner was planning to test 
it at Lions Drag Sirip this weekend 
or next, 

De-knobbed and lightened, the 
rame was cadmium plated to a dull 

finish, The forks were lightened 
shortened by 1%”, 
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using sealed American bearings, al- 
loy forged hubs and Borrani rims, 
The rear holds a knock-off, quick 
change sprocket. 

Front and rear brakes are. Airheart 
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single hydraulic calipers gripping 12" 
floating steel discs. 
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fabricated by Paul Crowell. 
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is to provide quicker warmups 
rin! races. Alloy brackets, nuts 
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great Bud Ekins, many years earlier in 
Europe. 

Our riders were improving, but they 
still weren't good enough so the Ameri- 
can Motocross Team was formed, initially 
funded by Montessa distributor Kim 
Kimball, Cycle World magazine's Joe 
Parkhurst and American Eagle's Dan 
Gurney. Donations rolled in and soon 
Russ Darnell was over in Europe learn- 
ing, as were others who put in short visits 
to learn what it took to beat the Euro- 
peans at their own game. 

Other odds and ends: The Hell’s 
Angels chartered two clubs in London, 
and efforts were increasing to close the 
desert to motorcycles. The Sierra Club led 
the charge in those efforts until one Cycle 
News columnist pointed out how much 
Sierra Club money was invested in min- 
ing companies and other similar enter- 
prises. That stalled them temporarily, 
though they quickly rebounded and are 
with us even now. 

In 1970, future AMA president Ed 
Youngblood became a CN contributor, 
with a story on female mechanic Kitty 
Budris. Budris challenged the AMA for 
not granting her a mechanic’s license, 
even though she sponsored and main- 
tained a motorcycle. The rule book was 
amended, and Kitty was allowed where 
she belonged. 

CN was always there when Evel 
Kneivel jumped, reporting as he worked 
his way up from two trucks to 11 cars. 
After Kneivel’s landing at San Francisco’s 
Cow Palace, two biker-gang types lept 
onto the floor, intent on proving that this 
guy wasn’t as tough as everyone thought. 
Evel decked one with a single punch, and 
a riot ensued. Evel became a friend to 
some of us around the office, as we got to 
know the real man behind the chance- 
taking daredevil. His jumps at Snake 
River, Caesar’s Palace and London were 











terrible for some of us to watch, especially 
with the equipment Kneivel used to ride. 
There were some imitators, but there will 
never be another Evel Kneivel. 

That same year, Dick Ainsworth wrote 
about the possibility of AMA racing 
achieving the heights of NASCAR on 
television, saying that our sport would 
become important in five years or less. 
Let's see, 23 years and still waiting... 

There were three women’s competi- 
tion clubs in existence by that time, two in 
the desert and one in scrambles, and if 
there weren’t enough women to make a 
class, they rode with the men. The AMA 
had quite a time allowing women into the 
sport, but was forced to roll with the 
changes. Motorcyclists even had Russ 
Sanford, a paid lobbyist in Sacramento. 

The AMA let Bill Berry go, replacing 
him with Russ March, and the AMA 
began moving into things like road rac- 
ing, motocross and eventually even 
speedway. Competition manager Tom 
Clark once pounced on me at Carlsbad, 
with a rather understandable, but very 
unfriendly, attitude of "What the hell did 
1 want?" 

“An American World Motocross 
Champion," I answered, and until all the 
sanction-bashing and rule-changing got 
sorted out, we didn't stand a chance. Russ 
Darnell was sending back weekly reports 
on the European racing scene, and we 
started getting it together. Brad Lackey, 
who had started in ACA and was nick- 
named "Brad the Brat," eventually won 
the 500cc World Championship. 

Triumph rider Gene Romero became 
the new Grand National Champion and 
Gary Nixon went to Mallory Park, Eng- 
land. The Brits were delighted, thinking 
his Triumph triple wouldn't stand a 
chance on the one-mile circuit, but he fin- 
ished fourth in front of 60,000 people, 
behind the 350cc Yamahas of John Coop- 
er, Phil Read and Paul Smart. The Yanks 
were coming. 


At Bonneville, Cal Rayborn got onto . 


his Harley-Davidson Streamliner and 
flew down the salt to a world record 
speed of 265.492 mph. 

Harry Oxley was now king of the 
speedway, and brought the European 
superstars to America. We saw Barry 
Briggs, Ivan Mauger and Jim Curey ride, 
but our home riders caught on quickly 
and it wasn't long before they were up 
there with Europe's best. As flat track 
began to die away, speedway became an 
avenue for motorcycle racers to make 
money. 

In motocross, the AMA-run Inter-Am 
series started up, with tremendous races 
and huge crowds. The Europeans weren't 
accustomed to the scoring system, though 
they were good enough that they won 
anyway. 

On February 1, 1970, a certain Ken 
Roberts was listed in third place behind 
Gary Scott and Paul Johnson, all Bultaco- 
mounted in the Novice class at Ascot. By 
November Kenny was the number-one 
flat-track novice in the country, and his 
battles with Gary Scott were something to 
see. In an interview, the future king said, 
“I don't like road racing as much as dirt, 
because I'm not into it much yet." That 
would obviously change. 

The year ended with one of the best 
motorcycle films ever to come out of Hol- 
lywood - "Little Fauss and Big Halsey" - 
though you'd have to be a real race enthu- 
siast to truly appreciate the authenticity of 
the characters. The film featured two pri- 
vateers their way through the rac- 
ing world. And Cycle News held the first- 
ever Laugh-In Trials for the motorcycle 
industry, at which some riding was done 
but most of the time was spent laughing 
at one another and trying to cheat. 

We miss those fun-filled times, but it's 
all part of the history that got us where 
we are now. ex

| n his first crack at the rocky, cactus- 





strewn desert of Laughlin, Nevada, 

Kawasaki's Ty Davis scored the upset 
victory of the desert racing year when 
he aced Danny Hamel out of the win- 
ner's circle and ruined his Team Green 
teammate's third clean sweep of a desert 
series in 1993. 

Davis put Hamel on notice the 
minute the 94-mile U.S. Hare Scrambles 
Championship race began. The moto- 
crosser-turned-desert-racer Davis 
launched a blitz that put him a minute 
ahead of Hamel, on adjusted time, at the 
end of the first 20 miles. With the power 
wound on all the way, there was noth- 
ing Kawasaki KX500-mounted Hamel 
could do to catch his agile Kawasaki 
KX250 rival. 

When the dust cleared after a breath- 
less three-hour chase, Davis’ one-minute 
margin was still intact. The 24-year-old 
from Hesperia, California, had knocked 
Hamel out of the number-one spot in a 
problem-free desert race for the first 
time that the 21-year-old desert champi- 
on could remember. 

And with the loss, went Hamel’s 
chance of a five-for-five record that 
would have given him a clean sweep in 
the Best in the Desert Series to go with 
the two unprecedented clean sweeps he 
had already scored - riding solo in the 
seven-event AMA National Champi- 
onship Hare & Hound Series, and riding 
with his Kawasaki teammates (includ- 
ing Ty Davis) in the four-event SCORE 
International Series. 

“I go out and give it 110-percent 


every time I ride and that's what I did 
today," said Hamel. "I knew he was 
beating me on time, but I was already 
riding as hard as I could. There was no 
reason to take any chances." 

For Davis, the win was an up-beat 
end to a season spent in Hamel's shad- 
ow. 
"]t feels good to be in front for a 
change," said Davis. “We all spend a lot 
of time behind Hamel and it feels good 
to beat him for a change. I finally ended 
my year with a bang.” 

The last round of Casey Folks’ five- 
event series was sponsored by the 
Riverside Resort Hotel and Casino in 
Laughlin and drew 140 racers. 

The course was laid out in a figure- 
eight configuration, with a 20-mile first 
loop and a 27-mile second loop. Sea- 
soned Best in the Desert racers knew 
they were in for a challenging ride as 
they lined up, two abreast, for the timed 
start. 

“This is usually the toughest race in 
the series,” said Suzuki RM125 racer 
Stephen Tichenor. 

When the racers began leaving the 
starting line at nine a.m., two-at-a-time 
every 30 seconds, they found that this 
year’s figure eight lived up to its tough 
reputation. 

“It was rough - really rough. It was 
like an enduro-rough," said Jim Loh, 
who entered the 250cc Pro division on a 
Yamaha YZ250. 

Hamel left the start from row two. 
He was 30 seconds behind fellow KX500 
racers Dave Ondas and Donnie Book 
when the starting light flashed green for 
the second time, but he already had his 
eye on the dust-free air at the front of 
the pack. 

“Hamel said, ‘Latch onto me and 
we'll catch them in the first few miles,” 
said Daryl Folks, who shared the row- 
two start. 

“I latched, and look where it got me.” 

The KTM racer crashed hard less 
than four miles from the start, wiped the 
visor off his helmet and injured his 
shoulder. 

“I hit a rock in the virgin stuff. It's 
the same exact crash I did here last 
year," said Folks. "I didn't bounce back 
up off the ground. It cost me four or five 
minutes easily by the time I got going, 
and I was in no hurry after that." 

For Hamel, the hurry continued all 
the way and he caught Ondas and Book 
near the 11-mile mark. 

"It took me a little while to get into a 
rhythm after riding in Baja at such high 
speeds. Coming back here and having to 
turn it and thrust was tough at first, but 
it was an awesome course," said Hamel, 
who was hard on the gas every time the 
tight terrain allowed. 

Davis got his start off the second-to- 
last row of the 250cc Pros - four and a 
half minutes behind Hamel, with 19 
dust-raising rivals between him and the 
front of the pack. But the 250cc hotshot's 
hopes were high. 

“It was pretty tight, twisty, technical, 
and there was a lot of virgin stuff. I'd 
give it about an '8' for difficulty, and the 
250 was an advantage," said Davis. 

Hamel had opened up a 45-second 
physical lead when he hit the pits at the 
center of the figure eight for the first 
time. Last year's race winner Dan 
Ashcraft had his Honda CR500 second, 
on adjusted time, a minute behind 
Hamel. Greg Zitterkopf, who had led 
the 11-man 250cc Pro field off the start, 
was a split second behind Ashcraft's 
time in third. 

But when Davis arrived seventh in 
the physical standings, he had a time- 
adjusted lead of exactly a minute over 
Hamel, and the advantage of a 250cc 
mount became obvious. 

“A 250cc might've worked better

today for some people because it was so 
tight, but a 250 is a real disadvantage for 
me because I'm too big," said Hamel, 


who stands 6-foot 2-inches tall. “I really 
can’t ride one no matter how tight the 
terrain is.” 

The racers were beginning to settle 
into stride as the second half of the fig- 
ure eight began. Colorado’s Donnie 
Book was 20 seconds behind Zitterkopf 
for fifth overall in the time-adjusted 
standings. Ondas was sixth ahead of 
Paul Krause, and Bryan Folks held third 
250cc Pro in seventh. Scot Harden’s 
KTM was at the head of the Over-30 Pro 








pack in 10th overall and Stephen 
Tichenor was leading the 125cc Pro 
field. 

The 27-mile second half of the figure 
eight was a little more open than the 
first half and speeds started to increase 
as the riders followed the ribboned trail 
out to the east. But while the pace 
mounted at the front of the pack, the 
casualties were starting to mount a little 
further back. 

Ray Jewett disappeared from the 
running near the midway point, and 
Utah racer Jeff Lundgreen crashed five 
miles off the start. Fred Willert’s bid for

125cc Pro honors bit the dust before it 
even began when his Honda CR125’s 
transmission went out on the jetting 
loop more than an hour before race 
time. 

Mechanical gremlins were also stalk- 
ing Yamaha pilot James Loh. 

"| had a whole bunch of problems,” 
said Loh. "I had two front flats, and a 
radiator clamp broke - I had to fix that 
out on the trail and I lost all my water. I 
fell six times, too; it wasn't hard - just 
stupid little stuff. But the flat tire and 
radiator killed me." 

Hamel completed the second half of 
the loop with no problems and still held 
the physical lead, but he headed into the 
second circuit of the course like a man 
possessed after his pit crew told him 
that Davis had been a minute ahead on 
time at the last pit. 

The news was even worse when 
Davis hit pit row at the end of his first 
full loop of the course. The KX250 racer 
had pulled even more time on Hamel 
and was now a minute and 15 seconds 
ahead, on adjusted time, despite run- 
ning out of gas a mile from the pits. 

"This is a 1994 KX250 and they don't 
make another tank for it yet," said 
Davis. "I was carrying gas, but it still 
cost me some time." 

The tank cost even more time when 
the KX250 reached the pit. Instead of the 
dry-brake set-up that had Hamel gassed 
and gone in 10 seconds flat, Davis' refu- 
el was a 25-second ordeal that included 
removing and refitting a stock, screw-on 
gas cap, but Davis still left with the lead 
and showed no signs of slowing down. 

Zitterkopf raced into the second loop 
in third overall, two-and-a-half minutes 
behind Davis, after battling long and 
hard to hold his 250cc Pro rival at bay. 

"Zitterkopf was holding me up and 
he knew he was. A couple of times we 
nearly tangled," said Davis. "When I 
finally got past him, I just stuffed him. I 
made him hit the brakes, then I never 
saw him after that." 

Book powered through in fourth, 
Ondas held fifth and CR500 racer John 
Flores had rocketed up from 15th 
halfway through the loop to sixth in the 
time-adjusted standings in his first non- 
SCORE desert race. 

Krause cleared the pits in seventh 
ahead of Harden, who was comfortably 
in front of his Over-30 Pro rivals. Col- 
orado's Jim Gray had worked his way 
through the dust from the back of the 
250cc Pro pack to grab ninth in his first 
race on a KTM, and Tichenor was still

going strong at the head of the 125cc Pro 
division. 

The Over-38 Pro battle was still too 
close to call as Mike Sixbery and Steve 
Pitts jostled their way into the pits. 

“We were really close the whole first 
loop. We were bouncing off each other 
for a while there. It was great,” said 
Sixbery. 

A quick pit put Pitts’ Suzuki RMX250

on the trail before Sixbery’s Yamaha 
YZ250, but as the second loop got 
underway, the mileage and the 
chopped-up course started to take their 
toll. 

“He has more endurance than me or 
he’s in better shape or something,” said 
Pitts, who watched his rival pull away 
as the loop wore on. “Then I got a front 
flat 20 miles from the finish. This is the 
only place I get flat tires. This is my jinx 
race and it’s holding true to form.” 

Unfortunately for last year’s winner, 
Ashcraft, his luck was also holding true 
to form. The after-market wide-ratio 
transmission on his CR500 went out 
three miles before the end of his loop 
and left the factory-backed Honda racer 
stranded. 

"I've broken two of them. It's time to 
go back to stock,” said Ashcraft. “I was 
running in second at the time. I was rid- 
ing well, doing good, and I could see 
Hamel up there. I can't wait to get rid of 
this year. This has been a bad year for 
me." 

The trials contihued for the front- 
runners when Book got off hard in the 
rocks halfway through the second loop 
and was forced to retire from the num- 
ber four spot. Further back, Destry 
Abbott had all but given up his attempt 
to grab second place in the Open Pro 
series points standings from Ondas. 

“It was awful," said the KTM 300 
racer. “In the first loop I jumped into 
some cactus and I had to stop and pull it 
out in the pits. Then my brakes faded 
and I had no brakes in the last loop. It 
just wasn't a good day." 

With 27 miles to go, Hamel's day 
wasn't going well, either. As he cleared 
the final pit in record time, the KX500 
racer knew he had made no headway on 
Davis' lead. And when Davis arrived for 
his final pit, the news was even worse 
than Hamel had expected. The KX250 
pilot had stretched his lead to one-and- 
a-half minutes, on adjusted time, and 
Hamel's only glimmer of hope was an 
even longer-than-usual pit, as Davis’ 
crew screwed his gas cap on and off and 
carefully topped off the KX250's small 
tank to make sure he didn't run out of 
gas in the final half of the figure eight. 

Davis was back to a one-minute lead 
when he set out in pursuit of Hamel, 
who was still physically three minutes 
ahead and had the disadvantage of not 
knowing what was happening behind 
him 


Zitterkopf cleared his final pit in 
third overall, two minutes behind 
Hamel on time, but the KTM pilot was 
starting to tire. 

“I thought it was good run - really 
tight and technical, but you had to be in 
good shape and that's where I really 
floundered,” said Zitterkopf. “I’m just 
recovering from (injuring) my ribs so 
wasn't up to it." 

Fourth overall was still held by Book, 
who lost time kicking a reluctant KX500 
after his refuel, and Ondas, Flores and 
Krause were close behind. Harden was 
racing alone in the number eight spot, 
seven minutes ahead of his nearest rival 
- CR500 racer Brian Schmuckle. 
Tichenor was continuing his wire-to- 
wire domination of the 125cc Pros, and 
Sixbery had finally opened up a margin 
of sorts over Pitts in the Over-38 Pros. 

The race got more difficult as the 
front-runners were forced to pass

“It's too cold 
in Canada. You 
can't ride there 
anymore because 
of the weather," 
said Cerny.

That's why 
we came all the 
way down here." 

Burleson said 
riding is out in 
Michigan, too." 
It's deer season 
and in the State 
of Michigan 
there are 800,000 
deer hunters," 
Burleson 
explained. “It’s illegal to ride and if 
you did, you'd be dead. They'd just 
say you seemed like a deer - a 40 
horsepower deer." 

As the final loop drew to a close, 
Hamel and Davis did all they could to 
tip the scales in their favor. Hamel still 
had the physical lead when he thun- 
dered into the finish, and he held the 
throttle wide open all the way past the 
checkered flag to wring the last seconds 
out of the time clock. Behind hirn, Davis 
was charging as hard as he could with 








one eye on the level in his tank, trying to 
avoid a second out-of-gas delay. 

The finish line was quiet as all ears 
strained for the first sound of Davis’ 
KX250 and when the second green bike 
flashed past the checkered flag, the stop- 
watches told the story. 

After 94 miles and three hours and 10 
minutes of feverish racing, Davis had 
toppled the king. The KX250 pilot had 
knocked one minute and 18 seconds off 
Hamel's total elapsed time, to take the 
overall win and a $333 check for the 
250cc Pro class win. 

“It feels good - my second ride on the 
'94 and my second win," said Davis, 
who had won an enduro on his new 
Kawasaki/Shoei/Smith /Maxima/ 
Xtreme/Sidi/Bill's Pipes/LR Racing- 
backed mount two weeks earlier. 

Hamel and his Kawasaki/ Answer/ 
Acerbis/Beam/ Bieffe/Braking /Dun- 
lop/Don Joy/F&L/RK/IMS/Maxima/ 
Magnum/N Style/Pro Circuit/Power- 
Bar/Scott's Perf./Scott/Sprocket 
Spec./Back Canteen/MXA / Xtreme/ 
Oakley /Bel-Ray /Dunlop/Pro 
Taper/Endura/Trick/NGK/ Alpines- 
tar/Shoei/Troy Lee/100%/LR Racing- 
backed KX500 reported no major prob- 
lems during the race. 

"No problems whatsoever," said 
Hamel. ^I just rode as hard as I could. 
This is as challenged as I've been lately." 

Zitterkopf held the throttle on his 
KTM 250 open all the way to third over- 
all, six minutes behind his 250cc Pro 
rival, Davis. 

Ondas rode his own pace all the way 
to fourth overall, John Flores' CR500 
crossed the line in fifth, and Jim Gray's 
leap-frog effort from the back of the 
250cc pack paid off with a sixth-place 
finish in his first KTM-mounted effort. 

Scot Harden took top honors in the 
Over-30 Pro division with a runaway 
win in seventh overall; Krause complet- 
ed the course in eighth; the Folks broth- 
ers, Bryan and Daryl, duked it out for 
ninth in the overall standings; and 
Destry Abbott poured water on his over- 
heated brakes all the way to 11th overall. 

"When Abbott caught me, that was 
the last straw for me," said KTM 250cc 
racer Bryan Folks, who was passed five 
miles from the finish but still finished 
two places ahead of Abbott on adjusted 
time. 

Jarrod Wheeler tipped over a couple 
of times on his way to the top of the 
Expert division in 13th overall, and 
Steve Tichenor's RM125 wrapped up the 
125cc Pro class 16 places ahead of its 
nearest quarter-liter competition in 18th 
overall. 

Over-38 Pro winner, Mike Sixbery 
ran out of brakes going, into the last 
loop. "That made it tough." ex

immy Gaddis and his Splitfire/Hot 

Wheels/Pro Circuit-backed Kawa- 
Jes were undeniably the fastest 
rider/motorcycle combo at the open- 
ing round of the Mike Kidd-promoted 
ProLite Arenacross Series at the 
MetroCentre in Rockford. The West- 
ern Regional 125cc Supercross Cham- 
pion from Las Vegas, Nevada, was 
unstoppable as he railed to victory in 
the 125 and 250cc main events on 
both Friday and Saturday nights. 
And, if that wasn’t enough, Gaddis 
also pocketed the big bucks in the 
Rad-n-Bad Dash for Cash. 

Gaddis’ closest competitors were 
DGY Racing’s Chad Pederson and 
Suzuki rider Greg Rand. Pederson 
finished second to Gaddis in the 
250cc class on Friday and in the 125cc 
class on Saturday. Rand did the same 
as Pederson, only in reverse. 

The Honda of Rockford and Miller 
Genuine Draft-sponsored event 
offered a grand total of $15,000 in 
prize money, while $10,000 is being 
offered in the ProLite Series points 
fund, which will be awarded to the 
overall series' champion. 


Friday Night 

The weekend's activities got 
underway Friday night, where six 
heats and three semis were needed to 
narrow down the 49 rider 125cc class 
field to 15 riders for the 20-lap fea 
ture. In the 250cc class, five heats andi 
two semis were used, and those who 
failed to qualify for the feature, were 
given the opportunity to race again i 
a "B" main event, worth $625 in prize 
money. 

Billy Whitley, the winner of the 
third heat race, grabbed the early lead 
in Friday's 125cc feature, but Greg 
Rand quickly made his move and 
passed Whitley for the lead. At this 
point, Gaddis was the rider to keep 
an eye on as he worked his way up td 
third and began pressuring Whitley. 

By the halfway point, Gaddis final 
ly motored around Whitley and took 
off after the leader, Rand. After sever 
al unsuccessful attempts for the lead 
Gaddis finally got the momentum hd 
needed in the whoops to get aroun 
Rand. Gaddis held on for the win 
while Rand followed in second. Whit 
ley landed third ahead of Kur 
McMillen and Chad Pederson. 

Sixteen riders lined the starting 
area for the 250cc feature. Whitley 
once again, grabbed the lead whild 
Gaddis was left in the pack. Whitle 
flew over the Miller double with Ped 
erson close behind. Gaddis quickly 
picked up several positions when hd 
skimmed over the whoops. 

McMillen crashed; allowing Ran 
to move up a spot while Jeff Glass 
Andy Stacy and Robbie Skaggs diced 
close behind. Gaddis again wag 
unbeatable through the whoops an 
went past Whitley to take the lead 
Pederson began his assault on Whit

ley and made his move into second 
over a triple jump. 

Gaddis was unstoppable and went 
on to take his second win of the 
evening. Pederson was second with 
Rand third, Glass fourth and Whitley 
fifth. 


Saturday Night 


Holeshot artist Whitley, once 
again, blasted into the early lead in 
the 125cc feature, while Gaddis con- 
tinued having problems getting off 
the start cleanly. However, it never 
seemed to matter for Gaddis, as he 
again moved up to the front to chal- 
lenge Whitley for the lead. Whitley 
tried in vain to keep Gaddis at bay, 
but eventually had to give in to his 
relentless attacks. Gaddis gradually 
pulled away from the rest of the pack, 
while Pederson began challenging 
Whitley for second. 

At the halfway point, Pederson 
charged by Whitley for second. 
Unfortunately for Whitley, his prob- 
lems weren't over yet as Rand began 
pressuring the Honda rider. Rand 
soon had control of fourth. 

The top four positions remained 
the same to the checkered flag with 
Gaddis grabbing the win ahead of 
Pederson, Rand and Whitley. Com- 
pleting the top five was Jeff Curry 
who started the race midpack. 

For the fourth time, Whitley nailed 
the holeshot; this time in Saturday's 
250cc feature. But early in the race, 
Terry Tinney blew by Whitley for the 
lead. Tinney's reign was short-lived, 
as Gaddis slipped by Whitley for sec- 
ond then Tinney for the lead. Gaddis 
again stretched out his advantage, 
while Tinney and Whitley duked it 
out. Whitley repassed Tinney at the 
halfway point. 

Meanwhile, Rand had been work- 
ing his way up through the pack after 
a bad start and was soon breathing 
down Tinney's back. Rand eventually 
slipped by Tinney and took off after 
Whitley who he passed shortly there- 
after. 

Pederson, following in Rand's 
wake, also squeaked by Whitley, tak- 
ing over third. 

When it was all over, Gaddis had 
scored his fourth win of the weekend, 
while Rand, Pederson, Whitley and 
Robbie Skaggs rounded out the top 
five. €N

3-4 
uy Cooper bade farewell to 
G motocross in style by win- 
ning the World Supercross 
Championship, clinching the title 
before a wheel was turned in the 
final round of the series at the 
Geneva Palexpo after South 
African Greg Albertyn, his only 
remaining rival for the crown, 
withdrew, suffering from the flu. 
The 31-year-old from Okla- 
homa finished a typically dramat- 
ic fourth in the points-scoring race 
behind Larry Ward, Steve Lam- 
son and Ron Tichenor with his 


handlebars hanging down from a 
midrace crash, as he closed in on the 
leaders from a midfield start. 

Ward again topped Lamson in the 
following day's non-championship 
action. 

The John Savitski-built track was, 
once again, the most demanding faced 
on the European tour this year, and rac- 
ing was dominated by the Americans in 
the European-style program where rid- 
ers have to transfer through both heats 
and semi-finals. 

World 125cc MX Champion Pedro 
Tragter, whose supercross performances 
improve weekly, was the only European 
to offer a serious challenge, as Stefan 
Everts, Mickael Pichon and Fredric Bol- 
ley joined Albertyn as non-starters. 

In fact, Tragter disputed the win with 
Yann Guedard in the opening heat on 
the first day after holeshotter Ron ' 
Lechien had launched into the stadium 
wall in a fruitless attempt to hold off 
them off. 

Lamson and Cooper, the latter treat- 
ing the crowd to his unrivalled reper- 
toire of extravagant jumping, won the 
other heats from the gate. 

Lamson continued his winning ways 
in the semi with a last-lap inside pass on 
Ward, while Brian Swink led the second 
semi narrowly from the fourth corner to'i? 
the flag ahead of Doug Dubach and Phil 
Lawrence. 

Cooper's typically dramatic evening 
had continued in this race, when he fell 
at that fourth turn while disputing the 
lead with Dubach and spent the rest of 
the race playing catch-up; another trip 
to the ground mid-race added an extra 
dash of thrills for the near sell-out 
crowd. 

All of the American riders, except for 
Ryan Hughes who had been shaken by sc 
two big crashes in his semi, qualified 

without difficulties, and 
Donny Schmit showed 
true grit and resilience to 
join Cliff Palmer in^; 
transferring from the 
Last Chance Qualifier. 
The two-time World 
Champion, Schmit, has 
an inbred dislike of the 
indoor sport, but 
showed his professional- 
ism in overcoming that 
to lead home the other 
GP racers. 

From a disadvanta- 
geous gate, Cooper was 
down in eighth after the 
initial sort-out, his get- 
away also hampered 
when he banged bars 
with Lechien coming out 
of the gate. 

Ward snatched an 
immediate lead, shad- 
owed by Lamson. 
Lechien muscled his 
way past Stephenson 
into third as he endeav- 
ored to show he still had 
the speed, even sneaking 

momentarily past Lamson before the 
pace inevitably got to him, at half dis- 
tance, after such a long lay-off; he 
dropped right off the leaderboard fol- 
lowing a fall. 

Dubach had already gone down on 
the opening lap, and Swink joined him 
in trailing the pack a lap later. 

The Suzuki teamster - now a lap 
down - dropped in between leader 
Ward and chaser Lamson. Eventually, 
with a couple of laps remaining, Swink 
finally got out of Lamson's way, but it 
was too late for the Honda man to 
mount a serious challenge to Ward. The 
organizers are to be reprimanded for 
not blue-flagging the obstructive 
Swink, who by his actions possibly cost

M y first memory of Ricky Graham 











dates back to 1985. Still an avid 

ATV racer, I had yet to realize 
that two wheels was the way to go and 
stood whole-heartedly behind my 
three-wheeled machine. “Three wheel- 
in’ is a good feelin’,” I used to say, and 
I scoffed at most forms of two-wheeled 
motorcycle competition. 

Then came Mr. Graham. 

One night while waiting for the 
ATV coverage on an early episode of 
MotoWorld, I opted to delay my trip to 
the refrigerator when coverage of the 
Houston TT came on. “Those are those 
flat track guys,” I thought to myself. 
"They're pretty goofy, but, hey, look - 
they jump at this race. I have to see 
this!” 

As Grand National Champion Gra- 
ham was introduced to the crowd, he 
snapped away at his chewing gum and 
waved to the crowd with a smile. Right 
then, I noticed a certain air of confi- 
dence and friendliness about Graham 
that I liked. “Man, he doesn't look like 
some biker guy,” I thought. “He’s pret- 
ty cool.” 

It was in that race that Graham col- 
lided, mid-air, with Honda teammate 
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Bubba Shobert and suffered multiple 
injuries, effectively ending his chances 
of successfully defending his title. 
“Maybe he’s not that great,” I thought, 
and made my trip to the refrigerator. 

In 1986, I was one year older, and 
more importantly - one year wiser. 
After being constantly harassed by my 
older brother, I had finally ditched my 
ATV for a motocross bike and began to 
show an interest in motocross racing. 

Once again, Graham came to my 
attention while watch- 
ing MotoWorld. This 
time, he had won the 
Springfield Mile, post- 
ing his first National 
win after being 
dropped by Team 
Honda. “Hey, that’s 
that Ricky G guy,” I 
thought. “A privateer 
winning a National? 
That's really cool.” 

After that, Graham 
and his big number 
three stuck in my 
mind. Though I really 
knew nothing about 
dirt track, I did scan 
the race reports in Cycle News each 
week before flipping to the supercross 
and motocross articles. For a while, 
Graham's name continued to be near 
the top, but as the years wore on I 
began to see it slip lower and lower 
down the results column. 

Pretty soon, I didn’t see his name at 
all. 

In 1991, I was hired on as Associate 
Editor here at Cycle News, but was let

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down when I found that my job would 
be to cover the AMA Grand National 
Championship Series. Deep down I 
had been hoping to be assigned to 
motocross but, nonetheless, I began to 
study the sport. Springsteen? Parker? 
Carr? They were all new names to me. 

"You'd better study hard," warned 
one of my fellow editors, "dirt track is 
the boss' baby." 

Old race reports, flash cards and 
words of wisdom from the boss him- 
self helped prepare 
me for my first 
National. "But 
what about Ricky 
Graham?" I asked. 
The reply was just 
as I had expected; 

raham was not 
one of the riders 
whom I would 


talking to, for he 
was rarely a top 
finisher anymore. 

Nevertheless, I 
approached Gra- 
ham with great 
expectations at the 
Sacramento Mile - he was the one 
familiar face in the crowd of strangers. 
To my dismay, I was not greeted with 
the same enthusiasm. 

"You're from Cycle News?" said Gra- 
ham with a hint of sarcasm in his 
voice. "You guys never write anything 
good about me." 

As Cycle News' newest staff mem- 
ber, I had no answer for Graham, and 
walked away with my tail between my 
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Tickets Avallable Through 
Tickets Unlimited Locations 
Coliseum Box Office 
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legs. The confident, friendly guy that I 
had seen on television six years earlier 
had become a grumpy old man. 

Graham missed the next race - the 
Pomona Half Mile - and to tell you the 
truth, I didn't miss him much. The 
Monday after that race, news reached 
the editor that Graham had missed the 
race because of an alcohol-related 
arrest and I was assigned to get to the 
bottom of the situation. Because of my 
lack of connections, however, I was 
unable to uncover any details and the 
editor took over. 

Graham arrested, fired, read the head- 
line. “Great, he'll really like me now,” I 
thought. Sure enough, Graham avoid- 
ed me with the skills of a ninja at the 
following round, but after repeated 
efforts to corner him, we finally came 
to terms, just as he had come to terms 
with his sponsor. 

Two races later, Graham showed 
the speed and determination that had 
carried him to his two previous cham- 
pionships and shocked the crowd by 
winning the Springfield Mile and 
breaking a five-year dry spell. I had 
fun writing that article - for the first 
time in years, Cycle News was able to 
print something positive about Gra- 
ham. 

Later that year, Graham again had 
contact with the law. He was arrested 
for driving under the influence of alco- 
hol. This time, his sponsor wasn't as 
understanding and Graham was 
released from the team for good. 
Though he returned to the series aboard 
Johnny Goad's machines, I never felt as 
if Graham was as enthusiastic in '91. 
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That off-season, I ventured up to 
Graham's ranch in Salinas, California, 
where I interviewed him about the sea- 
son that had just passed. Oddly, I felt 
as uncomfortable about asking ques- 
tions about his arrest as Graham felt 
about answering them. In spending 
time with Graham, I could sense his 
sincerity. He had sworn off drinking, 
and vowed to return in ‘92 a new man. 

I believed him. 

That winter, Graham and I went 
riding together several times. Once, I 
even let him race my personal 
motocross bike, and insisted that he 
borrow some of my riding gear after 
seeing the somewhat weathered outfit 
he owned. “Man, you're the best spon- 
sor I've ever had,” he joked. 

Ricky Graham was no longer a 
grumpy old man. He was my friend. 

Just as he promised, Graham

returned in '92 sober and ready to race. 
Though he won only one race, he 
silenced the doubters by turning in the 
most consistent finishes in the field. 
Except for two freak DNFs, Graham 
never finished worse than fourth. 

I need not describe 1993. In what 
can only be labeled as the sport's most 
remarkable comeback, Graham domi- 
nated the season and set a number of 
new records en route to his third 
Grand National Championship. 

Neither he nor I could believe the 
way the season was unfolding. After 
his second win of the season at the 
Lima Half Mile, Graham had said to 
me, "Man, wouldn't it be great if I 
could go on a tear and win a lot of 
races, just like Jeremy McGrath did in 
supercross?” 

Little did we know.

With the "93 season in the history 
books, Graham was forced to make 
what was undoubtedly one of the most 
difficult decisions of his career. Should 
he stay and defend his title, or capital- 
ize on an opportunity to pursue a dif- 
ferent avenue that his heart yearns to? 

Though Graham has decided to pur- 
Sue a career in road racing (while com- 
peting in the dirt track Nationals that 
his schedule will allow), one thing is 
for sure - no one can ever take away 
the remarkable turnaround that he has 
performed both on, and off, the track. 
Graham had been at the top, then hit 
rock bottom, but somehow put every- 
thing together to return to the top 
| again like a true champion - nine years 
later. 

It is such that made him the unani- 
mous choice when it came time for our 
staff to elect the 1994 Cycle News Rider 
of the Year.

NEW CUYAMA, CA, NOV. 21 
ne week after helping Team Green 
to their sixth-straight victory in the 
Baja 1000, Ty Davis celebrated 
with another win at the Central Coast 
Motorcycle Association’s Leapin’ Lizard 
Enduro. 

The event is one of just two that are 
held each year at the popular Ballinger 
Canyon riding area, which offers a 
unique collection of trails. It also served 
as a District 36-37 North/South Chal- 
lenge, and attracted approximately 300 
riders from northern and southern Cali- 
fornia. Several sections were run on pri- 
vate land, which can only be used once 
a year. The course consisted of ridge- 
top trails, sandwashes and tree-lined 
single-track trails and included one 
huge, sandy, seemingly vertical descent 
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- the “Bulldog or Pucker” downhill. 
Several sections of virgin trail were also 
thrown in, punishing those without 
handguards. Many trails in the compact 
area were used twice, or even three 
times, but professional course-marking 
by the club kept confusion to a mini- 
mum. 

After starting off with an easy aver- 
age and a zero check, the speed was 
bumped up to 21 mph. Most of the top 
riders made the following check, but 
things turned tough after that. A long 
special test challenged even the fastest 
riders, and with three tough checks, 
most were carrying their points. 

“This is only the second enduro I’ve 
ridden, and I was surprised by how 
tough it was," said Team KTM's Greg 
Zitterkopf, who was riding without 
timekeeping equipment. "My first one 
was Tecate, and this is kind of like a 
mini-Tecate!" 

Despite "riding blind," Zitterkopf 
pulled down a 14th-overall finish. 

Following what was essentially a 30- 
mile-long special test, a reset put some of 
the riders back on time. The clocks were 
off at the following check, which was 
eventually thrown out, and the riders 
headed back to camp for some much- 
needed gas and fluids. The loops were 
40 and 41 miles, respectively (actual 
length), so those with smaller tanks 
were hurting. Davis, mounted on a 








brand-new KX250, carried a gallon of 
fuel in a back-pack. 

The second loop was also challeng- 
ing, though not as tough as the first, and 
included another long special test. Davis 
crashed and broke his computer, caus- 
ing him to burn the final three checks, 
but still managed to drop an amazingly 
low 16 points! 

"That was a fun enduro!" said the 
Team Green/Xtreme/Shoei/Sidi/ 
Smith/Race Tech/LR Enterprises/Tsu 
baki/Acerbis/Bel-Ray /Dunlop/ 
Trick/NGK-backed Davis. “In that long 
special test on the first loop, I kept won- 
dering if I was reading my computer 
wrong or something, because I was late 
for so long." 

District 36 came out on top of the 
District Challenge, but just barely. The 
top 20 riders were awared points in 


descending order, using the AMA's sys- 


tem. District 36 riders accumulated a 
total of 116 points, while those from 
southern California were just two points 
off the pace. ex

Plessinger, Kehlmeier score 
at Nelsonville Team HS

KTM riders Scott Plessinger and Marty 
Kehlmeier finally got to taste the champagne 
after winning their first Action Sports Team 
Hare Scramble World Championship in Nel- 
sonville, Ohio. They overcame one of the most 
talented fields ever in the ninth year of the event 
and avenged their 1992 runner-up finish. 

Nearly 60 teams turned out for one of the 
closest finishes in the event's history. Pre-race 
predictions centered around Team Green 
Kawasaki riders Terry Cunningham and Doug 
Blackwell; Suzuki's Steve Hatch and Mark 
Hyde; and KTM's Plessinger and Kehlmeier. 

The Pro class was the first to leave the line, 
with Hyde, Jeff Lauth and Plessinger chasing 
quick-starter Doug Blackwell on the first lap. 
Shortly after the halfway point of lap one, Hyde 
crashed hard. By the time Hyde got back in the 
race, he was way behind. 

Plessinger was really flying, and the two- 
time National Hare Scrambles Champion held 
the lead at the beginning of the second lap. 
Blackwell was the next to bobble, giving Lauth 
second. Blackwell was able to repass Lauth by 
the third lap, before the riders turned the bikes 
over to their partners. Kehlmeier took over for 
Plessinger with former National Enduro Cham- 
pion Terry Cunningham of Albany in hot pur- 
suit. Darryl Conner took over from Lauth and 
was flying, catching up to Cunningham on the 
fifth lap before a crash slowed his charge. 
Kehlmeier rode smoothly out front as Cunning- 
ham gained ground, while Hyde's teammate 
Hatch tried to cut into their 50-second plus lead. 
Cunningham and Blackwell continued to swap 
the lead with Kehlmeier and Plessinger for the 
whole race, and with four laps to go, the race 
was up for grabs. 

Plessinger led Cunningham, who then 
switched with Blackwell, and everyone was 
watching Hatch as he closed on the leaders. 
Plessinger pulled away from Blackwell, and 
Hatch continued his charge with three laps to 
go. Plessinger had a nine-second lead, with two 
laps to go, as Hatch caught Blackwell at the end 
of the lap to move into second. With only one 
rider to beat, Hatch cut Plessinger's lead nearly 
in half with only one lap to go. The co-riders and 
pit crews strained to see the leaders race to the 
flag. At the finish, Plessinger's KTM blasted 
across the line in front of Hatch and Blackwell. 
In the other classes, Scott Hayes and Keith 
Gwinn continued to dominate the Heavyweight 
division, while Shawn Sommers and Craig 
Albright claimed the Lightweight win.
